Riga. 

The  Supreme  Council  may  find  it  necessary,  however,  according 
to  the  official  report,  to  refuse  Germany's  request  for  foodstuffs  and 
raw  materials,  which  hi  now  the  subject  of  negotiation. 

A  communication  issued  by  the  commander  of  the  Russian  western 
army,  received  here  by  wireless  from  Berlin,  hot  not.  dated,  says: 

"Owing  to  the  trosoing  of  the  demarcation  line  by  Lettish  troops 
end  variant  attacks  made  on  our  detachments,  1  have  given  the  order 
for  a  counter-attack,  which  at  present  ia  developing  successfully.

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  11.— Ambas- 
sador J.  J.  Jusaerand  today  presented 
to  the  navy  on  behalf  of  the  city  of 
De  Orasse.

VANCOUVER.  Oct.  11.— Officials 
of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
boarda  of  Canada  will  meet  in  Van- 
couver On  December  1st  of  this  year, 
announced  Mr.  E:  8.  H.  Winn,  chair- 
man of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Board  here,  who  returned  yesterday 
from  a  conference  of  the  Interna- 
tional Association  of  Workmen's 
Compensation  boards  and  commis- 
sions recently  held  10  Toronto. 

The  discussions  there  mainly  sim- 
mered down  to  administrative  prob- 
lems, and  the  best  means  to  prevent 
and  handlo  the  different  types  of  ac- 
cidents. About  170  were  In  attend- 
ance, including  members  of  the 
boards,  their  chief  officials,  and  ac- 
cident   prevention   experts. 

At  the  meeting  to  be-  held  hero 
next  December  the  •advisability  of  the 
uniformity  of  workmen's  compensa- 
tion boards  will  be  discussed.  If  uni- 
formity can  be  obtained  it  will  mean 
that  some  of  the  Provincial  acts  will 
have  to  be  amended,  explained  Mr. 
Winn,  In  order  to  bring  them  up  to 
the  standard  of  the  B.  C.  Act.  The 
sessions  in.  Vancouver  will  be  princi- 
pally devoted  to  organisation  pur- 
poses apd  the  consideration  of  mutual 
problems  concerning  the  various 
boards  in  Canada. 


WASHINGTON.  Oct  11,— Hope 
that  President  Wilson  might  soon  re- 
gain his  normal  health  and  resume 
fully  the  duties  of  his  office  was 
swept  away  today  by  his  physicians, 
who  announced  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  him  to  leave  his  bed 
"for  an  extended  period." 

The  announcement,  made  after  a 
consultation  between  Read-Admiral 
Grayson  and  the  three  other  physici- 
ans, said  there  had  been  no  inter- 
ruption of  the  President's  Improve- 
ment, but  emphasised  that  he  still 
had  a  long  road  to  travel  before  he 
reached   composite   recovery. 

Although  cooperating  wlih  the  pro- 
gramme of  rest  originally  planned  for 
Mr.  Wilson  by  Dr.  Grayson,  the 
physician's  announcement  brought 
home  to  officials  the  possible  effect 
of  the  President's  liaises  on  public 
affairs  and  renewed  discussion  as  to 
whst  expedient  might  be  adopted 
should  the  press  of  executive  business 
reach  a  point  demanding  more  at- 
tention than  he  could  give  it.  The

DEAL  WITH  SHANTUNG 
DURING  THIS  WEEK 


WASHINGTON,  Oct.  11. — Award  of 
Shantung  province  to  Japan  came  in 
for  further  denunciation  in  the  Sen- 
ate  today,  Senator  Norrie,  Republi- 
can, Nebraska,  declaring  that  "in  the 
full  knowledge  or  all -the  disgraceful 
facts,  believers  in  the  religion  of 
Jesus  Christ  would  suffer  death  be- 
fore giving  approval  to  a  treaty  that 
countenanced   it." 

There  were  predictions  from  Re- 
publican sources  that  the  Shantung 
question  would  be  disposed  of  finally 
next  week,  clearing  the  way  for  a 
vote  on  the  Johnson  amendments,  de- 
signed to  equalise  the  voting  power 
of  the  United  States  and  the  British 
Empire  in  the  League  of  Nations. 

GERMANS  DISCOVERED 

NIVELLE'S  PLANS 

PARIS,  Oct.  11. — German  military 
authorities  had  full  and  complete  In- 
formation of  the  French  plan  for  an 
offensive  in  April,  1917.  former  Pre- 
mier Palnleve  told '  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  this  afternoon'  in  repudiating 
a  charge  that  the  offensive  was 
stopped  by  his  orders.  He  added  that 
General  Nivelle  had  decided  to  stop 
the  offensive  after  three  days  of 
fighting,  when  It  became  evidently 
Impossible  that  a  break  through  the 
German  lines  could  be  made. 

German  general  staff  obtained 
Ie  way  a  copy  of  the  plan  of 
offensive  and  took  the  neceesary 
measures  for '  causing  the  campaign 
to  fall.

The  resolution  provides  that  a  com- 
mittee of  management  shall  be 
formed,  consisting  of  five  persons,  to 
be  appointed,  by  the  Grand  Trunk, 
2;  by  the  Government,  2;  and  the 
fifth  by  the  four  so  appointed,  to  in- 
sure the  operation  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
system  (in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do 
so  In  harmony  with  the  Canadian 
National  Railways,  the  two  systems 
being  treated,  In  the  public  interest, 
as  nearly  as  possible  as  one  system. 
The  committee  shall  continue  to  act 
until  the  preference  and  common 
stocks  are  transferred  to,  or  vested.  In 
the  Government,  when  tt  shall  be  dis- 
charged. 

It  le  provided  that  upon  the  transfer 
to  or  vesting  in  the  Government  of 
preference  and  common  stock  the 
Government  may,  by  order-ln-councll. 
provide  for  the  discharge  of  the  re- 
ceivership of  the  Grand  Trunk  Paci- 
fic Railway  system  and  the  termina- 
tion and  withdrawal  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Can- 
ada relating  thereto. 

The  provisions.^  regard  to  arbitra- 
tion proceedings  are  set  forth  as  fol- 
lows:

Stands  Journey  Well 

The  crowd  that  had  gathered  at  the 
Presidio  flying  field  to  welcome  Lieut. 
Msynard  and  Sergt.  Klein  was  scan- 
ning the  horizon  to  the  .  eastward 
when  a  motor  suddenly  barked  Just 
back  and  a  little  above  them.  Its 
Identity  was  established  by  the  slogan, 
"Hello,  'Frisco,"  painted  on  the  nose 
of.  Lieut   Maynard's  machine. 

The  airplane  circled  for  a  moment, 
then  banked  sharply,  side-slipped 
twice  and  came  to  an  easy  landing. 
Lieut.  Maynard  stood  up  in  the  cock- 
pit. Sergt.  Klein,  hie  observer,  behind 
him,  greeted  the  crowd  with  a  grin, 
and  Trlcy,  the  mascot,  peeped  over  the 
fuselage.  » 

"Couldn't  be  better,  sir,"  was  Lieut. 
Maynard's  reply  to  General  Mencher's 
inquiry  as  to  how  he  felt.  He  said  he 
was  a  little  confused  about  the  loca- 
tion of  this  city  on  account  of  haze, 
and  consequently  came  in  from  the 
southeast. 

Lieut.  Maynard  expressed  sorrow  at 
the  mishaps  with  which  rival  flyers 
had  met  and  said  they  "played  in  bad 
luck." 

The  successful  flight  was. made  at 
an  average  speed  of  115  miles  an 
hour  in  low  altitudes  and  100  miles  in 
crossing  the  mountains. 

The  average  height  was  4,000  feet 
above  sea  level,  or  about  2,000  feet 
above  the  earth,  and  the*  highest  was 
12,000  feet.  West  of  "Reno  the  plane 
passed  100  feet  above  the  mountains, 
Lieutenant  Maynard  said. 

The  Liberty  motor  gave  no  trouble 
during  the  flight,  the  aviator  said, 
not  even  to  necessitate  a  new  spark 
plug.  The  only  strain  Lieut.  May- 
nard experienced,  he  said,  was  con- 
cern over  getting  away  from  control 
stops  on  time  and  over  locating  field 
stops  on  arrival. 

Lieut.  Maynard  telegraphed  his 
wife  and  two  young  daughters  at 
Mineola  of  his  safe  arrival;  and  say- 
ing he  might  fly  back.

Colonel  Margeson  Suggests 
Gratuities  Based. on  Length 
of  Service  in  Various  Fields 
—Laid  Before  Committee. 

vlidbnL  I  ¥ 

OTTAWA.  OcY  11.— An  alternative 
plan  of  assisting  veterans,  according 
to  length  and  character  of  service,  was 
submitted  to  the  special  committee 
oat  soldiers'  civil  re-establishment  yes- 
terday by  Colonel  9.  W.  Margeson,  a 
member  of  the  board  of  pensions 
commissioners.  Hat  plan  was  pre- 
sented as  coming  'from  himself,  and 
not  from  the  Ottawa  branoh  of  the 
O.W.V.A.,'  or  from  "any    member. 

Colonel  Margeson's  plan  is  to  give 
every  man  who  served  In  a  theatre  of 
war  as  a  combatant  seventy  cents  a 
day  from  enlistment  to  discharge.  Men 
serving  In  England  or  Siberia  would 
draw  forty  cants  a  day,  and  men  who 
served  In  Canada,  twenty  cents  a  day- 
There  would  be  a  limit  of  #1,500  on 
tWe  amount  any  man  could  receive, 
this  to  Include  gratuities.  In  that  way 
officers  who  had  drawn  big  gratuities 
would  not  receive  any  large  amount 
In  re-establishment  grants. 

Colonel  Margeson  would  treat  mar- 
ried and  single  men  alike,  with  the 
amount  of  gratuity  already  paid  a 
married  man,  he  would  hie  considered 
to  have  only  been  paid  the  rate  of  a 
single  man.  He  would  limit  the 
amount  of  cash  to  $500.  and  place 
the  rest  of  a  man's  re-establlshment 
grant  to  a  man's  credit  with  the  Gov- 
ernment so  that  he  could  draw  on  It 
for  any  of  the  Government  re-estab- 
lishment plans: 

Under  Colonel  Margeson's  scheme, 
widows  of  deceased  soldiers  would  be 
paid  a  stated  sum.  all  alike,  regardless, 
of  the  husband's  service,  this  sum  td 
be  paid  as  additional  to  their  pensions. 
-  Colonel  Margeson  said  his  plan  had 
been  placed  before  the  Ottawa  branch 
of  the  G.W.y.A.,  but  had  not  been 
Voted  on.  He. said,  including  cash 
and  credit,  his  scheme  would  cost 
f  180,000,000  to  $200,000,000.  Of  this. 
he  estimated  fully  $40,000,00  would 
rfot  be  claimed  for  various  reasons. 
$85,000,000  In  cash  would  be  needed 
and  $116,000,000  would  be  placed  to 
the  men's  credit.  He  estimated  that 
three  hundred  thousand  soldiers  had 
served  an  average  of  eight  hundred 
days  in  France  at  a  cost  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  $1*7,000.000;  sixty  thous- 
and  in  England,  costing  $11,000,000, 
and  172,000  In  Canada,  an  average  of 
twenty  days,  total  cost  tH.000.000. 
He  thought  these  figures  wire  10  per 
cent  too  high,  and  said  fifty  .thousand 
returned  soldiers  did  not  ask  for  aid 
and  would  refuse  to  touch  the  money. 

T.  O.  Cox,  offficbf  In  charge  of 
gratuities.  Department  of  Militia  and 
Defence,  recafted,  said  the  estimated 
total  for  gratuities  was  $124,000,000. 
Eleven  thousand  men  discharged  be- 
fore November  11  last,  had  not  yet 
applied  for  gratuity  *  hut  applications 
were  coming  In  at  Use  rate  of  two 
hundred  dafly.  Of  thirty-five  thous- 
and questionnaires  sent '  out,  seven 
thousand  had  been  returned;  as  the 
soldiers  had  changed  trfeir  addresses. 
In  regard  to  the  charges  made  by 
Lieut.  Greig,  of  the  Air  Force  Asso- 
ciation, that  officers  were  brought 
back  from  the  R.A.F.  and  paid  gratui- 
ties at  their  original  rank,  MY.  Cox 
aald  that  was  covered  by  an  order 
dated  August  22.     This  provided  that

Less  Than  25  Hours 

NEW  YORK,  Oct.  11. —Lieut.  B.  W. 
Maynard,  the  "flyng  parson."  won  the 
first  coast-to-coast  leg  of  the  army 
air  race,  it  was  announced  tonight  by 
officials  of  the  American  Flying  Club, 
which  assisted  the  army  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  race. 

His  actual  flying  time  for  the  2,701 
miles  from  Mineola,  N.Y.,  to  San 
Francisco  had  not  been  officially 
checked  last  Sight,  but,  24  hours  68 
minutes  and  56  ^  seconds  was  unoffi- 
cially reported  as  the  flight  tidke. 

While  Lieut.  Kmil  Kiel  touched  the 
ground  at  Roosevelt  Field  twenty 
seconds  before  Major  Carl  Spats  In 
ths  dash  from  West  to  East,  Major 
Spats  was  credited  with  second 
honors,  having  left  San  Francisco 
three    minutes    behind    Lieut.    KleJ. 

Lieut.  Maynsrd's  total  elapsed  time 
was  given  unofficially  tonight  as  78 
hours  47  minutes  11  seconds;  Major 
Spats'  as  SO  hours  40  minutes  16 
seconds;  and  Lieut.  Kiel's  as  80  hours 
4>  minutes  SO  seconds. 

Only  the  official  elapsed  Ume  could 
be  given,  and  the  results  of  the  two 
other  divisions  of  the  race — actual 
flying  time  and  handicap  time— must 
wait  the  receipt  hero  of  all  official 
reports,  it  was  stated  by  club  officials. 

Despite  announcement  today  from 
the  Army  Air  Service  at  Washington 
that  the  return  trips  of  the  planes

AU  of  Great  Britain's  new  volunteer 
army  has  been  absorbed  In  the  mak- 
ing up  of  forces  of  occupation  in  the 
Near  East.  Drafted  soldiers  are  still 
In  the  service,  and  their  relatives  are 
agitating  for  their  return  from  In- 
dia. Egypt  and  Mesopotamia.  At  the 
same  time  more  than  sixty  thousand 
troops  are  engaged  as  an  army  of  oc- 
cupation In  Ireland.  The  withdrawal 
of  the  expedition  from  Archangel  has 
Just  been  finished,  under  pressure  of 
the  strongest  public  feeling. 
Germany's  Scheme 

Latest  news  received  by  the  Gov- 
ernment Is  described  as  confirming 
the  view  that  Germany  is  deliberate- 
ly scheming  to  secure  a  controlling 
position  in  Russia,  and  that  she  prob- 
ably contemplates  the  ocoupatlon  of 
Petrojrrad.  There  are  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  German  soldiers 
with  headquarters  at  Mitau.  in  Russia. 
The  Baltic  States,  with  the  exception 
of  Finland,  appear  to  nave  agreed 
upon  a  policy  of  arranging  an 
armistice  with  the  Bolshevik  Gov- 
ernment, but  declining  peace  terms 
on  the  ground  that  the  Soviet  Gov- 
ernment Is  too  unstable  to  arrange  a 
permanent  peace.  Altogether,  the 
Baltic  situation  Is  recognised  as  pre- 
senting actutely  dangerous  possi- 
bilities. 

"Germany's  New  War,"  is  featured 
In  this  morning's  newspapers  in  con- 
nection with  hostilities  at  Riga.  The 
whereabouts  of  General  von  der  Golta 
continues  to  be  the  subject  of  con- 
tradictory rumors,  and  estimates  of 
the  size  of  the  army  commended  by 
Colonel  Avhloff-Bermondt  also  show 
a   wide   divergence.

Prince  Peter  Meven.  formerly  of 
the  Russian  Foreign  Office,  t  -  super- 
intending the  co-ordination  of  the 
forces  commanded  by  these  two  lead- 
ers, It  being  Intended  to  transfer  the 
occupation  of  Lithuania  and  Cour- 
land  to  a  nominally  Russian-Lith- 
uanian army  composed  in  part  of 
Germans  from  the  ranks  of  General 
von  der  Golta'  troops. 

This  move,  it  is  said,  led  to  the 
present   hostilities.

Some  Gorman  Hypocrisy 

BERLIN.  Oct.  10. — Col.  Avaloff- 
Bermondt  has  addressed  a  note  to 
the  German  Government  expressing 
Russia's  thanks  for  the  unforgettable 
services  of  the  German  troops  In  sav- 
ing the  Russian  border  provinces 
from    Bolshevism. 

A  Hamburg  newspaper  quotes  an 
interview  Gen.  von  der  Goltx  had  with 
the  correspondent  of  The  Soldat  Zel- 
tung.  In  which  the  general  declared 
the  evacuation  of  the  Battle  prov- 
inces was   proceeding. 

"These  troops,"  said  Gen.  von  der 
Golts,  "are  foreigners  whom  no  gov- 
ernment could  recall  at  the  Entente's 
orders."

"Fighting  by  Lettish  and  Russian 
troops  between  Mltau  and  Riga  Is 
continuing.  None  of  the  troops  sub- 
servient to  the  German  Government 
are    taking    part." 

A  telegram  from  Koenlgsberg,  East 
Prussia,    reads   as    follows: 

"The  Russian  Colonel  Wirgolitsch, 
commander  of  the  2nd  West  Russian 
Volunteer  Corps,  has  In  Bchaulen 
(Shavli)  proclaimed  the  part  of  Lith- 
uania occupied  by  his  troops  an  Rus- 
sian territory.  The  Lithuanians  in 
Sehaulen  have  been  disarmed  by  the 
Russians  and  the  Germans  co-operat- 
ing wltb^them." 

Defy    Berlin    Government 

BERLIN.  Oct.  10. — German-Rus- 
sian troops  under  Gen.  von  der  Goltz 
and  Col.  Avaloff-Bermondt  Intend  to 
oust  M.  Ulmgnye,  Lettish  Premier, 
take  possession  of  Letvla  and  then, 
with  the  assistance  of  Baltic  land- 
whr,  advance  against  the  Bolshevik  1, 
according  to  a  private  letter  which 
has  reaches"  here  from  a  Gerroah  of- 
ficer at  Mltau.  The  letter  also  sayK 
the  German  troops  will  defy  the  Ber- 
lin Government. 

The  German  Government  is  appar- 
ently anxious  to  liquidate  the  Baltic 
adventure,  but  .lacks  sufficient  con- 
trol, -and  this  has  resulted  In  large 
quantities  of  supplies  being  sent  to 
Courland  troops.  Orders  have  been 
issued,  however,  suspending  all  leaves 
of  absence  throughout  Germany  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  any  leak- 
age of  troops  in  the  direction  of  the 
Baltic  provinces.  German  military 
action  against  the  revolting  troops  is 
?ld  to  be  impracticable  because  of 
the  general  attitude  of  officers  and 
soldiers  here.  '  ,. 

General  von  der  Oolts  Is  traveling 
from  one  unit  of  his  army  to  another 
urging  his  men  to  return  to  Germany, 
according  to  The  Tageblatt,  which 
adds  that  this'  work  takes  consider- 
able time  because  of  the  distances 
that    must   be   covered.

WINNIPEG.  Oct.  11.— A  definite 
announcement  of  the  location  of  the 
$400,000  plant  for  the  manufacture 
of  lignite  briquettes  was  not  forth- 
coming after  the  session  of  the  Lignite 
Utilisation  Board  today.  The  three 
members  returned  from  the  lignite 
fields,  where  they  spent  considerable 
time  In  going  over  the  country. 

"We  have  brought  a  great  deal  of 
information  with  us,  which  will  be 
of  great  use,"  said  Mr.  Lemay.  "The 
final  location  of  the  plant  has  not, 
as  yet,  been  discussed,  because  there 
are  several  factors  that  will  affect 
the  decision  to  be  learned  In  Win- 
nipeg. The  Immediate  construction 
of  the  plant,  however,  will  be  pro- 
ceeded with  as  far  aa  letting  the 
contracts.  The  general  topography  of 
the  area  for  it  will  be  located,  so  that 
we  will  be  able  to  draft  standard 
plans  and  get  In  tenders." 


HAS  NOT  PURCHASED 
DUNVEGAN  RAILWAY 

WINNIPEG,  Oct.  11.— "The  C.P.R. 
has  not  made  airy  arrangements  for 
purchasing  the  Edmonton,  Dunvegan 
at  British  Columbia  Railway." 

This  statement  was  made  by  Grant

ITALIAN  SAILORS 
PROVE  MUTINOUS

Stoppage  of  Steamer  Bound 
for  Vladivostok  Shows  the 
Authorities  Have  Lost  All 
Control— Taken  to  Fiume. 


FIUME,  Oct.  11.— The  steamer 
Persia,  hound  from  Genoa  for  the  Far 
Kast  with  a  cargo  of  thirty  thousand 
rifles,  ten  million  cartridges,  twenty 
batteries  of  mountain  guns,  and  two 
heavy  guns  for  the  troops  operating 
against  the  Bolshevlkl.  has  arrived  at 
Flume.  The  crew  mutinied  In  the 
Mediterranean  and  forced  the  cap- 
tain to  take  the  eteamahip  Into 
Flume. 

The  Persia,  with  its  valuable  cargo 
destined  for  Vladivostok,  left  Genoa 
on  its  course  'through  the  Sues  Canal 
to  the  Pacific.  After  reaching  open 
sea  in  the  Mediterranean,  the  crew 
refused  to  take  the  ship  through  the 
Suez  Canal,  and  the  commander,  un- 
able to  check  the  mutiny,  yielded  to 
the  demand  that  the  ship  should  be 
taken  into  Flume,  and  headed  back 
into  the  Adriatic,  reaching  Flume 
Harbor  on  Thursday. 

An  Italian  plenipotentiary  ordered 
to  the  Far  East  was  aboard.  He  dis- 
embarked at  Flume  and  proceeded  to 
Abbaxia  to  await  further  orders  from 
Rome. 

This  Is  the  second  ship  to  reach 
Fiume  within  a  week,  the  first  being 
the  steamer  Frederick  Bok,  with  u 
cargo  of  general  merchandise. 


AUSTRALIA  ERECTS 

BATTLE  MEMORIALS 

LONDON.  Oct.  11.—  (Reuter's)  — 
Australian  battle  memorials  are  being 
erected  in  Belgium  and  France  a»  * 
tribute  to  the  50,000  Australians  who 
fell  on  the  western  front.  One  is  at 
Ypres,  another  on  the  former  Hlnden- 
burg  line  half  way  between  Cambral 
and  St.  Quentin,  a  third  at  Posieres. 
One  will  dominate  the  Somme  Val- 
ley. 

The  Australian  Government  Is  also 
purchasing  ten  acres  of  the  command, 
ing  heights  mid-way  betwen  Viliers- 
Bretonneux  and  Corbie,  which  will 
be  the  site  of  an  elaborate  national 
memorial.  This  point  has  been  se- 
lected because  Australian  operations 
here  proved  the  turning  point  in 
saving  Amiens.

The  attitude  of  the  Fsdsrated 
Labor  Party  la  Its  proclaimed  de- 
clalon  to  hold  Mr.  Barnard  la  loading 
strings,  if  he  becomes  a  member, 
dearly  demonstrates  he  has  no  right 
to  the  title  of  apkUer-labor  candidate.

POLITICAL  PROPAGANDA 


Mr.  T.  A.  Barnard,  of  New  West- 
minstsr,  who  is  opposing  Dr.  8.  F. 
Tolmle.  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
In  the  present  by-election  campaign, 
la  advertised  by  his  committee  as  a 
soldier-labor  candidate.  He  was  in- 
vited to  coma  here  from  ths  Main- 
land by  ths  local  branch  of  ths  Fed- 
erated Labor  Party,  and  nominated  conceivable 
by  thai  organisation.  In  ths  event 
of  his  election  he  Is  placing  his  resig- 
nation as  member  In  the  hands  of  the 
.  Federated  Labor  Party,  to  be  used  by 
that  body  should  he  not  advocate  the 
policies  for  which  It  stands,  or,  in 
other  words,  not  do  what  he  Is  told. 
The  branch  of  the  party  which  nom- 
inated him  Is  to  have  control  over  his 
political  actions,  and,  although  it 
advertises  him  as  a  soldier-labor  can- 
didate, the  returned  men-  will  have 
no  say  in  his  future,  even  if  they 
contribute  to  his  election. 

The  principle  of  the  resignation  of 
sf  member  of  Parliament  being  placed 
in  ths  hands  of  any  political  machine 
is  entirely  wrong.  It  destroys  free- 
dom and  Independence.  It  puts  it  in 
the  power  of  a  coterie  of  individuals 
to  remove  from  Parliament  a  man 
who  has  been  elected  by  a  majority 
vote  of  a  community  without  giving 
the  vast  bulk  Of  the  voters  them- 
selves any  say  in  the  matter.

It 
raises  an  old  problem  from  a  new 
aspect  for  the  Allied  statesmen,  and 
It  Is  difficult  indeed  to  know  what 
they  are  going  to  do,  aa,  their  coun- 
tries are  war  weary.  The  whole  trou- 
ble In  connection  with  the  peace  trea- 
ties If  that  they  have  not  taken  suffi- 
cient account  of  the  situation  on  the 
Eastern  front.  Poland,  for  Instance, 
haa  been  left  to  fight  alone  for  her 
independence  after  it  was  guaranteed 
by  ths  Peace  Conference.  Her  posi- 
tion is  precarious,  but  the  Allies-are 
handicapped  In  helping  her,  simply 
because  their  peoples,  in  their  hurry 
tor  demobilisation,  forgot  that  the 
peace  had  still  to  be  won.  Nominally 
the  German  Government  controls  the 
troops  Which  have  occupied  Riga;  In 
reality  it  does,  too,  but  It  is  in  a  posi- 
tion where  It  oaa  toll  ths  Peace  Con- 
ference  that  these  troops  will  not  obey 
orders  and  withdraw  to  their  own 
country.  The  Allies,  on  their  part, 
hesitate  about  sending  an  army  into 
the  Baltic  Provinces  to  enforce  then* 
decisions.  That  Is  the  situation  and 
ths  present  poller  -of  the  Poaoe  Con- 
ference la  undetermined  because  it 
i  |  haa  not  the  available  forces  to  ensure 
any  decisions  it  may  make  will  be 
respected.

In   the   Baltic   provinces 
the  largest  army  la  now  under  German 
control  and  must  be  supplied     with 
ammunition  and  reinforcements  from 
German  sources.     There  are  danger- 
ous  possibilities,   and    what    appears 
tike  a  league  between  Germany  and 
the  Lenlne  Government,  an  eventuality 
which  will  perpetuate  war  In  Europe. 

The  peace  treaties  that  arc  being 
ratified,  if  they  are  to  be  observed, 
must  have  behind  them  the  force  of 
the  Allied  Powers.  The  different 
Govertrmenta  affected  realise  this,  but 
the  peoples  are. quite  unperturbed  by 
the  repeated  violations,  although ' 
thsse  are  growing  more  serious  all 
the  time.  There  Is  only  one  conclu- 
sion to  be  reached.  The  Allies  h  iva 
dictated  tho  terms  of  peace,  but  they 
have  still  got  to  win  ths  safety  of  tho 
world,  and  with  Europe  la  Its  presort 
state  this  can  only  be  dona  by  force 
of  arms.

It  la  only  a  tow  weeks  ago  since  an 
impassioned  appeal  by  Mr.  Charles 
St.  Barbe  aroused  public  interest  suf- 
ficiently ,  to  warrant  editorials  In  the 
public  press  and  the  Mayor  found 
himself  constrained  to  dany  in  public 
that  hs  had  "snubbed"  ths  appellant; 
at  that  time  a  day  was  set  apart  for 
public  consideration  of  suggestions 
put  forward  by  Mr.  St.  Barbe,  but- 
well,  the  Prince  came,  and  we  had 
the  Home  Products  Fair,  and  the 
weather  haa  been  tine  and — oh,  doubt- 
less, there  have  been  half  a  dosen 
good  reasons  why  the  old-fashioned 
deniaens  of  the.  City  Council  ChantiDer 
should  shelve  any  public  discussion 
of  a  policy  which  might  put  Victoria 
en  the  map  as  a  tourist  resort. 

Strange  to  say,  sir,  tome  of  us  are 
"getting  rather  fed  up."  We  are  not 
merchant  princes;  we  cannot  desig- 
nate ourselves  masters  of  finance;  we 
are  Just  a  few  plain  business  men, 
but  we  are  very  much  of  the  opinion 
that,  when  all  Is  said  and  done,  the 
plain  business  man  is  the  backbone  of 
the  community,  and  we  fall  to  see 
why  the  city  should  be  forever  de- 
prived of  the  advantages  of  that 
tourist  trade  which  is  her  due,  just 
because  an  influential  minority  wish 
to  keep  Victoria  as  a  private  reserve, 
in  which  they  may  spend  their  de- 
clining days  in  affluent  ease,  undis- 
turbed either  by  industries  on  the  one 
hand  or  by  "hordes"  of  tourists  on 
the  other. 

It  is  true  that  Victoria  has  a  fair 
share  of  tourists  visiting  the  city 
every  "year;  the  trouble  Is  that  there 
is  nothing  to  keep  them  here  for 
more  than  two  or  three  days.  Th« 
tourist  cannot  live  by  scenery  alone; 
he  requires  attractions  and  amuse- 
ments other  than  those  afforded  by  a 
few  drives  or  walks  round  the  neign- 
borhood,  and  It  Is  a  fact  which  has 
been  labored  time  and  again  *  that 
Victoria  does  not'  possess  any  of  the 
class  of  amusement  which  he  expects 
to  And  in  a  city  advertised  as  a  tour- 
ist resort.  With  the  climate  and 
scenery  we  posses,  aided  by1  a  well- 
planned  scheme  of  public  amuse- 
ments. Victoria  could  easily  become 
not  only  the  pleasure  ground  of 
Western  Canada,  but  the  Mecca  of 
those  wealthy*  men  from  the  Eastern 
States  who  at  present  hie  them  to  the 
mosquito-infested  lakes  of  Northern 
Ontario. 


One  of  the  greatest  pleasure  re- 
sorts in  the  wojrld  Is  to  be  found  In 
Douglas,  Isle  of  Man.  which  caters 
practically  to  the  manufacturing 
classes  of  Lancashire  aloha,  and  yet 
finds  that  in  a  few  Bummer 
months  enough  money  Is  spent  in  the 
town  to  Justify  the  original  expense 
and  to  carry  the  population  over  the 
remaining  months  of  the  year.

American  •   Continent.     We   will  sup- 
pose that  the  visitor  reaches  Douglas 
on   ths  Sunday,   about     noon;     after 
travelling   he   will    not   desire   a   very 
strenuous   day's    enjoyment,    but    will 
content    himself    with     a      bath,    and 
the    bathing    at    Douglas    Is    excellent 
and   every  convenience   afforded,   and 
with    a    sail    on    one    of      the      many 
yachts  which   ply  for   hire,   filling   in 
the   evening  by  attending  one  of  the 
many    sacred    concerts    which    sre    a 
feature  of  the  Douglas  Sabbath.     On 
Monday  he  can  take  a  beautiful  drive 
to   Castletown    and    see   the    sights   of 
Castle  Rushen.  returning  In  time  for 
dinner,  after  whloh  the   Palace  Gar- 
dens will  afford  him  ample  amusement 
till   bedtime.

"The  Federated  Labor  Party  Is

"2.  The  collective  ownership  of  all 
the  means  of  production  and  distri- 
bution; of  banks  and  insurance  com- 
panies; collective  control  of  all  food 
products  and  raw  materials,  and  the 
expropriation  of  all  unused  lands. 
"3. "Revenue  required  during  the 
period  of  reconstruction  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  following  sources, 
among  others: 

"(a..)  A  progressive  tax  on  all  pro- 
fits, unearned  increment  and  incomes, 
and  a.  stiffly  graduated  tax  on  in- 
heritances. 

"(b.)  The  proceeds  from  nation- 
ally owned  utilities  and  resources. 

"4.  Full,  free  franchise  for  every' 
member  of  the  community  who  has 
attained  the  age  of  18  years,  Irres- 
pective of  his  or  her  religious  belief 
or  economic  opinions.  Elections  to 
be  conducted  on  a  proportional  repre- 
sentation basis,  and  representatives 
to  administrative  bodies  to  be  chosen 
through  occupations  rather  than,  as 
at  present,  according  to  geographical 
constituencies.

The  ultimate  object  of  the  Feder- 
ated Labor  Party  is  stated  to  bo  "a 
complete  change  tn  the  present  econ- 
omic and  social  system."

matic approach  toward  a  healthy 
equality  of  material  circumstances 
for  every  person  born  into  the  world. 

"There  should  be  no)  subject  na- 
tions, subject  races,  subJoKt  colonics. 
subject  classes,  or  a  subject  sex.  but 
In  Industry  as  wen  as  In  government, 
equal  freedom  should  prevail,  and 
that  widest  possible  participation  In 
power,  both  economic  and  political, 
which  is  characteristic  of  true, 
democracy. 

"The  great  world  hunger  tor  peaco 
can  never  be  satisfied  by  the  present 
systems  of  government.  The  aboli- 
tion of  war  demands  (ha  abolition  of 
the  cause*  that  lead  ip  to  war.  No 
attempt  has  been  mado  by  the  repre- 
sentatives at  the  Peace  Conference  to 
deal  with  these  causes.  Their  efforts 
will  only  result  in  the  creation  t.f 
conditions  which  will  inevitably  be 
productive  of  further  destructive 
wars.  The  -vorkers  of  the  world 
r.lone  can  abolish  war  by  abolishing 
the  competitive  system.  With  this 
end  in  view  we  strive  for  government 
by  the  workers  In  a  social  order  In 
which  all  Vhali  be  workers.

that  for  the  paA  twenty-five  years 
he  has  been  In  general  agreement 
with  the  principles  as  enunciated  In 
the  party's  platform,  goes  on  to  say: 

"However.  I  think,  my  friend,  that 
the  so-called  Labor  Party  are  getting 
more  attention  than  is  their  due; 
they  are  not  the  "only  pebbles  on  the 
beach."  Some  of  you  fellows  ought 
to  be  ashamed  of  the  selfishness 
which  is  making  you  overlook  the 
heeds  of  others  who  suffer  quietly 
and  never  whine.  The  skilled  work- 
man and  many  of  the  unskilled 
laborers  are  like  millionaires  in  com- 
parison with  the  average  parson,  for 
Instance,  whose  salary  Is  at  leant 
30  to  40  per  cent  below  that  of  the 
city  street  sweeper.  There  are  also 
doctors  and  lawyers  who  are  not 
averaging  $800  per  year  because,  for- 
sooth, these  are  called  professional 
men,  the  manual  laborer  thinks 
them  capitalists  or  In  with  the  cap- 
italistic class,  and  they  neglect  them, 
sometimes  bait,  and  make  their  hard 
lot  even  harder. 

"Then  there  Is  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  tabor  organizations  to  'jump' 
on  every  man  who  does  not  sec  eye 
to  eye  with  them,  and  who  has  the 
courage  to  express  his  convictions. 
There  is  more  autocracy  among  you 
than  In  a  cabinet  that  governs  by 
'oroxTs-ln-rouncil.'  Psobably  the 
greatest  of  all  the  sins  of  labor  on 
tbe  North  American  continent  la  its 
attitude  towards  the  Church.  (This 
is  not  so  In  Oreat  Britain.)  There 
is  an  unreasonable  and  ■'cussed' 
prejudice  which  Is  of  no  advantage  to 
anybody,  and  can  never  make  a 
unified  commonwealth,  and  that  is 
surely  what  we  want — the  greatest 
good  to  the  whole  people. 

"I  am  afraid,  my  friend,  that  we 
need  a  new  emphasis  today  on 
'thrift.'  Labor  needs  to  turn  Its  at- 
tention to  the  vast  amount  of  money 
that  Is  being  absolutely  squandered 
on  silly  and  unnecessary  pleasures 
and  luxuries,  which  beget  unrest  and 
keep  us  from  the  attainment  of  jSore 
Ideal  conditions.  I  wish  labor  would 
pull  a  few  of  these  sticks  of  timber 
out  of  its  own  eyes."

AGAINST  GOVERNMENT 


Mr.  T.  A,  Barnard,  Candidate 
of  Federated  Labor  Party, 
Does  Not  Stint  Himself  in 
Accusations— Victory  Sure, 


Hurllns  charges  at  the  present 
Union  Government,  charges  which  he 
bolstered  hy  articles  from  papers  poli- 
tically inimical  to  the  federal  adminis- 
tration. Mr.  T.  A.  Barnard,  •candidate 
of  the  Federated  Labor  Party  In  the 
present  federal  by- election  contest, 
spoke  to  a  well  tilled  house  at  the 
Crystal  Theatre  last  nl«ht.  Probably 
350  persons  were  present,  but  there  was 
room  for  more,  and  the  arrangements 
made  for  an  overflow  meeting  were  not 
needed. 

Boas    Victory 

Mr.  R.  O.  Uuggan  occupied  the  chair. 
He  criticised  the  Government  for  Its 
failure  to  provide  adequately  for  th-j 
returned  soldier  and  dependents,  and 
declared  Victoria  was  to  be  congratu- 
lated upon  the  opportunity  afforded  her 
to  register  a  protest  against  the  ad- 
ministration, an  opportunity  which,  he 
knew,  every  other  ridlhff  In  the  Do- 
minion envied  this  city.  Only  by  a 
vote  for  Barnard  could  the  electors 
of  Victoria   register   tholr   pirotebt. 

"They  say  Mr.  Barnard  should  not 
represent  Victoria  because  he  is  a  rep- 
resentative of  New  Westminster.  The 
principles  Barnard  represents  are  big 
enough  for  Victoria,  for  Canada  and 
for  the  whole  world.  The  Federated 
Labor  Party  represents  what  all  labor 
organisation*  the  world  over  represent: 
it  Is  not  Victoria  alone.  It  stands  for 
a  new  social  order;  Dr.  Tolmle  stands 
for  the  old  capitalism,  for  the  principle 
of  wage-slavery,"  declared  Dr.  Curry, 
dentist,  an  Importation  from  Vancou- 
ver, where  he  is  one  of  the  Provincial 
executive  of  the  Federated  Labor 
Party.  Dr.  Curry  went.  Into  a  lengthy 
exposition  of  the  principles  of  the 
party  as  opposed  to  the  capitalistic 
system. 

He  waxed  enthusiastic  over  the  revo- 
lution in  Russia,  declaring  that  country 
Is  today  in  the  vanguard  of  liberty  and 
progress.  He  enunciated  the  theory 
that  the  reason  the  people  of  Russia 
could  overthrow  the  capitalistic  class 
was  because  90  per  cent  of  them  could 
not  read  and,  therefore,  they  were  not 
In  the  harrowing  position  of  Canadians 
who,  because  they  can  read,  are  'Im- 
bibing the  poison  disseminated  by  the 
capitalistic    propaganda." 

The  audience  accepted  the  statement' 
without  a  blink. 

"But  coming  down  to  earth"  Dr. 
Curry  remarked,  "our  party  needs  all 
the  funds  It  can  get  for  this  election. 
The  tide  of  social  evolution  is  with  us 
and  against  our  opponent.  Barnard 
represents  the  tide  sweeping  humanity 
to  the  next  social  change.  But  don't 
forget    the    funds." 

Beady    for    Martyrdom 

"They  talk  of  banishing  and  deport- 
ing some  of  you  labor  people,"  shouted 
the  speaker.  "I  suppose  Tolmle  stands 
for  that  act  they  passed.  I  suppose  if 
a  lot  of  you  people  do  not  suport  the 
Government  candidate  you  will  bo  de- 
ported. Let  them  do  It,"  was  his  ad- 
vlcV 

Dr.  Curry,  referring  to  the  newspa- 
per suggestion  that  Mr.  Barnard  fa- 
vored the  soviet  form  of  Government, 
expressed  tils  belief  that  It  was  a 
proper  system,  but  owing  f>  the  lies 
printed  by  the  press  the  people  of 
Canada  were  not  properly  apprised  of 
its  merits.  Under  It  Government  was 
carried  on  by  representatives  of  Indus- 
try, not  by  a  bunch  of  corporation 
lawyers,  horse  doctors  and  what  not, 
which  latter  classes  he  dubbed  the 
executive  of  the  capitalistic  class.  Be- 
cause the  middle  classes  in  Canada  are 
Ignorant  the  capitalists  were  led  to  be- 
lieve that  the  workers,  too.  are  In  like 
case.  Ho  asserted  Mr.  Barnard  wan 
about  to  score  the  greatest  victory 
ever  won  In  Canada,  and  he  professed 
to  be  able  to  see  through  the  clouds 
the  era  of  peace  to  be  established  un- 
der   the    Industrial    commonwealth. 

While  Dr.  Curry  "slammed"  the  press 
for  what  he  claimed  was  Its  unfair  at- 
titude towards  the  candidate  of  the 
Federated  Labor  Party.  Mr.  W.  B. 
Kills,  campaign  manager  for  Mr.  Bar- 
nard," in  making  an  appeal  for  work- 
ers and  for  funds,  took  occasion  to  re- 
mark that  the  press  of  the  city  "have 
to  date  been  very  fair  to  us.".  He 
stated  11.000  in  all  would  be  required 
for  the  contest,  and  as  the  Act  re- 
quired, a  statement  of  all  election  re- 
ceipts and  expenses  would  <be  pub- 
lished.

They  toll  me  !  am  a 
Bolshevik  and  an  O.B.U.  man.  1  don't 
know  what  Is  going  on  in  Russia  but 
I  do  know  what  is  happening  In  Can- 
ada.. Ab  for  the  O.B.U.  I  have  never 
attended  a  meeting  and  I  cunt  con- 
demn it  as  I  know  little  about  It.  1 
have  lived  In  British  Columbia  twelve 
yearn  and  my  record  matches  that  of 
anyone  else.  If  all  my  supporter*  are 
In  the  O.B.U.  then  all  1  can  say  Is 
that  over  60  per  cent  of  the  people  of 
Victoria  favor  that  organisation  and 
its    principles." 

He  claimed  the  supoprt  of  the  Metal 
Trades  Council  here  and  tho  G.W.V.A. 
In  Calgary.  HS  read  a  letter  from 
the  G.W.V.A.  in  New  Westminster  re- 
gretting his  resignation  as  president  of 
that  body,  and  expressing  appreciation 
of  his  work,  and  asserted,  "If  I  am  a 
BolHhevic  then  It  is  fair  to  assume 
those  organizations  are  tainted  with  the 
same." 

On  the  point  of  being  an  outsider 
Mr.  Barnard  declared  he  was  in  tho 
Victoria  contest  In  the  same  spirit  that 
he  went  to  France,  to  light  for  Canada, 
"to  protect  the  grand  old  flag  which 
should  stand  for  freedom,  but  which, 
twisted  around  the  bodies  of  the  proh- 
teers,  has  been  dragged  in  the  mire.

1  don't  want 
to  tell  these  things  but  I  know  about 
them;  I.  was  over  there  where  we  had 
to  use  them.  If  they  want  to  deport 
me  for  telling  of  their  crooked  work 
let  them  do  it.  I  would  be  glad  to  go 
back  to  England  where  a  real  democ- 
racy exists.  They  are  deporting  Rus- 
sians from  Canada.  I  won't  say 
whether  they  are  right  or  wrong  In 
that,  but  I  will  say  it  Is  wrong  to  de- 
port them  back  to  Admiral  Koltchak's 
gang  where  they  are  being  murdered. 
Under  the  guise  of  patriotism  our  flag 
has  been  reviled  and  today  we  nave  ?n 
Canada  the  most  ruthless,  unserupu.ous 
gang  of  ruffians  protected  by  the 
Government,  the  rottenest  gang  that 
ever  lived.  There's. no  use  Sam  (Gen- 
eral Hughes)  shooting  off  his  mouth 
about  the  Rbss  rifie.  He  wan  never  In 
the  trenches.  I  was.  Hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  was  wasted  In 
useless  equipment  like  the  Oliver  equip- 
ment. Paper  boots  for  the  soldiers 
were  made  by  the  Ames'  gang,  the  same 
Ames  who  found  a  place  In  the  Unloo 
Government,  and  yet  they  talk  to  us 
about  patriotism  and  say  we  are  hid- 
ing* the   Issue." 

Mr.  Barnard  accused  the  Government 
of  so  drafting  the  Elections  Act  that 
Right  Hon.  Arthur  Henderson  could  not 
come  to  Victoria  to  speak  for  his  can- 
didature. ' 

"Perhaps  Tolmle  drafted  that  Act  or 
at  leant  his  gang  did," '(suggested  Mr. 
Barnard  amid  laughter.  "They  hint 
that  Lentne  and  Trotsky  are  contribut- 
ing to  my  campaign  funds.  Well,  If 
that  is  so.  It  might  be  a  good  thing  to 
get  them  here,  for  then  they  could  glvu 
the  soldiers  that  $2,000  bonus.  A  gen- 
eration of  millionaires  has  been  made 
out  of  profiteers  In  this  country  since 
the  war  began  and  all  the  Government 
has  done  Is  to  appoint  a  commission. 
If  you  Want  the  same  old  gang  then 
vote  for  Tolmle.  What  is  he  doing  to 
bring  down  the  cost  of  living?  All  I 
can  hear  Is  that  he  wrote  to  some 
woman's  organisation  here  to  th?  effect 
that  the  cost  of  living  will  not  decline 
for  two  years.  He  meant  that  the  Gov- 
ernment would  be  (appealing  to  the 
country  In  two  years." 

Mr.  Barnard  stated  he  waa  not  sorry 
that  in  1917  he  had  stumped  the  coun- 
try for  the  Union  Government  op  Mo 
platform  of  conscription  of  men  and 
Wealth,  but  that  same  Government  had 
miserably  failed  to  live  up  to  Its  prom- 
ises, and  now  'he  Is  trying  his  best  to 
throw  It  out.  He  quoted  editorial  at- 
tacks from  The  Vancouver  Sun,  state- 
ments of  Mr.  J.  A.  Cunningham,  ex- 
presldent  of  the  B,  C.  brand  of  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association; 
Mr.  H.  W.  Woods,  president  of  the 
Canadian  Council  of  Agriculture,  and 
The  Veteran,  the  soldier  organ  pub- 
lished in  Ottawa,  to  support  his  charge 
that  Canada  has  been  governed  by  the 
"worst  gang  of  blood-suckers  ever  1st 
loose."

BARRETT  ROCK  TOWER 
IS  NOW  COMPLETED 


New  Light  and  Fog  Alarm 
Structure  at  Entrance  to 
Prince  Rupert  Harbor  Ready 
for  Equipment,

The  photograph  shows  the  com- 
bined lighthouse  and  fog  alarm  sta- 
tion recently  completed  on  Barrett 
Rock  at  the  entrance  to  Prince  Ru- 
pert Harbor.  The  work  was  done 
by  Mr.  B.  H.  Shockley.  of  Prince 
Rupert.  The  rock  on  which  the  new 
navigation  aid  was  built  dried  only 
four  or  five  times  during  the  summer, 
making  the  work  very  difficult.  The 
concrete  tower  is  40  feet  high,  and 
will  carry  on  Its  summit  an  Aga  light, 
occulting,  similar  to  the  one  at  the 
end  of  the  breakwater  here.  The 
light  will  have  a  supply  of  gag  for 
six  or  eight  months. 

The  fog  alarm,  a  dlaphone,  will 
be  of  the  remote  control  type.  The 
lfghtkeeper  will  reside  on  shore  about 
half  a  mile  away  from  Barrett  Rock 
In  a  wooden  dwelling  house  recently 
completed.  In  the  basement  of  this 
structure  there  will  be  installed  in 
duplicate  gasoline  engines  driving 
electric  generators.  The-  whole  fog 
slarm  equipment  la  duplicated  In  case 
one-half  breaks  down.  Two  cables 
will  lead  out  to  the  new  tower  on 
the  rock,  and  the  electricity  carried 
through  them  will  operate  air  com- 
pressors which  will  supply  the  air 
for  the  dlaphone.  The  timing  de- 
vice will  be  automatic,  the  signal 
being  set  to  any  characteristic  chosen 
for   that   station. 

As  there  is  a  strong  tide  and  crooked 
channel  at  the  point  where  Barrett 
Rock  is  situated,  the  new  navigation 
aid  will  be  found  most  valuable.  It 
replaces  a  gas  beacon  and  bell  buoy. 
As  the  light  and  fog  alarm  equip- 
ment have  not. yet  been  put  In  place 
the  old  beacon  Is  still  in  place  nearby. 

Barrett  Rock  Is  about  12x25  at 
extreme  law  water,  and  there  is  a 
rise  of  tide  there  of  nearly  twenty- 
five  feet.

FISH  AND  GAME  IN 
DOLLARS  AND  CENTS 

(From  The  American  Game  Pro- 
.    tectlvc   Aasootatlon'H  Bulletin) 


,'  Pish-  and  game  are  a  financial  asset 
to  any  state  and  should  be  classed  as 
such.  .To  'anyone  attending  the  aver- 
age state  legislature  and  witnessing 
the  fight  necessary  to  secure  a  meager 
appropriation  in  their  behalf.  It  would 
appear  evident  that  the  wild,  life  of 
the  state  in  question  was  a  heavy  lia- 
bility and  that  the  taxpayers  were  be- 
ing Imposed  upon  when  aaked  to  con- 
tribute for  Its  protection.  Conserva- 
tion muet  be  conducted  on  a  .business 
basis,  and  where  this  la  done  the  fig- 
ures very  quickly  prove  that  It  pays  a 
handsome  profit  for'  the  money  In- 
vested. 

While  some  states  are  so  short- 
sighted that  they  even  refuse  to  ex- 
pend all  of  the  hunters'  licence  money 
for  conservation,  other  states  have 
awakened  to  what  the  wild  life  Is  ac- 
tually worth  and  are  spending  twice 
the  amount  of  -  the  licence  fund  or 
more  in  the  interest  of  the  fish  and 
game.  In  New  York  state  something 
over  $260,900  was  taken  in  for  hunt- 
ing licences  for  the  year  ending  June 
10,  1910,  but  the  state  appropriated 
$1,000,000  for  the  work  of  the  Con- 
servation Commission.  Think  of  It-r- 
one million  dollars  a  year  for  conser- 
vation. It  seems  Impossible  that  a 
profit  could  be  shown  pn  such  an  In- 
vestment, still  In .  looking  up  data  In 
this  connection,  we  find  that  the  farm- 
ers' '  boys  and  trappers  alone  realise 
$1,000,000  on  the  skunk  skins  taken 
In  this  state.  The  •'greatest  benefit 
come*,  of  course.  In  wholesome, 
health-giving-  exercise,  In  recreation 
and  pleasure,  which  cannot  be  figured 
In  term*  of  dollar*  and  cent*.  Not 
taking  this  Into  consideration,  should 
we  be  able  to  figure  the  actual  meat 
value  of  the  fish  and  game  taken  dur- 
ing the.  year;  the  amount  received  by 
the  citizens  of  New  York  state  would 
be  beyond  belief.  For  Instance,  16,000 
deer  were  killed  last  year — figure  this 
one  Item  up  for  yourselves  and  note 
the  result.  •' 

From  time  to.  time,  we  I  learn  where 
this  or  that  state  re -appropriated  a 
part  of  the  hunters'  licence  money  for 
purposes  entirely  foreign  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  sportsmen.  We  are  told 
that  a  fight  was  made  In  a  certain 
state  against  the  appropriation,  which 
resulted  In  the  fish  and  game  depart- 
ment securing  only  about  half  the 
amount  that  was. paid  in  for  hunting 
licences.  '  Again  we  learn  that  there 
is  a  movement  on  foot  'to  abolish  the 
entire  department  In  some  other  state, 
or  to  do  away  with  the  game  wardens 
and  leave  the  enforcing  of  the  law  to 
the  sheriffs  and  constables.  And  per- 
haps worse  than  any  of  the  above  is 
the  state  where  -  the  department  Is 
simply  used  as  part  of  the  spoils  of  a 
political  victory  and  the  appointments 
are  handed  out  with  no  thought  as  to 
the  capability  of  the  i  recipient  and 
where  no  effort  Is  made  to  enforce  the 
law  unless  some  Individual  is  marked 
for  slaughter. 

Meanwhile,  where  such  conditions 
exist,  the  game  and  fish  are  being 
sacrificed  and  the  sportsman  is  the 
loser.  Organisation  is  necessary  to 
overcome  these  conditions.  The 
sportsmen  must  make  themselves,  f elt, 
in  order  to  remedy  matters.  It  la  a 
much  simpler  matter  to  protect  and 
care  for  a  sufficient  breeding  stock 
than  it  is  to  build  up  a  species  that 
has  been  shot  too  close.  How  many 
timee  has  any  species  of  game  been 
successfully  restocked  In  .a  country 
where  It  had  been  previously  com- 
pletely wiped  outT

'"I  do  not  see  any  possibility  of  an 
early  reduction  in  the  price  of  wool- 
ens and  silks,"  said  Mr.  A-  Bale 
Davles,  manager  of  Gordon  Drysdale, 
Ltd.,  who  returned  a  few  days  ago 
from  an  extensive  business  trip  to 
New  Tork  and  London.  "The  most 
optimistic  people  I  met  while  away 
do  not  predict  any  such  lowering  of 
prices  In  these  commodities  as  Is 
.sometimes  suggested.  Wool  seems  to 
be  plentiful  enough,  but  there  Is  a 
hick  of  .  machinery '  for  weaving,  etc.. 
owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the  ma- 
chinery that  was  used  for  the  making 
of  ammunition  has  not  yet  been  re- 
verted to  Its  original  use.  Other  con- 
ditions also  have  a  bearing  on  the 
situation,  such  as  the  demand  for 
shorter  hours  and  still  higher  wages, 
and  I  am  afraid  it  will  be  some  time 
yet  before  production  will  be  suffi- 
ciently intensive,  and  conditions  suf- 
ficiently normal,  to  warrant  lower 
prices.  „ 

"England,  during  my  stay  there, 
was  a  country  of  unrest  and  strikes, 
attributed  by  some  to  the  high  cost 
of  living,  but  believed  by  others  to 
be  engineered  by  extremists  among 
the  labor  leaders.  The  level-headed 
labor  leaders  realise  and  advise  that 
the  present  Is  not  the  time  for  strikes. 
They  advocate  greater  production  as 
the  best  means  of  reducing  the  high 
cost  of  living,  which  has  Increased  on 
pre-war  times  30©  per  cent  to  400 
per  cent.  Wages  have  Increased  cor- 
respondingly; for  Instance,  carpen- 
ters now  get  sixteen  shillings  a  day 
of  eight  hours,  as  against  the  old  rate 
of  four  to  five  shillings  for  a  nine  or 
ten  hour  day. 

Sugar  and   Butter  Rations 

"Rationing  still  exist*  on  some 
commodities.  Two  .ounces  per  head 
per  week  of  butter  la  allowed,  and 
three-quarters  of  a  pound  of  sugar 
per  week.  In  some  of  the  leading 
London  hotels  and  restaurants  thiee 
or  four  days  a  week  can  be  seen  no- 
tices advising  "No  butter  served  to- 
day, margarine  substituted."  From 
November  1,  milk  Is  to  be  one  ahllMng 
a  quart.  Title  price  Is  axed  by  the 
Food   Controller. 

"The  people  of  Kn gland  s**m  to 
have  had  the  holiday' spirit,  and  pre 
traveling  extensively.  All  trains  are 
overcrowded,  even  to  the  standing 
room  in  corridors.  There  see  me  to  be 
a  great  congestion  of  freight;  owing 
to  the  lack  of  the  usual  good  pre-war 
txaaeportaUon.    f  flit?  rat  "  Jose  '  «f 


bacon/  chiefly  Imported  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, and '  cured  for  quick  con- 
sumption, is  being  stored  at  the 
wharves  and  kept  there  too  long 
hence  the  report  of  It  being  sold  to 
soap  makers. 

"The  rush  for  Atlantic  ships  Is  ter- 
rible. When  I  arrived  at  Liverpool 
In  July,  all  shipping  companies  had 
booked  up  all  available  apace  till  No- 
vember, and  when  I  left  on  Septem- 
ber 17,  one  company  had  1F..0OO  on 
their  waiting  list.  I  was  very  fortu- 
nate in  being,  able  to  secure  accom- 
modation for  Mrs.  Davles,  mvself  and 
niece.  I  only  obtained  this  because 
someone  else  had  cancelled  their 
reservations.  Some  of  my  business 
friends  from  Montreal  and  Toronto, 
who  traveled  over  on  the  same  boat 
as  myself,  and  who  were  anxious  to 
get  back  hear  the  time  they  in- 
tended, returned  steerage  and  others 
on  freighters,  being  the  only  accom- 
modation available. 

"Canada,  and  especially  British 
Columbia,  appeals  to  most  Intending 
emigrant*,  having  been  so  well  ad- 
vertised by  the  splendid  record  of  our 
Canadian  soldiers,  of  whom  one  hears 
nothing  but  praise  of  the  very  high- 
est order  all  over  the  country." 

DENESS^TEMENT 

OF  LEADER  DEWART 

TORONTO.  Oct.  11— Reverting  to 
the  charge  recently  made  by"  H.  fc 
Dewart,  Liberal  leader  in  Ontario! 
that  large  quantities  of  liquor  were 
furnished  to  the  Jews  during  their 
Feast  of  Tabernacles,  In  some  cases 
several  bottles  to  each  family.  J.  D. 
Flavelle,  chairman  of  the  Ontario 
Board  of  License  Commissioners, 
made  a  further  statement  today.  He 
said: 

"The  understanding  when  the  Jews' 


request  was  assented  to,**  declared  Mr. 
Flavelle,  "wag  that  the  quantity  sup- 
plied should  be  one  bottle  to  every 
Jewish  family  vouched  for  by  ^he 
rabbi,  and  approved  by  Mr.  Stone, 
the  special  dispensing  agent.  •  Bach 
'bottle  contained  20  ounces,  20  ounces 
making  a  pint.  We  have  been  as- 
sured by  the  dispensaries  that  only 
the  regular  quantity  was  given,  and 
If  the  quantities  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Dewart  were  obtained  they  were  Ir- 
regularly obtained." 

CAUFORNlANS  REJECT 
ONE  BIG  UNION  IDEA 

BAKBRSFIELD.  Cal..  Oct  11.— 
The  question  of  the  "One  Big  Union" 
came  before  the  California  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  convention  here  this 
afternoon  with  a  recommendation 
from  the  resolutions  committee  that 
It  be  not  adopted. 

The  resolution  precipitated  a  red- 
hot  debate  between  the  delegates, 
many  of  whom  took  the  floor.     The 


committee's  recommendation  was  sus- 
tained. 

All  anti-Oriental  and  Immigration 
rcsoluUons  were  passed  without  argu- 
ment. The  vote  waa  unanimous.  The 
Plumb  plan  was  endorsed.

8pecimcns  Prosa  Prince  John  Claim 
Wror  Ktrwert  Cause  . 


Recent  Developments  or. 
Quartz  Ledge*  Discovered 
Many  Years  Ago— Promise 
Great  Things  for  District. 


For  years  K.  E.  Annul rong  and 
other  Cariboo  prospectors  have  heen 
searching  for  the  motherlode  which 
fad  the  placers  of  that  district,  from 
which  many  million*  In  sold  ware 
taken  nearly  fifty  years  ago.  In  the 
last  year  or  so  the  quest  resulted  In 
discoveries  of  importance,  two  quarts 
ledges  beta*;  uncovered  and  traced  tor 
a  distance  of  nearly  2*  mttea,  the 
strike  Mine  northwest  by  southeast. 
Mr.  Armstrong  and  his  associates,  K. 
J.  Treglllus.  J.  H.  Blair  and  Pat 
Carey,  prospected  these  ledges,  which 
are  respectively  IT  feat  and  4  2  feet  In 
width.  Assays  ran  from  917.5*  to 
818.9*.  while  as  high  as  $S«e  to  the 
tan  has  been  obtained.  Par  a  depth 
of  10  to  SO  feat  the  ted**  matter  is 
much  decomposed  and  the  gold  Is  free. 
By  grinding  s  piece  of  rock  in  a  mor- 
tar knd  panning  tbs  powder  tine  gold 
is  readily  recovered  In  the  decomposed 
material.  Below  that  depth  the  ore 
turns  bsse  and  will  hsve  to  be  either 
concentrated  and  smelted  or  cyanided. 
No  great  depth  hat' been  achieved  on 
the  ledge,  about  SO  feet  in  one  shaft 
being,  the  greatest,  but  it  will  be  pros- 
pected at  depth  and  crosscut  and  tun- 
nelled during  the  coming  months  on  a 
large  scale.  Recently  a  deal  was  con- 
cluded by  which*  eight  claims  "were" 
turned  over  for  $260,000,  the  purchas- 
ers being  Robert  A  Bryce,  M.E.,  of 
Toronto,  Ont.,  and  associates,  the 
former  now  being  in  the  district  with 
A.  W.  Newberry  making  preparations 
to  commence  work.  Mr.  Bryce  al- 
ready has  located  water  and  mill  sites 
and  a  stamp  mill  will  be  Installed 
next  Spring  for  treating  the  fre'e- 
in II ling  ore.  In  addition  to  the  claims 
involved,  probably  20  others  have 
been  staked  along  the  rone 


Soma  exfrhoroWry  specimens  of 
copper  ore  were  brought  "  from  the 
Prince  John  this  weak  by  Mr.  James 
m.  Neabltt.  who  owns  this  property 
with  Andy  Archie,  says  The  Portland 
Csnat  News.  The  ore  la  so  deeply 
colored  It  resembles  gsms.  It  Is  from 
a  strike  made  early  in  the  week,  when 
Nesbltt  and  Archie  broke  back  into 
the  vein.  The  property  Is  situated' 
about  four  utiles  above  Stewart,  on 
the  west  aide  of  the  Best-  River.  De- 
velopment is  well  advanced  and  the 
owners  have  also  erected  good  build- 
ings. The  property  Is  under  bond  to 
Vancouver    Interests.

Recently  Organized  North 
Coast  Branch  of  Canadian 

'Mining  Institute  Hold  Ses- 
sions aftlortbern  Centre, 


.  A  successful  moating  of  the  North 
Coast  branch  of  the  Canadian  Mining 
Institute?  was  held  at  Stewart  an  Mon- 
day, says  The  Vancouver  province, 
there  being  a  general  discussion  in  the 
evening  at  a  banquet  in  the  King  Kd- 
ward  Hotel.  The  branch  was  organ-, 
ised  recently  in  Anyox  with  Major 
Angus  Davis,  general  manager  of  the 
Dolly  Varden  mine,  as  chairman,  and 
K.  J.  Conway,  field  engineer  for  the 
Oranby  Consolidated  as  vice-chair- 
man. Roy  Clothier,  of  Stewart,  acted 
as  provincial  secretary.  A  number  of 
local  mining  men  made  application 
for  membership. 

The  principal  address  at  both  ses- 
sions was  delivered  by  ]•:.  10.  Camp- 
bell, mine  manager  at  Anyox  for  the 
tiranby.  He  pointed  out  the  reawak- 
ened -Interest  in  the  Portland  Canal 
district,  and  he  looked  for  this  to  be 
an  exceptional  camp.  While  It  was 
not  generally  known,  he  said,  the 
Oranby  Hidden  Creek  mine  was  the 
biggest  copper  mine  In  the  British 
Kmplre.  The  Dolly  Varden  at  Alice 
Arm  wus  a  line  property  in  a  splendid 
section,  and  he  looked  for  big  things 
here.  In  fact,  In  regard  to  this  dis- 
trict Mr.  Campbell  said  during  his 
address  In  the  evening:  "I  am  not 
fjnn  to  making  prophecies,  but  I 
prophesy  that  Stewart  will  become  the 
chief  mining  centre  hi  northern  Brlt- 
Celurabia.  I  travelled  all  over 
northwest  from  Washington  to 
ika  when   T   was   in   the   field   for 

jnby  and  I  never  saw  a  district 
that  has  the  potential  possibilities 
that    this    has." 

Alms  and  Objects 
ir.  Campbell  at  both  sessions  ex- 
plained the  alms  and  objects  of  the 
Institute.  In  connection  with  the 
}k  It  was  doing  for  the  good  of  the 
ntlsing  industry  he  pointed  out  that 
one  subject  which  was  being  under- 
taker was  the  removal  of,  or  at  least 
the  lowering  of,  the  tariff  on  mining 
machinery  which  was  one  of  the 
obstacles  to  development  especially  In 
the  initial  stages  which  Is  the  time 
when  mining  property  needs  every  en- 
couragement. M  ilng,  he  said,  was 
the  stabiliser  «>  the  country,  and  it 
was  the  mining  .ndustr  which  would 
help  Canada  p»v  ■♦.«  tremendous  war 
debt. 

Boy  Clothier  spoke  briefly  on  the 
development  which  has  taken  place 
hare  since  the  days  of  the  boom.  Mr. 
Conway  pointed  out  the  value  of  the 
institute  to  the  industry.  Pat  Daly 
was  In  a  reminiscent  mood  and  re- 
viewed the  history  of  the  great  Pre- 
mier mine,  his  endeavors  to  interest 
Homebody   In   it  and  his  final  success 

fringing  R.  K.  Netll  Into  the  coun- 
whlch.  started  the  present  activ- 
He  said  that  he  had  mined  in 
tlcally  all  the  chief  mining  sec- 
tions of  the  province,  and  in  his  judg- 
ment there  was  more  ors  here  than 
lirdlny  other  section. 

jftr.  P.  8.  Jack,  mining  recorder,  al- 
luded to  the  gathering  as  the  most 
important  ever  held  in  Btewart,  and 
referred  to  the  debt  the  country  owes 
to  the  pioneers  who  stayed  with  this 
district. 

Br.  M.  W.  Brunsr  said  ths  Instl- 
tuts  should  receive  every  encourage- 
ment, for.it  was  only  by  organisation 
ths  Industry  would  make  the  ad- 
Mnent  It  should  make.  Mr.  Wll- 
Nbble  urged  that  the  spirit  of 
iverance  should  not  diminish. 
[\t  was  patience,  perseverance, 
above  all,  endurance,  which 
|ld  advance  this  mining  district. 


Year's  ttrsnby 

A  i  the  annual  meeting  last  week  In 
Nei  York  of  the  Oranby  Consoli- 
dated Mining  A  Smelting  Company,  it 
was  announced  that  gross  profits  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  St  were 
$7$5. 848.  Dividends  were  paid  out 
of  surplus. 


Mr.  William  Brewer,  provincial 
district  mining  engineer,  has  prepared 
a  report  for  Hen.  William  Sloan, 
Minister  of  Mines,  on  the  recently 
discovered  deposits  of  limonite  iron 
ore  on  the  Whitewater  River,  in  the 
lillooet  district,  not  far  from  the 
line  of  the  P.G.E.  Railway,  an- 
nouncement of  which  dlBflovery  was 
recently   made  in   the   press. 

Mr.  Brewer's  report  was  of  such  a 
favorable  nature  that  the  Minister  of 
Mines  secured  through  Hon.  Martin 
Burrell.  Federal  Minister  of  Mines, 
the  services  of  Mr.  W'J.  Schofteld. 
senior  geologist  of  the  Dominidn  Geo- 
logical Survey  branch,  to  make  a  still 
further  investigation,  Mr.  I  Schofleld 
and  party  have  left  for  the  spot  to 
prosecute   his   investigation. 

Mr.  Brewer's  report  sets  forth  that 
the  area  covered  by  the  various  ex- 
posed deposits  is  roughly  four  hun- 
dred acres,  but  the  area  may  be 
larger,  as  there  are  indications  of  ore 
deposits  In  the  immediate  vicinity.  Ho 
points  out  that  his  estimates  of  ore 
quantities  are  only  approximate,  and 
he  figures  them  at  7,200.000  tons  in 
actual  ore  carrying  above ',  forty  per 
cent,  metallic  iron;  r.o.ooo.ooo  tons  of 
probable  ore  carrying  above  forty  per 
cent,  metallic  iron;  05,000,000  tons  of 
possible  ore  carrying  forty  per  cent, 
of  metallic  -  Iron.  He  gave  no  con- 
sideration to  samples  of  partly  min- 
eralized rock  assaying  20.2  and  16.4 
per  cent.  Iron. 

Mr.  Brewer  reports  that  assays  of- 
the  samples  show  that  the  material 
classed  j  as  ore  contains  from  '  forty- 
one  to  fifty  per  cent,  metallic  iron; 
that  four  but  of  nine  samples  con* 
talned  only  a  race  'of  phosphorus, 
one  sample  0.04  per  cent.,  and  the  re- 
:t mining-  four  0.28  per  cent..  0.21  per 
•■rnt.,  0.85  '  per  cent.,  and  0.52  per 
cent;  respectively.  These  results 
place  five  or  the  samples  within  the 
Bessemer  limit  and  the  remaining 
four  above  that  limit,  but  not  In  ex- 
cess for' the  basic  or  open  hearth  pro- 
cess of  making  steel.  The  report 
states  that  the  ore  can.  be  used  either 
in  a  blast  furnace  as  the  entire  charge 
of  iron  orS,  or  will  make  n  most  de- 
sirable mixture  for  combination  with 
the  magnetite  ore  of  the  province. 

MINING  MOTES 


From    All    Parts    of    Province    Come 

Reports  of  Increased   Activity 

on  Promising  Properties 

Recent  statements  by  Mr.  8.  O. 
Blaylock.  general  manager  of  the 
Consolidated  Mining  &  Smelting 
Company  of  Canada,  make  it  certain 
that  the  company  will  build  a  con- 
centrator at  Rossland  with  a  capacity 
of  1,500  tons  per  day  and  costing 
about  8760,000,  for  the  purpose  <  of 
treating  the  milling  ores  of  the  com- 
pany's   Rossland    properties. 

Recently  Mr.  Blaylock  conferred 
with  the  Rossland  municipal  authori- 
ties In  regard  to  securing  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  water,  and  it  was  ar- 
ranged that  the  necessary  steps  would 
be  taken  at  once  to  compile  data  of 
cost  of  such  alterations  to  the  water 
works  system  as  would  permit  the 
Impounding  In  the  present  reservoir 
of  70.000,000  gallons  of  water.  This 
would  require  the  construction  of  a 
dam  and  flume.  To  facilitate  this 
work  the  company  has  offered  the 
city  the  services  of  its  engineering 
stsff. 


Mr.  Blaylock  has  stated  that  in  the 
event  of  the  city  having  to  make  an 
issue  of  debentures  to  provide  for  the 
additional  outlays,  the  company  is 
prepared  to  assist,  but  he  stipulated 
that  the  company's  plant  shall  not  be 
subject  to  ordinary  city  taxation. 

Reports  are  to  the  effect  that  the 
Consolidated  Company  Is  contem- 
plating the  Installation  of  a  targe 
concentrator  at  Kimberley  to  treat 
the  ores  of  the  Sullivan  Mines,  and 
Is  considering  the  erection  of  'a 
smaller  plant  at  the  Sun  loch  Copper 
Mine,  situated  on  the  West  Coast  of 
Vancouver  Island,  this  last  to  have 
a  capacity  of  600   tons. 

The  Consolidated  Company  has 
abandoned  the  Fltasimmona  group  of 
copper  claims  at  Alta  Lake,  on  the 
P.Q.E.  Railway,  on  which  It  took  a 
bond  for  8200,000  last  Fall.  A  camp 
wss  established  and  Work  started,  but 
was  later  suspended  for  the  Winter. 
There  was  a  question  of  reducing  the 
purchase  price  last  Spring,  but  no 
amicable  arrangement-  could  'be'  ar- 
rived at  and  the  company  withdrew. 

The  Silversmith  Mine,  formerly 
known  ss  the  Slocan  Star,  a  property 
over  which  there  has  been  consider- 
able costly  litigation,  was  the  subject 
of  a  recent  transaction  whereby  Mr. 
J.  M.  Harris,  of  8andon,  gave  an  op- 
tion to  Mr.  B.  Cohen,  of  Spokane,  on 
250,000  shares  of  common  stock  for 
$80,000,  retaining  hi*  preferred  stock.

This  is  twenty  cents  per  share,  mak- 
ing, on  that  basis,  the  total  valuation 
of  the  property  about  one  million.  It 
is  suggested  that  Mr.  John  White,  of 
Spokane,  Is  behind  the  purchase,  and 
that  the  stock  will  be  listed  in  New 
Turk.  

Shipments  from  the  Cork-Province 
'Mine,  near  AinsWorth.  have  been  sus- 
pended pending  the  arrival  of  needed 
equipment.  In  the  meantime  con- 
siderable ore  has  been  accumulating, 
there  being  several  curloads  of  con- 
centrates and  a'  carload  of  ore  on 
hand.  The  report  of  engineers  rec- 
ommends the  expenditure  of  $100,000 
on  the  development  of  the  property.

LABOR  TROUBLES  CLOSE 

IMPORTANT  B.C.  MINES 

Hedley  and  Sullivan  Are  Shut  Down 

Consequent      Upon       Employees' 

Demands— Chief  Producers 


STRIKE  AT  RIOflDEt 

Silver-Lead  Ore  Discovered  on  Prop* 
crty   Which   Was  Much- 
Staked 


Two  of  the  most  important  mining 
properties  of  B.C.  have  been  closed 
down  because  of  labor  troubles.  The 
Hedley  mine  has  been  the  greatest 
producer  of  gold  In  British  Columbia 
until  the  Surf  Inlet  mines  began  op- 
erating on  a  considerable  scale  two 
years  ago-  The  production  has  aver-  , 
aged  around  8700,000  a  year.  The 
ore  Is  arsenopyrlte  and  the  Tacoma 
smelter,  which  has  been  treating  the 
concentrates,  has  been  paying  ss  well 
for  the  arsenic  content  during  the 
past  two  yesrs.  Ore  valued  at  be- 
tween 84,000,000  and  85,000,000  is 
in    reserve. 

With  the  fall  in  the  purchasing 
power  of  gold  and  the  Increased  cost 
of  production  of  late  the  company's 
profits  have  been  seriously  affected. 
On  top  of  this  came  a  demand  for  an  ( 
Increase  of  wages  from  the  miners, 
and  fifty  cents  a  day  was  granted. 
A  like  amount  again  uas  been  de- 
manded, and  the  directors  have  de- 
cided that  as  this  would  mesn  operat- 
ing at  a  loss,  to  close  the  mine  and 
mill.  As  a  result  a  force  of  about 
100  miners  will  be  thrown  out  of 
employment,  a  small  force  only  being 
retained  on  development. 

The  Sullivan  mine  Is  the  chief 
source  of  sine  ore  for  the  Trail  smel- 
ter, the  production  of  which  Is  be- 
tween 18,000  and  20.000  tons  of  sine 
per  annum.  It  hi  observed  that  the 
strike  of  the  miners  and  the  eon- 
sequent  practical  closing  down  of  the 
mine  Is  likely  to  interfere  with  the 
company's  taking  advantage  of  its 
agreement  with  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment .  which  Is  s  pert  of  the  war 
supply  contract,  and  under  the  terms 
of  which  the  smelter  received  a  mini- 
mum price  of  eight  cents  ner  pound 
'or  Its  xtnc 


A  new  strike  of  silver-lead-alnc  ore 
has  been  made  close  to  the  old  Blue 
Bell  mine,  Rlondel.  The  vein  is  of 
fissure  variety,  cutting  across  the 
country  formation  of  bedded  schists 
and  granite  intrusions  and  has  been 
traced  for  three-quarters  of  a  mile. 
The  ground  has  been  staked  and  re* 
staked  In  the  past  because  of  Its 
proximity  to  the  old  metalliferous 
mine  in  the  Province,  but  has  never 
before  been  developed  to  .  any  ex- 
tent. It  is  the  Intention  of  the  dis- 
coverers, R.  D.  Hearn  and  D.  L. 
Eastman,  to  continue  their  open  cut 
for  a  short  distance,  which  has  gone 
through  eight  feet  of  ore  and  still 
Is  In  it. '  after  which  work  will  be 
continued  oh  a  tunnel  nearby  with 
the  aid  of  a  gasoline* power  dulling 
outfit.

CARIBOO  PLACE*  OUTPUT 

Placer  gold  production  In  the  Cari- 
boo   district    this    season    has    been 

considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  last, 
grid  with  development  promised  on 
Proserpine  quarts  claims,  which  re- 
cently were  acquired'  by  eastern  Can- 
adian interests,  considerable  mining 
activity  la  assured  next  year.  With 
reference  to  the  quarts '  properties,  R. 
A.  Bryce,  who  is  In  charge '  of  the 
work  of  opening  them  up,  states  that 
about  forty  men-  will  '  be  employee 
during  the  winter. 


Word  also  comes  from  Stanley  that 
what  is  described  as  an  Important 
gold  strike  made  by  the  Lightning 
Creek  Hydraulic,  Limited,  where  they 
are'  operating  above  tne  mouth  of 
Amador  Creek.  The  discovery  was 
made  by  sinking  a  shaft  about  five 
hundred  feet  ahead  of  the  face.  Here 
'they  struck  a  channel  apparently 
overlooked  by  the  oM  timers.  Man- 
ager L.  A.  Bonner  states  that  the 
gold  is  heavy  load  gold  and  typical 
of  the  .channel  gold  of  this  section. 
Although  the  season  is  well  on,  he 
expects  to  make  a  substantial  re- 
covery before  operations  cease.

The  strike  of  metalliferous  fflinert 
employed  In  the  Sullivan  and  North 
Star  mines  is  still  continuing.  The 
men  demanded  an  increase  of  $1  per 
diem  in  their  wages,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Consolidated  Mining  * 
Smelting  Co.,  the  conlpany  chiefly 
concerned,  has  refused  to  negotiate 
the  Issue  until  the  men  repudiate  the 
One  Big  Union.  The  committee  rep- 
resenting the  strikers  has  said  that 
the  men  are  out  as  a  body  of  em- 
ployees having  no  affiliations  with 
any  established  miners'  organisations. 
Thto,  however,  they  were  nnable  to 
put  In'  writing,  and  Judging  by  the 
attitude  of  Mr.  8.  O.  Blaylock,  the 
company's  manager,  the  tatter  is  pre- 
paring for  a  long  drawn  out  fight 

That  the  O.B.U.  to  behind  the  walk- 
out appears  to  be  confirmed  by  a

In  Star  Land 


6M  Mother  Hubbard  a  King's  Daughter 
St.   Elizabeth  of  Hungary  Is  supposed     to  have 
^en  the  original  oj  "Old  Mother    Hubbard,"    She 


Last  time  we  told  about  the  giant  pla.net  Uranus, 
the  most  remote  but  one  in  the  whole  solar  sys- 
tem. We  then  promised  our  young  readers  that 
we  would  tell  them  the  wonderful  story,  as  Sir 
Robert  Ball  told  it,  of  the  discovery  of  Uranus  by 
Herschel  in  I774-* 

It  was  in  the  year  1774  that  Herschel  first  had 
a  view  of  the  heavens  through  the  telescope  he 
had  himself  constructed.  During  the  early  part  of 
his  career  he  does  not  seem  to  have  made  any  im- 
portant discoveries.  He  was  gradually  preparing 
himself  for  the  great  achievement  by  which  his 
r.ame    became    famous. 

It  was  on  the  13th  of  March,  1781,  that  the  or- 
ganist of  the  Octagon  Chapel  at  Bath  turned  his 
telescope  on  the  constellation  of  the  Twins  and 
began  to  look  at  one  star  after  another.  You  must 
know  that  a  star  merely  looks  like  a  little  point  in 
a  telescope:  even  the  greatest  instrument  witl  only 
make  a  star  look  brighter,  and  will  never  show  it 
with  a  perceptible  disc.  In  looking  over  the  stars 
that  night  Herschel's  attention  was  arrested  by 
one  object  that  did  look  larger  when  magnified, 
and  therefore  was  not  a  star.  The  only  other  ob- 
jects which  would  behave  in  this  _  way  were  jhe 
planets,  or  possibly  a  comet.  Indeed,  at  first 
Herschel  imagined  that  what  he  saw  must  be  a 
comet.  It  would  hardly  have  occurred  to  him  that 
he  was  to  have  such  good  fortune  as  to  discover 
a  new  planet.  The  five  great  planets  had  been 
known  from  all  antiquity.  Was  it  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  there  could  be  yet  another  that  had 
never  been  perceived?  Fortunately  there  was  a 
test  available.  A  star  remains  in  the  same  place 
from  night  to  night  and  from  year  to  year,  while 
a  planet  is  a  body  which  is  wandering  about.  The 
movements  of  a  planet  are,  however,  not  at  all  like 
those  of  a  comet.  To  decide  on  the  nature  of 
Herschel's  newly-discovered  body  it  was  sufficient 
to  observe  the  character  of  its  motion.  A  few 
nights  sufficed  to  do  this.  The  position  of  the 
body  was  carefully  marked*  relatively  to  the 
neighboring  stars  and  it  was  soon  shown  that  it 
was  a  planet. 

Here,  then,  a  great  discovery  was  made.  A  new 
planet,  now  called  Uranus,  was  added  to  our  sys- 
tem. It  would  be  nothing  to  djscover  a  new  star. 
You  might  as  well  talk  of  discovering  a  new  grain 
of  sand  on  the  seashore.  The  stars  are  in  untold 
myriads.  They  are  so  far  off  that  they  have  no 
relation  whatever  to  our  system,  which  is  pre- 
sided over  by  the  sun.  But  by  the  detection  of  a 
new  planet 'revolving  far  outside  Saturn,  Herschel 
showed  that  a  new  and  most  interesting  member 
had  to  be  added  to  the  five  old  planets  which  have 
been  known  from  the  earliest  records  of  history. 

It  may  well  be  imagined  that  a  discovery  so 
startling  as  this  excited  astonishment  .throughout 
the  scientific  world. 

"Who  is  this  Bath  organist?"  everybody  asked. 
Accounts  of  'him  and  his  discoveries  appeared  in 
the  papers.  His  fellow  citizens  were  not  so 
familiar  with  the  name  as  we  are  now,  and  the 
spelling  of  the  unusual  name  showed  many 
varieties.  When  George  III.  heard  of  Herschel's 
great  achievement  he  directed  the  astronomer  to  be 
summoned  to  Windsor  that  the  King  might  receive 
an  account  of  the  wonderful  discovery  from  the 
lips  of  the  astronomer  himself.  Herschel,  of 
course,  obeyed,  and  he  brought  with  him  his 
famous  telescope  and  also  a  map  of*  the  whole 
solar  system  to  show  to  the  King. 

Herschel  while  still  a  boy  had  deserted  from  the 
army.  The  King  had  learned  this  fact  in  some 
way,  so  that  when  Herschel  was  ushered  into  his 
presence  His  Majesty  said  that  before  the  great 
astronomer  could  discuss  science  there  was  a  little 
matter  of  business  that  must  be  disposed  of.  The 
King  handed  Herschel  a  paper  which  was  a  pardon 
to  the  deserter  written  out  by  the  King  himself. 

Then  Herschel  unfolded  his  wonderful  discovery, 
which  the  King  thoroughly  appreciated,  and  in  the 
evening  the  telescope  was  set  up  in  the  gardens 
and  the  glories  of  the  heavens  were  displayed. 
Herschel  made  a  most  favorable  impression  on  His 
Majesty,  and  when  the  King  told  the  ladies  of  the 
Castle  next  day  of  all  that  Herschel  had  shown 
him  their  ardor  was  also  aroused  and  they  asked 
to  see  through  the  marvellous  tube.  Of  course, 
Herschel  was  ready  to  comply,  and  the  telescope 
was  accordingly  carried  to  the  windows  of  the 
Queen's  apartments,  which  would  have  com- 
manded a  fine  view  if  the  clouds  had  not  been  in 
the  way,  which  they  unfortunately  were.  Even  for 
royalty  the  clouds  would  not  disperse,  so  what  was 
to  he  done.  Herschel  was  equal  to  the  occasion. 
He  specially  wanted  to  exhibit  Saturn,  for  it  is  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  objects  in  the  sky,  and  will 
fascinate.*  any  intelligent  beholder.  No  astrono- 
mers would  have  been  able  to  see  Saturn  through 
the  clouds,  but  Hersched  did .  not  disappoint  his 
visitors ;  he  directed  the  instrument,  ■  not  to  the 
sky  (nothing  was  there  to  be  seen);  he  turned  it 
towards  a  distant  garden  wall,  and  the  ladies  saw  a 
beautiful  image  of  Saturn,  his  globe  in  the  centre 
and  his  rings  all  complete,  forming  so  true  a  re- 
semblance to  the  planet  that  even  an  experienced 
astronomer  might  have  been  deceived.  In  the 
afternoon  Herschel  had  seen  that  the  clouds  were 
thick  and  that  there  would  be  little  probability  of 
using  the  telescope  psoperly.  Accordingly  he  cut 
out  a  little  image  of  Saturn,  illuminated  it  by 
lamps,  and  set  it  up  at  a  suitable  distance  on  a 
garden  wall.  , 

Herschel's  visit  to  Windsor  was  productive  of 
important  consequences.  The  King  said  it  was  a 
pity  that  90  great  an  astronomer  should  devote 
himself  to  music,  and  that  it  would  be  far  better 
for  him  to  give  up  that  profession  and  come  and 
live  at  Windsor.  His  Majesty  promised  that  he 
would  pay  him  a  salary,  and  he  also  undertook 
to  provide  the  cost  pf  erecting  great    telescopes. 


His  sister  Caroline  came  with  him  as  his  assistant, 
and  also  received  some  bounty  from  the  King. 
From  that  moment  Herschel  renounced  all  bis 
musical  business  and  devoted  -himself  to  bis  great 
life  task  of  observing  the  heavens.' 

He  built  telescopes  of  proportions'  far  exceeding 
those  that  had  ever  been  then  %  thought  of.  He 
used  to  stand  at  night  in  the  open  air  from  dusk 
till  dawn  gazing  down  the  tube  of  his  mighty  re- 
flector watching  the  stars  and  other  objects  in  the 
heavens  as  they  moved  past.  He  would  dictate 
what  he  saw  to  Caroline,  who  sat  near  him  and 
whose  business  it  was  to  write  down  his  notes  and 
record  the  position  of  the  objects  which  he  was 
describing.  Until  he  became  a  very  old  man  he  de- 
voted himself  to  his  astronomical  labors,  and  his 
discoveries  are  to  be  counted  by  thousands,  though 
not  one  of  them  was  so  striking  or  so  important  as 
the  detection  of  the  new  planet  Uranus,  which  first 
brought  him  fame.

Modelling  a  Lion  in  Snow 

Every  reader  knows  that  in  the  Great  War  the 
Germans  forced  their  way  into  France  through 
Belgium.  In  The  Family  Herald  and  Weekly  Star 
is  found  an  anecdote  of  one  of  those  famous  fort- 
resses which  barred  the  way  on  the  German  front- 
ier. In  the  sculptor  Bartholdi  we  see  a  worthy  re- 
presentative of  housands  of  brave  men  of  our  own 
time  who  could  be  merry  in  the  face  of  deadly 
peril. 

"On  guard  at  the  French  frontier  stands  the  Lion 
of  Belfort.  Now  cut  out  of  enduring  stone,  it  was 
once  modelled  from  snow. 

"In  the  Franco-Prussian  war  the  siege  of  Belfort 
lasted  from  November,  1870,  to  February,  1871. 
Among  the  garrison  were  thousands  of  reserve 
troops,  among  whom  there  were  not  a  few  artists 
and  other  professional  men.  From  time  to  time 
during  the  Winter  the  men,  to  amuse  themselves, 
made  statues  in  the  snow.  Then  the  sun  would 
shine  and  there  would  be  no  more  statues. 

"Among  the  garrison  was  the  man  who  gave  to 
America  her  heroic  figure  of  liberty,  Bartholdi,  the 
sculptor.  One  day  he  modelled  a  lion  from  snow, 
and  the  half-frozen  soldiers,  as  they  looked  with 
pride  and  defcght  on  what  the  sculptor  had 
wrought,  with  renewed  courage  cried:  'Now  the 
Germans  can  never  enter  France  from' .this  direc- 
tion, and  here  stands  the  Lion  of  "Belfort!'  And 
the  Germans  never  did! 
0  "When  an  armistice  was  declared  by  order  of'the 
French  Government,  the  garrison  capitulated  with 
all  honors  of  war.  Under  the  terms  of  peace 
France  retained  Belfort. 

"Once  again  Bartholdi  modelled  the  lion.  On  the 
rock  in  front  of  the  citadel,  with  forelegs 
extended,  stands  this  noble  figure.  It  is  thirty- 
six  feet  high  and  seventy-two  long.  In  Paris 
there  is  a  replica  in  hammered  copper,  also  by 
Bartholdi.  And  the  square  or  place  on  which  the 
replica  looks  down  is  called  the  Place  Denfert- 
Rochereau,  in  honor  of  the  brave  colonel  of  that 
name  who  commanded  the  garrison  of  Belfort  in 
1870."

Ancient  chronicles  tell  us  that  the  Romans  some- 
times tested  their  military  bridges  by  sending  an 
elephant  out  on  them  and  then  watching  to  see 
whether  the  cautious  beast  would  cross.  The 
author  of  "From  Jungle  to  Zoo,"  in  explaining  the 
difficulties  of  transporting  wild  animals  by  rail, 
gives  a  more  modern  example  of  the  elephant's 
cautiousness.

What  Amber  Is  and  Where 
It  Is  Found 


The  Battle  of  Culloden  when  "Bonnfe  Prince 
Charlie"  was  defeated  by  the  Duke  of  Cumberland 
was  fought  on  April  16,  1746.  George  II.  ruled 
England,  and  on  Culloden  Moor  all  the  hopes  of 
the  friends  of  the  Stewart  line  of  kings  of  Great 
Britain  were  blasted* 


Cork,  which,  because  of  its  lightness,  its  im- 
permeability by  water  and  its  elasticity,  is  used  for 
many  purposes,  is  the  bark  of  a  species  of  oak 
tree  which  grows  in  the  south  of  Europe  and  the 
north  of  Africa.  Large  quantities  of  this  valuable 
material  arc  exported  from  the  island  of  Sardinia 
in  the  Mediterranean  Sea.  The  inner  bark  is  left 
untouched  and  the  tree  may  be  stripped  every 
eight  or  nine  years  without  injury. 


The  Levant  is  the  name  given  to .  the  eastern 
parts  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea  and  the  coasts  ad- 
jacent. The  British  troops  will  be  recalled  on  No- 
vember 1  from  that  part  of  the  Levant  north  of  the 
frontier   between   Syria  and    Palestine. 


The  basin  of  the  Peace  River  contains  115,000 
square  miles  of  territory.  Of  this  great  tract  Al- 
berta has  66.395  square  miles  and  our  own  Pro- 
vince,  British  Columbia,  40.367  square  miles. 


Salt  was  one  of  the  earliest  Canadian  products. 
The  first  salt  works  were  established  in  1793  by 
Colonel  John  Graves  Simcoe,  first  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of  Upper  Canada.  The  salt  was  found  in 
beds  on   the  southern   shore  of   La"V   Ontario. 


Hedjaz  is  a  new  kingdom  in  that  part  of  Arabia 
which  borders  on  the  Red  Sea.  It  is  larger  than 
the  island  of  Great  Britain,  and  its  king  is  His 
Highness  El  Hussein  ibn  Ali.  Hedjaz  contains  the 
sacred  cities  of  Mecca  and  Medina  and  before  the 
great  war  was  an  important  part  of  the  Turkish 
Empire. 


Long,  long  ago,  when  people  believed  the  sun 
was  a  god  and  rode  through  the  heavens  in  a 
chariot,  amber  was  used  for  ornaments.  In  later 
times  the  followers  of  Mahomet  burned  it  in  their 
worship  of  the  One  God.  Today  almost  every 
smoker  has  an  amber  mouth-piece;  girls  wear 
necklaces  of  beads  cut  from  this  substance,  and  it 
is  set  by  jewelers  in  many  other  ornaments. 

Many  of  you  know  that  if  a  piece  of  amber  is 
rubbed  it  will  give  off  a  pleasant  odor  and  will  at- 
tract feathers  or  other  light  bodies.  This  was 
noticed  by  Greek  philosophers  more  -  than  3,500 
years  ago.  The  Greek  name  for  amber  was  elek- 
tron,  from  which  our  word  electricity  is  derived. 
The  pretty  clear  substance  was  thought  to  be  the 
tears  of  the  daughters  of  the  sun-god  who  for  dis- 
obedience and  presumption  were  changed  into 
poplar  trees. 

What  amber  really  is,  we  are  now  told,  is  the 
gum  of  a  tree  which  in  another  age  grew  in  Vast 
forests  by  the  shores  of  the  Baltic  Sea  and  in  a  few 
other  places  in  the  world.  Like  coal,  it  has  been 
changed  by  heat  and  pressure  till  it  is  as  little  like 
gum  as  coal  is  to  the  wood  of  the  trees  of 
vanished  forests.  In  what  is  now  the  new  repub- 
lic of  Lithuania,  between  Mensel  and  Konigabcrg, 
the  search  for  amber  has  been  a  profitable  in- 
dustry for  thousands  of  years.  It  is  found  on  the 
shore  where  it  has  been  cast  np  by  the  sea.  Some- 
times pieces  are  caught  in  nets  and  much  of  it  is 
dug  out  of  the  ground.  It  occurs  in  round  irre- 
gular lumps,  grains  or  drops,  usually  of  a  pale  yel- 
low color,  though  amber  may  be  reddish  or 
brownish.  Picccs*have  been  found  twelve  or  thir- 
teen pounds  in  weight,  but  this  is  very  unusual. 
Insects  ate  sometimes  seen  imbedded*  in  pieces 
of  amber,  and  this  makes  the  lumps  very  precious. 
Prussia  formerly  owned  almost  all  the  trade  '  in 
amber,  though  a  little  is  produced  on  the  coasts 
of  Sicily,  the  Adriatic,  in  other  parts  of  Europe 
and  in  Siberia  and  .  Greenland.  What  stories  a 
bead  necklace  could  tell  if  it  had  a  tongue  and 
we  had  ears  to  hear. 


The  Chinese  dressed  in  silk,  read  printed  books, 
used  gunpowder  and  were  guided  in  their  journeys 
by  the  compass  when  the  nations  of  Western 
Europe  dressed  in  skins  and  fought  or  hunted  with 
bows  and  arrows. 


What  are  called  the  "Honors- of  Scotland,"  to  be 
seen  in  the  Crown  room  of  the  Castle  of  Edin- 
burgh are  crown,  sceptre  and  sword,  belt  and 
scabbard  given  by  Pope  Julius  II.  So  James  IV.  in 
1507-  Yet  older/  and  perhaps  esteemed  more  pre- 
cious, is  the  goldan  circlet  worm  by  Robert  Brace, 
Scotland's  hero  king*

The  Arrangement  of  Flowers 


Flower.,  whether  they  be  cultivated  or  wiM,  ex- 
pensive  or  cheap,  are  always  an- asset  in  the  de- 
coration of  a  house.  While  they  complete  a  color 
scheme  and  give  an  air  of  refinement  to  a  room, 
the  degree  in  which  this  is  done  depends  greatly 
upon 'the  way  the  blooms  are  ^arranged.  A  mass 
of  gorgeous  flowers  flung  "anyhow"  into  bowls  or 
vases  wilt  not  be  a  quarter  so  effective  as  a  few 
simple  blossoms  artistically  placed. 

Voteta  to  Bear  in  Mind  , 

To  arrange  flowers  effectively  there  are  several 
point*  which  should  be  borne  in  mind.  Pint  and 
foremost,  the  blending  of  colors  must  be  under- 
stood, not  only  in  intermingling  various  shades*  of 
the  flowers  themselves,  but  in  seeing  that  they  har- 
monize with  the  color!  employed  in  the  room. 
Then  composition,  balance  and  harmony  all  need 
to  be  taken  into  consideration.  Just  as  an  over- 
abundance of  furniture  in  a  room  gives  a  crowded 
and  inartistic  effect,  so  too  many  flowers  in  one 
bowl  lose   much   of  their   individual   charm. 

A  sense  of  the  fitness  of  things  is  also  necessary. 
No  sensible  person  would  wear  a  tweed  skirt  with 
a  satin  opera  cloak,  neither  would  {he  mix  hot- 
house blooms  with  field  flowers.  Together  the 
two  look  absurd,  separately  each  is  attractive. 
A  Few  Practical  Hints 

Stalks  should  always  be  nipped  with  a  pair  of 
scissors  or  a  knife  before- the  flowers  are  arranged. 


The  water  should  be  changed  daily,  -any  faded 
blooms  removed  and  the  stalks  of  the  remaining 
flowers  again  nipped.      , 

The  addition  of  a  pinch  of  salt  to  a  vase  or 
bowl  of  water  helps  to  preserve  the  flowers.  Never 
let  a  vase  of  flowers  stand  in  a  direct  draught,  as 
this  causes  the  blooms  to  fade  quickly. 

If  a  box  of  flowers  is  received  by  post  nip  the 
end  of  each  stalk  and  place  each  flower  at  once  in 
warm  water  to  which  a  pinch  of  salt  has  been 
added.  This  treatment  will  revive  the  most  jaded 
and  travel-worn  flowers. 

In  arranging  tall  flowers  in  a  bowl,  place  'a 
rather  thick  layer  of  silver  sand  at  the  bottom  of 
the  bowl  and  cover  with  water;  push  the  stalks 
into  this,  so  that  each  bloom  stands  erect.  The 
sand  also  acts  as  a  preservative. 

Always  arrange  flowers  as  much  as  possible  as 
they  grow  and  choose  the  vases  with  care.  Tall 
vases  must  be  used  for  sunflowers,  chrysanthe- 
mums, dahlias  and  any  long-stemmed  flowers. 
Low-growing  flowers  look  best  in  small  vases  or 
troughs. 

If  your  table  decorations  include  a  scheme  in 
which  the  flowers  are  arranged  on  the  cloth,  place 
the  stalks  in  a  small  piece  of  damped  bread,  as 
this  keeps  them  fresh  and  the  bread  can  be  con- 
ceiled  under  the  fomjge.— London  Daily  Mail.

FORM  HABITS  OF  EATING 

■ 

See  that  your  body  gets  its  food  regularly  and 
that  the  food  is  eaten  <do,wly  and  chewed  thorough- 
ly. Three  meals  a  day  are  best  for  all  except  the 
younger  children,  who  require  a  mid-morning  lunch 
in  addition. 

Eating  meals  at'  regular  hours,  with  proper  time 
between  meals,  makes  digestion  easy.  It  gives  the 
itomaeh  some  time  to  rest  and  does  not  keep  it 
working  all  the  time.  To  put  a  second  meal  into 
the  stomach  before  the  first  one  has  been  digested 
is  like  giving  a  boy  a  second  lesson  to  learn  before 
be  had  finished  the  flrst:  both  are  badly  done.  The 
same  hours  every  day  for  meals  are  important.  As 
t  role,  nothing  should  be  eaten  between  meals,  but 
water  should  be  taken  freely.  One  of  the  worst 
food  habits  is  that  of  constantly  eating  sweets  be- 
tween meals.     _ 

Never  eat  m  a  hurry;  chew  the  food  well  so  as 
to  make  it  easily  digested.  Much  of  the  food  may 
not  be  digested,  no  matter  how  good  it  is  and  well 
prepared,  if  it  is  tsken  in  large  mouthful  s,  swal- 
lowed with  little  chewing,  and  washed  down  with 
water.  Slow  eating  and  thorough  chewing  is  some- 
thing which  may  be  a  little  hard  to  practice,  but  it 
is  a  lesson  which  it  is  well  worth  your  while  to 
leam.

If 
food  is  to  be  burned  up  in  the  body  completely,  it 
must  be  divided  into  hits  so  fine  that  those  small 
particles  can  be  dissolved,  or,  as  it  is  called, 
digested.  That  is  what  your  teeth  are  for,  and  they 
must  be  used  very  thoroughly  upon  every  bit  of 
solid  food  you' take  into  your  mouth,  or  digestion 
is  difficult,  slow  and  sometimes  impossible,  and  ill- 
ness follows.— Good  Housekeeping. 


Have  You  a  Hobby?

Although  a  hobby  should  be  a  recreation,  there 
is  nothing  to  prevent  It  from  being  a  lucrative 
oae,  and  many  a  woman  can  add  to  her  income 
through  her  spare-time  industry  and  thereby  reap 
benefit  as  well  as  enjoyment.

Rabbit,  Queen  Style 
Take  a  young  rabbit,  cut  it  up  in  pieces  about 
the  size  of  an  egg,  soak  in  cold  water  ten  or  twirve 
hours,  wipe  it  dry,  beat  an  egg  pretty  stiff,  season 
the  meat  with  pepper  and  salt,  pour  the  egg  over 
the  rabbit,  work  the  egg  in  the  meat  well,  roll  the 
meat  in  flour  until  it  won't  take  any  more  flour. 
Have  a  large  iron  frying  pan,  hot,  with  about  three 
large  tablespoons  of  clean  lard;  when  smoking 
hot  put  the  rabbit  in.  Cook  it  to  a  nice  brown, 
turn  often;  then  put  it  a  little  back  of  the  stove 
with  an  extra  lid  under  it.  Cover  tight,  turn  often 
to  cook  good.  Care  must  be  taken  so  it  does  not 
burn.  If  more  lard  is  needed,  add  more.  Here  is 
a  good  sauce:  Put  one  pint  of  tomatoes  in  a  sauce- 
pan with  one  large  teaspoon  of  sugar,  salt,  pepper, 
butter  the  size  of  an  egg,  onion  about  the  size  of  a 
walnut,  cut  fine.  Boil  briskly  for  five  minutes;  set 
back  to  simmer  gently  until  the  rabbit  is  cooked. 
Place  rabbit  on  a  large  platter,  garnish  top  of  meat 
with  parsley,  stir  sauce  briskly,  then  pour  around 
the  rabbit.  i 


Vegetable  Marrow  Jam 
Pec$)  the  marrows,  take  away  the  seeds  and   cut* 
into  small  pieces  and  weigh.  '  To  each  pound     of 
marrow  add  half  pound  of  sugar,   the   grated  rind 
and  juice  of  a  lemon  and  quarter  ounce  of  ground 
ginger.     Put  all  these  ingredients  into  a  basin  and  ■ 
let  them  stand  all  night.     Next  day  pour  the  juice 
into  a  pan   and  let   it  boil,  then   add   the   marrow. 
Boil  altogether  for  one  and  a  half  hours  or  until 
it  becomes  thick  and   transparent.     Put   into  pots 
and  cover. 


Chocolate  Pudding 

Cream  one  cup  white  sugar  with  half  cup  but- 
ter, add  one  cup  sweet  milk  and  two  well-beaten 
eggs.  In  another  saucepan  mix  one  cup  grated 
chocolate  or  cocoa,  half  cup  sweet  milk,  two-thirds 
cup  sugar  and  one  teaspoon  vanilla.  Cook  until 
creamy.  Add  to  the  first  mixture.  Next,  stir  in 
two  cups  flour  with  three  teaspoons  baking  powder 
sifted  through  it.  Bake  in  shallow  pan  and  cut  in 
cubes.  Make  a  sauce  of  two  squares  chocolate 
melted  over  hot  water,  add  alternately  sifted  frost- 
ing sugar  and  cream.  When  sufficiently  sweet,  add 
a  few  drops  of  vanilla  and  pour  over  each  cake  of 
pudding.  Top  all  with  a  spoonful  of  whipped 
cream.  Note.— If  there  is  any  pudding  left,  ice  with 
any  good  icing  and  it  will  be  transformed  in  a  de- 
licious chocolate  cake. 

Scalloped  Tomatoes 
Simmer  a  can  of  tomatoes  with  a  very  small 
onion  sliced  thinly,  or  a  few  grains  of  onion  salt, 
half  of  a  bay  leaf  and  salt  and  pepper  to  taste. 
When  onion  is  soft,  thicken  slightly  with  flour 
blended  with  a  little  water.  Pour  into  a  casserole 
dish,  dredge  with  fine  bread  crumbs  and  brown,  in 
oven. 


Chicken 

Singe,  draw,  wash  and  wipe  chicken.  Bone  and 
draw  flesh  of  legs  and  wings  inside,  stuff  with 
sausage  meat,  tie  and  skewer  in  shape  and  roll  in 
greased  paper.  Roast  slowly,  remove  paper,  skew- 
ers and  twine.    Serve  cold,  sliced  very  thin, 



Raspberry  Roly-Poly 

Mix  two  cups  sifted  flour,  quarter  pound  chopped 
suet,  half  teaspoon  baking  powder,  .one  saltspoon 
salt  into  a  stiff  paste  with  cold  water,  roll  it  out 
into  a  long  piece  about  quarter  inch  thick  spread 
with  raspberry  Jam  to  within  an  huh  of  the  edge 
and  moisten  edges  with  water.  Roll  up  lightly,  seal 
the  edges,  wrap  the  pudding  in  a  sealded  pudding 
cloth  and  secure  the  ends  with  string.  Boil  from 
one  and  a  half  to  two  hours  or  bake  in  a  quick 
oven  for  half  that  length  of  time.

TO   LOOSEN  GLASS  STOPPERS 


When  one  is  in  a  hurry  there  arc  few  more  an- 
noying things  than  the  refractory  stopper.  Some- 
times by  attempting  to  rock  the  stopper  back- 
wards and  forwards  it  can  be  loosened.  This 
should  be  done  carefully,  as  with  8  violent  wrench 
the  neck  of  the  bottle  may  break  away.  If  this  is 
not  effective,  tap  the  side  of  the  neck  rather 
smartly  on  the  edge  of  the  dressing  table. 

Should  the  stopper  sfijl'  refuse  to  come  out,  put 
one  or  two  drops  of  oil  of  any  kind  between  the 
stopper  and  the  mouth  of  the  botth  Then  place 
the  bottle  up  to  its  n.eek  in  a  bowl  of  warm  (not 
hot)  water.  Try  rocking  the  stopper  again,  and  it 
will  be  very  likely  to  come  out.  I.:  thi*  plan  does 
not  succeed  at  first,  repeat,  seeing  that  as  soon  as 
the  warmed  oil  really  works  down  in  between  the 
stopper  and  the  side  of  the  bottle  the  former  is 
:ure  to  be  loosened. 

Yet  another  plan  is  to  wrap  a  piece  of  cloth 
wrung  from  boiling  water  just  round  the  neck  of 
the  bottle.  This  causes  it  to  expand,  and  the  (Hop- 
per is  then  easily  removed.

About  Serving  Grouse 


The  following  recipe  for  serving  partridges  might 
be  applicable  for  the  grouse  of  this  country: 

There  is  no  better  way  of  serving  a  partridge 
than  plainly  roasted,  hot  or  cold,  provided  the 
bird  is  young.  Old  birds  arc  apt  to  be  tough,  and 
make  excellent  stews  and  puddings,  or  they  may 
be  potted,  used  in  a  raised  game  pie  or  thick  game 
soup. 

\  In  any  case  they  should  be  carefully  hung..  Four* 
teen  days'  hanging  in  a  Cool,  airy  larder  is  usual 
for  birds  which  are  not  badly  shot,  which  have  not 
traveled  in  hot  weather  and  where  the  atmosphere 
is  not  close  and  thundery. 

To  Prepare— Pluck  gently  to  avoid  tearing  the 
skin;  draw  and  singe  and  wipe  well  inside  and  out 
with  a  damp  cloth.  Cut  off  the  head  and  truss  as 
you  would  a  fowl  for  roasting.  Sprinkle  over  with 
flour. 

To  Serve— If  serving  roasted,  dear  gravy,  fried 
breadcrumbs  and  bread  sauce  should  accompany 
them,  and  chip  or  straw  potatoes  if  liked. 

To  Roast— Tie  a  piece  of  bacon  fat  over  the 
breast  of  each  bird;  remove  this  the  last  quarter 
of  an  hour  or  the  breast  will  not  brown  nicely. 
Baste  the  birds  well  and  have  the  oven  very  hot 
for  the  first  few  minutes.  The  time  taken  depends 
upon  the  size  of  the  bird,  from  about  twenty-five 
minutes. 

Partridge  Pudding 

Ingredients — Two  old  partridges,  quarter  pound 
of  steak,  suet  crust,  one  gill  of  good  gravy  or 
stock,  salt  and  pepper. 

Method — Pluck,  singe  and  draw  the  birds:  cut 
them  into  neat  joints;  cut  the  steak  into  thin 
slices.  Line  a  greased  pudding  basin  with  the  suet 
pastry,  lay  some  of  the  steak  at  the  bottom  of  the 
basin  and  then  some  pieces  of  partridge;  sprinkle 
a  little  flour  and  salt  and  pepper  over  them,  and 
pour  in  some  of  the  gravy;'  then  fill  up  the  basin 
with  the  rest  of  the  steak  and  birds,  adding  the 
remains  of  the  gravy  and  a  little  more  flour,  salt 
and  pepper.  Cover  the  pudding  with  a  layer  of 
suet  crust,  moistening  the  edgea  with  water  and 
pressing  them  well  together. 

Wring  out  a  pudding  cloth  in  boiling  water, 
flour  it  and  tie  it. Over  the  pudding. 

Plunge  it  into  boiling  water  and  keep  it  boiling 
fast  for  three  hours.  If  the  water  boils  away  add 
more  boiling  water. 

When  cooked  remove  '  the  cloth,  make  a  small 
hole  in  the  top  to  let  the  steam  out,  add  a  little 
hot  water,  if  the  pudding  seems  dry,  and  turn  out 
on  to  a  hot  dish.  A  few  mushrooms  added  to  the 
pudding  before  cooking  is  a  great  improvement. 


Radium  and  Atomic  Energy 

■  ' 

At  the  second  day  of  the  James  Watt  centenary 
commemoration  at  Birmingham  those  present 
heard  a  striking  address  by  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  fore- 
shadowing the  possible  employment  of  a  new 
source  of  energy  and  also  enjoyed  the  spectacle  of 
the  earliest  pumping  engine  made  for  sale  by 
Boulton  and  Watt  working  under  steam. 

Sir  Oliver  Lodge  said  that,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  sources  of  molecular  energy  are  beginning 
to  show  signs  of  exhaustion,  he  ventured  to  as- 
sume that  if  James  Watt  were  living  today  he 
would  be  directing  his  attention  to  discovering 
whether  there  are  other  stores  of  energy  at  present 
almost  unsuspected.  The  fact  was  that  contained 
in  the  properties  of  matter  there  was  an  immense 
source  of  energy  so  far  inaccessible,  but  which  he 
saw  no  reason  why  the  progress  of  discovery 
should  not  make  available.  He  referred  to  atomic 
energy  which,  if  it  could  be  utilized  on  an  extensive 
scale,  would,  He  believed,  greatly  ameliorate  the 
conditions  of  factory'  life.  There  would  be  no 
smoke  due  to  imperfect  combustion  and  no  dirt 
due  to  the  transit  of -coal  or  ashes,  while  the 
power  would  be  very  compact  and  clean.  Possibly 
there  might  occasionally  be  explosions  due  to  the 
liberation  of  power  more  quickly  than  it  was 
wanted,  but  in  general  he  presumed  that  the  con- 
ditions of  utilization  would  be  good. 

Sir  Oliver  explained  that  the.  secret  of  this  power 
began  to  be  given  away  when  radio-activity  waT 
discovered,  and  said  that  af  present  we  were 
hardly  at  the  beginning  of  its  utilization.  The  dis- 
covery of  radium,  which  soon  followed,  excited 
universal  interest  and  aroused  great  surprise,  be- 
cause 'i  radium  appeared  to  give  off  energy  Con- 
tinually without  being  consumed.  The  truth  was 
it  did  disappear  as  it  gave  off  its  energy,  but  the 
disappearance  was  so  slow  and  the  energy  given 
off  so  remarkable  that  it  was  not  surprising  that 
one  was  noticed  before  the  other.  The  energy  of 
radium,  however,  was  not  under  control,  and  it 
went  on  emitting  energy  at  its  own  proper  rate 
without  regard  to  accidental  circumstances.  What 
happened  was  that  every  now  and  then  a  particle 
was  projected.  The  energy  stored  In  an  atom  was 
something  enormous,  and  if  we  could  make  the 
atoms  fly  when  we  wanted  there  would  be  avail- 
able  a  source  of  energy  which  put  everything  else 
into  the  background.  This  energy  was  contained 
in  all  forms  of  matter  and  was  not  confined  to 
radio-active  substances.  If  a  stimulus  could  be 
found  the  utilization  of  this  source  of  energy  would 
be  possible. 

"If  you  were  able,"  he  added,  "to  use  mechan- 
ically the  energy  contained  in  an  ounce  of  matter, 
and  you  reckon  the  foot  tons  thereby  obtained, 
you.  will  find  enough  energy  to  raise  the  German 
navy  and  pile  it  on  the  top  of  a  Scottish  moun- 
tain." Perhaps  it  was  a  good  thing,  Sir*  Oliver 
concluded,  that  a  nation  such  at  we  had  had  to 
deal  with  during  the  past  five  years  had  not  made 
the  discovery  and  he  hoped  the  human  race  as  a 
whole  would  be  equally  unsuccessful  until  it  had 
brains  and  morality  enough  to  use  it  properly,  lor 
if  such  a  discovery  were  made  before  its  time  and 
by  the  wrong  people  the  very  planet  would  be  un- 
safe. We  appeared  to  be  on  the  irtrgt  of  utilising 
a  minute  fraction  of  it,  and  it  was  this  energy 
which  had  made  wireless  telephony  possible.

Fashion  Favors  Toques 
in  Fall  Millinery 


The  latest  toque  is  an  attractive  thing  made — 
apparently— of  a  single  ostrich  feather  of  great 
beauty  and  considerable  length.  There  is,  of 
course  a  miniature  shape  upon  which  this  feather 
is  mounted,  but  this  is  so  insignificant  that  it 
seems  non-existent;  it  is  the  feather  that  counts. 
And  the  feather  is  so  arranged  that  it  whirls  round 
the  invisible  crown,  lies  against  the  nape  of  the 
neck,  and  then  falls  forward  over  the  left  shoulder. 
One  of  the  most  famous  milliners  in  Paris  has 
launched  this  toque,  and  it  haa  "caught  on"  in  an 
extraordinary  way. 

A  Feather  Season 

To  state  that  we  are  in  for  a  season  of  feathers 
is  ancient  history;  feathers  curled,  uncurled,  long, 
short,  plain  and  shaded.  Just  at  the  moment  we 
see  very  few  models  trimmed  with  long  feathers 
because  these  are  not  suitable  for  sea  or  country 
wear,  but  every  milliner  in  Paris  is  preparing 
feather-trimmed  models  for  the  early  Autumn.  And 
the  Shaded  ostrich  tip  is  going  to  carry  all  before 
it.  A  peep  behind  the  scenes  has  shown  me  some 
lovely  turban  toques  covered  completely  with 
shaded  tips,  and  in  one  case  the  feathers  were 
shaded  from  black  to  sapphire  blue,  with  flecks  of 
silver  cunningly  introduced  here  and  there.  For 
casino  wear,  in  the  afternoon,  I  have  seen  black 
and  white  feathers,  black  stems  with  white  tips, 
and  vice  versa,  which  ware  flecked  with  dull  silver, 
silver-headed  hatpins  giving  an  effective  finishing 
touch. 

Torpedo  Crowns  and  Curled  Brims 

One  of  the  latest  models  shown  by  a  well- 
known  Paris  milliner  is  an  amusing  copy  of  the 
rough  felt  coaching  hats  of  long  ago,  a  long- 
crowned  "tall  hat"  shape  made  of  silk  felt  and 
trimmed  whh  a  wide  taffetas  ribbon  which  is 
wound  round  the  crown  and  tied  loosely  at  one 
side.  And  in  the  same  showrooms  I  saw  two  gen- 
uine #'boat- shaped-'  Hats  with  torpedo  crowns  and 
curled  brims.  All  this  is  an  innovation,  and  as  the 
milliner  in  question  is  a  personage  of  great  influ- 
ence, we  may  take  it  that  the  curled  brim,  as- 
sociated with  a  high, crown,  will  be  in  evidence 
when  the  leaves  begin  to  fall. 

Indian  Turbans 

Indian  turbans  made  of  mirror  velvet  are  the 
rage  at  Biarritz  and,  Trouvllle;  softly  folded  models 
which  completely  envelop  the  head  and  almost 
cover  the  hair.  Nut  brown  is  the  favorite  color 
for  these  big  toques,  but  I  have  seen  successful 
models  in  midnight-blue,  bottle-green— the  latter 
one  of  the  popular  colors  of  the  moment —  and  the 
new  purple  which  has  a  rich  tinge  of  pink  in  its 
composition.

none  of  them  allows  any  hair  to  be  seen  on  the 
forehead. 

At  Deauville,  for  morning  wear,  the  hat  of  the 
season  is  made  of  glove  kid  end  lined  with  chip ;  the 
shspe  is  sailor,  with  a  rather  high  domed  crown 
and  absolutely  no  trimming.  A  large  square  veil 
of  embroidered  tulle  is  thrown  right  over  the  hat, 
and  the  hatpins  are  as  uncommon  as  possible. 
Apropos  of  hatpins,  have  you  seen  the  crescent- 
moon  models  made  of  ivory,  snd  rimmed  in  cut 
jet?  They  sre  quite  charming. — London  Daily 
Mail.

"You  remember,  Dfck,  telling  u§  the  other  day 
that  aomc  time  you  would  let  us  have  the  yarn  of 
how  you  got  even  with  the  goats,  after  that  time 
they  more  or  less  had  It  on  you,  alter  you  had 
chased  up  the  side  of  a  mountain  after  then  and 
then  weren't  able  to  connect.  I've  never  shot  one 
of  those  beggars  myself,  and  I'd  like  to  hear  all' 
about  that  little  evenrng-up  expedition  of  yours,  if 
v  you  feel  like  letting  us  have  it." 

The  old  boy  was  a  Httle  slow  in  answering,  % but 
after  a  few  reflective  puffs  at  the  old  pipe,  the  far- 
apay  look  in  his  eyes  gave  way  to  a  smile  round 
the  corners  of  his  mouth  a;  he  said,  "Why,  sure, 
Tom,  old  boy;  I'll  tell  you  all  about  it,  if  you'll 
forgive  a  story  with  a  aad  ending.  At  any  rate, 
I'll  try  to  draw  you  a  rough  picture  in  words  of  an 
episode  in  the  woods  which  is  true  to  life. 

"It  happened  this  way.  Nearly  a  score  of  years 
ago  now  I  chanced  to  be  at  a  loose  end,  and  a 
good  pal  of  mine,  who  was  as  fond  of  the  outdoors 
as  I  have  always  been,  was  ditto.  Neither  of  us 
had  a  great  deal  of  money,  but  we  bad  enough  be- 
tween us  for  a  good  Winter's  outfit  of  traps, 
canoe,  tackle  and  grub,  and  we  decided  to  make  a 
Winter  of  it  in  the  woods. 

Choke  Territory 

"Several  seasons  before  that  my  'lawful  occa- 
sions,' as  the  sailor  men  say,  had  taken  me  into  a 
certain  bit  of  country  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  in- 
lets of  the  main  coast,  and  what  I  had  seen  there 
had  convinced  me  that  I  had  hit  on  one  of  the 
finest  bits  of  territory  in  the  land  for  a  Winter's 
hunting  and  trapping,  not  too  far  from  civiliza- 
tion, but  far  enough  in  those  days  to  be  just  as 
good  a  hunting  country  as  could  be  found  on  the 
coast.  There  was  a  little  chain  of  lakes  back  of 
the  liead  of  the  inlet,  and  the  river  draining  them 
found  its  outlet  into  the  salt  chuck  over  a  series  of 
falls,  the  last  one  straight  into  the  sea.  with  a  sheer 
drop.  . 

"For  some  reason  the  Indians  did  not  hunt 
there,  scared  of  'Stick  Siwash'  or  something,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  an  occasional  visit  from  a 
chance  timber  cruiser,  the  country  was  undis- 
turbed. The  lakes  and  river  were  chockfull  of 
trout;  no  trouble  to  catch  a  cod  or  two  when  you 
wanted  them  in  the  salt  chuck,  and,  as  for  deer, 
why,  we  never  thought  of  taking  into  the  woods 
for  them;  just  jumped  into  the  little  dug-out  and 
paddled  along  (he  shore  of  the  inlet  at  low  tide  or 
in  the  evening  and  could  be  practically  certain  of 
getting  one  right  on  the  beach  whenever  we  were 
running  short  of  meat. 

There  was -quite  a  bit  of  fur,  too.  Lots  of  salt- 
water mink  and  some  better  ones  up  the  valley, 
coons 'all  over  the  place,  some  otter,  a  very  fair 
stock  of  marten  and  a  few  bears. 

"We  had  a  short  line  of  traps  down  near  the 
camp  on  the  salt  chuck  and  we  ran  another  up  at 
the  head  of  the  little  chain  of  lakes,  where  we 
caught  a  few  pretty  good  marten — for  coast  fur- 
before  fate  intervened.  For  a  couple  of  young 
chaps  keen  on  hunting  and  trapping  and  the  like, 
you  couldn't  well  hit  on  a  better  spot;  at  least,  I 
thought  so  then,  and  I  don't  think  I  have  seen  any 
country  to  beat  it  since  on  the  coast. 

"We  were  living  like  fighting  cocks,  with  plenty 
of  variety  on  the  bill  of  fare— venison,  grouse, 
ducks,  trout,  cod— what  'more  could  a  fellow  want? 
But  you  want  to  hear  about  those  goats,  Tom. 

"Well,  right  at  the  head  of  the  inlet  there  was 
a  pretty  steep  mountain,  well  covered  with 
timber,  as  all  those  mountains  are,  most  of  the 
way  up,  but  up  about  3,000  feet.  I  should  judge, 
there  were  some  rock  bluffs  showing  up 
through  the  timber,  which  we  could  see  from  a 
short  distance  back  of  where  we  had  our  camp. 
Spots   His   Game 

"My  partner  and  I  had  been  out  one  morning 
together  fixing  up  a  bear  trap  soon  after  .we  had 
settled  in  and  before  the  snow  had  come  down 
very  low  on  the  hills,  and,  as '  we  were  coming 
near  camp,  I  looked  up  at  those  bluffs  I'm  telling 
you  of,  and  I  spotted  three  white  specks  right  on 
the  edge  of  'em.  'Hullo,  Mac,'  I  said,  'there's  goat 
up  there,  or  I'm  a  Dutchman.  See  those  white 
specks  on  the  bluffs.  Just  hold  on  a  minute  and 
see  if  one  of  'em  doesn't  move.  Then  we'll  know  it's 
goat.'  Well,  poor  old  Mac  was  a  bit  short- 
sighted, and  he  wouldn't  believe  at  all  that  I  could 
see  anything  the  size  of  a  goat  away  up  at  that 
distance,  and,  though  1  was  dead  sure  the  goat 
were  there,  he  thought  it  was  all  a  josh  and  was 
everlastingly  kidding  me  about  the  goats  I  had 
seen  in  my  imagination. 

"We  were  busy  geting  the  traps  out  for  a  while 
after  that,  and,  before  I  had  a  chance  to  get  after 
those  goats,  a  heavy  rain  set  in,  and  you  know 
how  it  can  come  down  at  the  head  of  those  inlets 
I  when  it  stsrts,  and  it  starts  pretty  often  at  that 
time  of  year.  I  think  we  had,  as  near  as  I  can  re- 
member, over  a  week's  steady  downpour  without 
any  let-up,  and  we  were  pretty  well  fed  up  with 
the  wet,  when,  as  suddenly  as  it  started,  the  rain 
stopped,  and,  after  a  bright  starry  night,  we  got 
out  of  the  blankets  to  find  a  cloudless  sky  and  a 
refreshing  snap  of  frost  in  the  air. 
Just  die  Day 

"I'd  been  waiting  for  just  such  a  day  for  a  climb 
after  those  goats  and  I  put  it  up  to  Mac  the  first 
thing.  He  still  took  it  as  'a  joke,  and  said  he 
thought  he'd  go  up  the  lakes  and  make  the  round 
of  our  upper  trap-line  while  I  went  after  the 
patches  of  snow,  or  white  rock,  or  whatever  it  was 
I  thought  I  had  seen  up  there. 

"I  should  have  told  you  we  had  a  little  shack  up 
the  lakes,  and,  when  we  made  the  trip  up  the 
valley,  we  stayed  the  night  up  there,  and  usually 
came  back  to  our  main  camp  the  next  evening. 
We  kept  an  old  but  quite  staunch  Peterboro  canoe 
at  the  edge  of  a  little  backwater  or  eddy  just 
above  the  top  fall,  a  quite  safe  starting  point  when 
the  water  was  not  abnormally  high  in  the  river, 
and  from  there  it  was  fairly  easy  paddling  or  pol- 
ing right  up  to  the  shack.  The  continuous  rain  had 
swollen  the  river  tremendously  and  I  told  the  old 
chap  to  be  careful  how  he  started  out,  but  I  knew 
he  was  a  good  man  in  a  canoe  and  knew  what  he 
was  about  and  I  was  not  feeling  any  anxiety  when 
he  started  out  for  the  top  of  the  .  falls,  and .  I 
shouldered  the  old  rifle  and  took  to  the  timber  for 
a  long  climb.  We  parted  with  a  laugh  and  a 
mutual  'Good  luck,  old  man/  and  I. left  him  full  of 
determination  to  get  a  goat  or  bust,  11  only  to 
show  my  doubting  friend  that  my  eyesight  had  not 
been  at  fault  when  I  saw  those  white  specks  on  the 
bluffs. 

"It  was  a  long,  steep  climb  and  in  lots  of  places 
a  question  of  using  bands  as  well  as  feet  to  get  up, 
and  it  was  hot  until  I  had  been  going  steadily  for 
over  four  hours  that  I  came  near  where  I  judged 


those  bluffs  ought  to  be.  Thjt  timber  was  small 
and  thick  as  the  .quills  on  a  porcupine's  back,  and 
I  .didn't  get  any  chance  to  see  the  country  ahead 
of  me  once  1  got  started  up  the  steep  part,  which 
was  very  soon  after  I  struck  back  from  the  water. 

"It  was  past  noon  when  I  got  up  to  where  there 
began  to  be  a  little  sprinkling  of  snow  on  the 
ground.  I  had  seen  nothing  on  the  way,  up,  not 
even  a  mowich,  but,  just  as  soon  as  I  hit  the  snow- 
line, I  saw  goat  tracks.  I  followed  up  for  a  few 
yards  further  ai\d  crawled  through  a  little  draw  on 
to  the  top  of  a  rocky  bench,  and  had  hardly  got  on 
to  that  bench  before  I  saw  wjiat  I  was  after,  a  fine 
old  billy  just  rounding  a  big  hump  of  rock  at  a 
slow,  walk.  I  dropped  behind  another  rock  and 
after  that,  well,  eay,  boys,  it  was  a  shame! 
Led  to  the  Slaughter 

"I  wouldn't  have  believed  it  if  I  hadn't  seen  it, 
but  it's  a  fact  just  the  same.  That  old  billy  just 
strolled  past  me,  almost  broadside  on,  not  twenty- 
five  yards  away,  and  behind  him  in  single  file  came 
his  whole  family.  I  don't  know  how,  I  didn't  know 
then,  just  how  many  came  by,  but  they  none  of 
them  seemed  in  a  hurry,  and  I  aimed  at  the  old 
leader  and  let  fly.  He  made  a  jump  ahead,  but 
didn't  come  down.  Just  as  he  was  disappearing, 
there- was  another  following  him  right  in  the  place 
where  he  had  been,  and  I  took  a  crack  at  that  one. 
I  was  so  close  I  saw  the  tuft  of  wool  come  away 
where  the  bullet  came  out  the  other  side  of  him.

bluff. 

"At  least  three  or  four  more  came  by.  all  follow- 
ing Indian  file  fashion,  and.  when  the  last  had  dis- 
appeared and  the  echoes  of  the  rifle  shots  had  died 
away,  I  had  two  down  that,  I  was  certain  of,  and 
was  wondering  how  the  Sam  Hill  I  had  let  that 
first  old  billy" get  away:  he  looked  about  as  big  as 
a  donkey,  and  it  beat  me  how  I  could  have  missed 
him. 

"There's  just  a  hint,  though,  I'll  give  you  right 
here,  Tom,  if  you  go  after  mountain  goats.

prise I  had  in  store  for  my  partner,  and  that  made 
the  going  lighter. 

"I  made  camp  about  an  hour  after  dark;  had  the 
dickens  of  a  time  the   last   part  of  the   way.     but, 
luckily,  there   were  stars,  and   I   got  through  with 
nothing  worse  than  broken  shins. 
A  Cruel  Pate 

"I  didn't  expect  my  chum  back  till  next  evening, 
and  I  put  in  a  lot  of  time  the  next  day  cleaning 
the  fat  off  those  skins  and  stretching  them.  I  had 
supper  cooked  early  next  evening  ready  for  his 
return  from  the  lakes,  and  I  rigged  up  that  old 
billy's  head  on  the  corner  of  the  table  so  that  it 
would  be  the  first  thing  he'  would  •see  vAen  .  he 
opened  the  shack  door.  I  knew,  in  spite  of  his 
joshing,  that  he  wonld  be  just  as  pleased  as  I  was 
when  he  saw  that  head,  but,  boys,  he  never  came. 
All  I  ever  found  was  a  few  broken  bits  of  the 
Peterboro  near  the  foot  of  the  falls."

Heligoland's  Defences 

Heligoland  has  now  for  the  first  time  for  nearly 
five  years  been  reopened  to  the  public  During  the 
war  it  was  closed  to  the  unauthorized,  and  the  island 
became  a  fortress  exclusively  designed  to  protect  the 
mouth  of  the  Elbe  and  to  serve  a>  a  base  for  the 
operations  of  the  German  fleet  against  England. 
The  islanders  were  compelled  to  migrate  to  the 
mainland.  The?  Berlin  revolution  terminated  this 
regime,  and  the'  civil  population  are  returning  to 
their  old  home.  As  the  Versailles  Treaty  stipulates 
that  Heligoland  shall  be  dismantled,  the  inhabitants 
look  forward  to  a  future  more  secure  than  that 
which  the- Prussian  fortress  regime  held  out  to  them, 
and  they  hope  that  the  former  popularity  of  the 
island  as  a  resort  will  return  to  the  "smallest  nation 
in  the  world,"  as  the  Heligolanders  are  pleased  to 
describe  themselves. 

For  the  moment  Heligoland  is  in  a  state  of  transi- 
tion. The  time  of  dismantling  has  already  arrived. 
Pending  the  arrival  of  the,  Entente  Commission, 
someone  has  been  busying  himself  with  the  removal 
of  part  of  the  munitions  and  other  technical  material. 
There  are  also  very  few  soldiers  left,  so  that  the 
whole  island  has  already  lost  mi;ch  of  its.  warlike 
character. 

The  object  of  my  journey  to  Heligoland,  writes  a 
correspondent  of  The  London  Times,  was  to  see 
these  colossal  defences  once  .more,  now  that  the 
moment  for  their  demolition  had  arrived.  I  left. 
Berlin  by  the  through  train  for  Hamburg,  passing 
through  fresh,  flat  meadow  land  full  of  cows  and 
other  grazing  stock.  Even  on  this  stretch  of  line  the 
trains  are  full  and  overburdened,  and  the  travelling 
public  the  reverse  of  attractive.  In  conversation, 
with  Hamburg  business  men  one  could  easily  sec 
how  embittered  the  feeling  in  these  circles  still  is„ 
and  yet  how  hopeful  they  remain  in  their  outlook 
towards  the  future. 

The  Heligoland  steamer  was  moored  alongside 
the  jetty  near  St.  Paiili  Bridge.  This  once  animated 
part  of  Hamburg  now  lay  very  still  in  the  early 
morning  sun.  Few  trams  or  carts  were  about  and 
there  was  no  movement  in  the  harbor.  A  yaxi-cab 
or  two  drove  up  to  the  bridge  with  some  people  still 
half  asleep,  as  they  came  on  board.  It  was  a  glor- 
iously fresh  August  morning.  The  sun  smiled  upon 
the  small  craft  at  anchor  on  the  Elbe.  But  there 
was  little  to  remind  one  of  the  former  brisk  cosmo- 
politan appearance  of  the  place. 

Friendly  Islanders 

The  steamer  was  not  a  sea-going  vessel,  only  a 
pilot  boat,  normally  serving  the  Hamburg-Amerika 
liners.  We  glided  out  from  Hamburg,  past  deserted 
docks  and  empty  petroleum  tanks,  past  Cuxhaveu 
with  its  cosy  white  houses  nestling  in  their  bright 
gardens,  and  out  into  a  choppy  sea.  In  less  than  an 
hour  the  red  cliffs  of  Heligoland  rose  before  us  out 
of  the  sparkling  waves.  From  high  up  on  the  island 
the  church  and  the  surrounding  cottages  watched 
our  arrival  like  a  hen  with  her  young  brood.  At 
the  foot  of  the  cliffs  the  hotel  and  the  little  fishing 
village  bade  us  welcome. 

One  is  immediately  struck  by  the  frank  and 
friendly  attitude  of  the  islanders,  so  different  from 
the  general  attitude  on  the  mainland.  The  Prus- 
sian weed  cannot  be  said  to  have  flourished  in  Heli- 
goland. From  my  guide,  a  German,  but  born  on  the 
island,  L  learnt  that  they  are  looking  eagerly  forward 
to  the  time  -when  the  place  will  have  lost  its  warlike 
character.  The  wish  is,  of  course,  accompanied  by 
the  hope  that  the  natural  beauties  of  the  island  will 
not  suffer  by  the  demolition  of  the  forts.  I  heard 
this  hope  expressed  when  I  entered  a  cigarette  shop, 
the  keeper  of  which  asked  me  whether  the  Commis- 
sion had  arrived,  and  when  the  dismantling  would 
begin. 

Hatred  for  Prussianism  and  sympathy  with  Eng- 
land show  themselves  in  several  ways — in  the' 
pleasure  at  being  able  to  speak  English,  in  the  num- 
ber of  English  newspapers  procurable,  and  in  the 
English  greetings  exchanged  by  the  natives  among 
each  other.  The  names  of  many  of  the  buildings 
have  thrice  undergone  a  change  during  the  twenty 
years  of  German  rule.  The  hotel  which  was  origin- 
ally called  the  Queen  Victoria  became  the  Konigin 
Viktoria,  and  now  bears  the  almost  neutral  name 
Viktoria  Hotel.  The  same  process  is  noticeable  in 
street  nomenclature,  the  Prussian  stamp  evidently 
being  considered  a  drawback  to  the  chance  of  be- 
coming a  seaside  resort. 

A  Concrete  Labyrinth 

Through  the  kindness  of  some  of  the  inhabitants, 
I  became  acquainted  with  the  soldiers,  who  showed 
me  over  the  fortress.  Along  walls  of  iron  concrete, 
which,  I  was  told,  were  in  places  nearly  fifty  feet 
thick,  we  went  through  a  labyrinth  %of  corridors  like 
the  upper  strata  of  a  mine.  Everywhere  one  saw 
workshops  and  compartments  and  bed-berths  built 
into  the  concrete  for  the  garrison.  The  men  used 
'to  stay  below  for  nine  months  of  the  year,  whereas 
the  officers  lived  above  ground,  where  they  knew 
how  to  make  themselves  comfortable,  even  during 
the  worst  periods  of  the  war.  Wine  was  available 
in  large  quantities,  and  there  was  generally  a 
travelling  theatrical  company  in  the  island. 

The  wireless  station,  which  is  s^ill  working,  was 
pointed  out  to  me,  and  so  were  the  28cm.  and  30.5 
guns,  which  have  been  left  over  to  rusj  and  devasta- 
tion since  the  revolution.  There  is  practicaly  no  more 
ammunition  on  the  island;  this  and  the  rest  of  the 
technical  contrivances  have  been  transported  to.  Wil- 
helmshaven  partly  in  anticipation  of  the  dismantling 
and  partly  to  prevent  their  being  stolen.  I  noticed  that 
practically  all  the  machinery  still  being  used  was 
worked  by  petty  officers,  the  common  sailors  being 
undersized  "volunteers"  with  little  natural  inclina- 
tion to  work. 

The  air  down  below  is  kept  fresh  by  mechanical 
pumps.  Rain  water  is  collected,  filtered,  and 
lowered  down  into  the  depths  of  the  fortress  by 
mechanical  means.  The  illumination,  too,  leaves 
little  to  be  desired;  it  was  difficult  to  realize  some- 
times that  one  was  a  hundred  feet  below  the  level 
of  the  sea.  Foodstuffs  have  been  stored  in  the  cel- 
lars during  the  war  in  great  quantities. 

Emerging  from  one  of  the  corridors  I  suddenly 
found  myself  standing  high  on  the  eop  of^the  island 
at  the  foot  of  the  decapitated  lighthouse,  which  in 
pre-war  times  flung  out  its  light  towards  England. 
Holland,  Denmark,  and  Germany.  Round  me  was 
the  limitless  sea.  Near  at  hand,  on  a  desolate  cliff, 
there  stood  an  iron  cross,  at  first  designed  to  bear 
the  portrait  of  Wilhelm  II.  The  only  public  sym- 
bol of  German  rule  on  the  island  other  than 
this  unfinished  cross  is  the  portrait  of  Hoff- 
man von  Fallersleben,  the  author  of  "Deutsch- 
land  uber  alles."  Unfinished,  too,  is  the  great  Zep- 
pelin shed,  and  empty  at  the  foot  of  the  island  the 
newly  constructed  naval  harbor,  which  during  the 
war  was  crowded  with  submarines  ready  to  glide  out 
into  the  unseen  on  their  errands  of  destruction. 

I  left  the  island  by  hydroplane.  As  my  pilot,  a 
cheerful  young  naval  officer,  steered  round  to  the 
South,  I  caught  my  last  glimpse  of  Heligoland,  a 
tiny  black  speck  in  the  sea — a  dwindling  point  in  the 
history  of  the  war  and  the  history  of  the  world.

There  are  tears  in  the  heart 'of  the 'man  who  goes 
on  a  pilgrimage  now  across-  the  battlefields  of 
Flanders  to  the  city  of  wooden  huts'  in  the  ruins  of 
Ypres.  if  he  knew. those  places  -when  they  were 
fighting  grounds  for  the  great  army  *>f  youth,  when 
every  huddle  of  bricks,  every  crossroad,  every  bank 
of  earth,  every  group  of  dead  trees,  every-  Concrete 
fort  in  the  sea  of  shell  craters,  was  a  landmark  of 
that  desperate  conflict  lasting  for  years  hereabout*, 
in  which  hundreds  of  thousands  of  British  soldiers 
fell  with  their  mortal  wounds. 

There  are  many  British  graveyards  in  France.  In 
these  recent  days  I  have  passed  them  again,  where 
their  wooden  crosses  rise  out  of  the  sterile  earth. 
Here  in  the  country  around  Ypres,  for  miles  on 
both  sides  of  the  Menin  Road,  is  the  greatest  of  all 
England's  graveyards,  for  it  is  all  orwe  grave  in 
which  the  flower  of  her  boyhood  fell  in  the  devour- 
ing flame  of  that  hell  which  was  Flanders. 

From  the  ramparts  of  Ypres  to  the  east  of  Pass- 
chendaele  and  the  low  country  beyond  today,  when 
I  went  over  that  country  again,  the  vision  of  all 
the  drama  that  f  had  seen  there  surged  back  to  me, 
the  traffic  of  armies,  the  fields  of  dead,  the  never 
ceasing  labor  of  guns,  until  one  day  by  a  kird  of 
miracle  they  ceased,  and  ajl  was  quiet  at  last,  as 
now,  when  it  is  strangely  and  enormously  quiet. 
Old  Familiar  Noise 

Once  only  today  the  silence  over  this  desert  land 
was  broken  by  an  old  familiar  noise.  There  was  a 
loud,  rending  explosion  and  to  the  right  of  a  hu»i- 
mock  of  earth  there  rose  curly  clouds  01  blprk  and 
white  smoke,  high  into  the  sky.  It  was  like  the 
bursting  of  a    12-inch   shell. 

"What  on  earth  was  that?"  asked  a  man  on  the 
Menin   Road.  •    . 

A   French   peasant  answered  him: 

"They  are  exploding  old  shells  which  they  have, 
collected  in  dug-outs.  Every  yard  of  this  ground  is 
strewn  with  them." 

lie  pointed  to  piles  of  4.2's  and  9-inch  shells  neat- 
ly heaped  along  the  roadside.  I  had  noticed  Thou- 
sands of  them  lying  around  on  the  way  down  from 
Morslcde,  by  Passchendaele.  and  everywhere  there 
were  notices  warning  people  not  to  disturb  the 
shells,  which  are  "dangerous  in  this  district." 

Over  by  Sanctuary  Wood  there  was  a  big  fire 
burning.  It  wasj  bonfire  of  that  brown,  tussocky 
grass  which  has  grown  high  over  all  these  fields 
where  nothing  grew  when  I  knew  them  in  the  years 
of  the  war,  and  that  brought  back  pictures  of  the 
time  when  that  same  place  was  ravaged  by  German 
shells.  Otherwise  the  wide  vista  of  old  battlefields 
bounded  by  the  purple  haze  on  far  ridges  like  that 
of  Messines  and  old  Kemmel  Hill  was  tranquil 
and  motionless,  with  nothing  stirring  but  a  few 
human  ants  prowling  in  old  places  of  strife. 

This  long,  wide  bejt  of  Flanders  is  a  wound  that 
remains  unhealed,  and  the  earth  is  branded  by  the 
mark  of  Cain.  Nothing  grows  there.  There  are  no 
leaf  sprouts  on  the  stumps  of  trees  that  rise  hid- 
eously out  of  the  rigid  waves  of  shell  holes.  The 
land  is  blasted  where  the  trail  of  war  passed  over 
it,  and  it  is  still  one  vast  desert,  haunted  by  innu- 
merable ghosts. 

Enormity  of  Crime 

Standing  there  alone  in  silence,  with  five  years' 
memory,  -one  is  stricken  by  the  enormity  of  the 
crime  that  was  done  here  and  by  this  deep  gashed 
imprint  of  human  tragedy.  The.  earth  itself  asks 
the  mercy  of  God  for  the  outrage  that  has  de- 
flowered it.  Here  and  there  in  the  midst  of  the 
battlefields  in  their  loneliness  some  people  have 
come  hack  "home:"  that  is  to  say,  with  a  c*ourage 
which  I  find  wonderful  have  put  up  little  shanties 
against  the  walls  of  German  pillboxes  and  above 
the  mine  craters  and  shell  craters  where  once  they 
tilled  the  good  fields.  There  is  a  small  colony  of 
tents  near  Gheluvelt,  where  the  5th  and  7th  British 
Divisions  had  their  Iliad  in  the  adventure  of  death. 
They  are  dotted  about  below  Polygon  Wood  and 
along  the  Menin  Road,  by  Hoogc,  where  year  after 
year  gentlemen  of  England  lived  in  lousy  ditches 
with  mineshafts  under  them  and  every  kind  of  *hell 
and  bomb  above  them. 

On  the  edge  of  the  desert  before  I  went  up  to- 
ward Passchendaele  from  the  flat  country  on  the 
Menin  side  I  came  across  a  little  scene  which  was 
fantastic  in  its  aspect,  like  a  poet's  dream.  It  was 
among  the  ruins  of  Dadizccl;  all  its  houses  are 
wrecked,  and  its  old  Flemish  church  with  its  high 
spire  that  one  sees  from  Passchendaele  is  tattered 
and  torn. 

But  today  its  doors  were  flung  wide  open,  and 
out  of  them  down  the  highway  of  the  nave  came 
into  the  glare  of  sunlight  a  pageant  led  by  priests 
and  monks  and  village  maidens.  The  children  were 
dressed  in  white  silk  with  long  trains  and  wore 
golden  crowns.  Behind. them  came  taller  girls, 
crowned  also  above  their  flowing  bair,  and  with 
green  velvet  robes  above  white  embroidered  gowns. 
They  were  like  mediaeval  princesses,  like  those  to 
whom  the  Flemish  troubadours  made  their  songs 
when  Baldwin  was  Connt  of  Flanders  and  the  world 
was  young.  The  children  carried  flowers  before 
them  and  four  princesses  carried  a  statue  of  "Our 
Lady  of  Dadizecl."  And  so  they  wound  their  way 
through  the  ruins  of  their  village,  where  not  a 
house  stands  unbroken  or  unburncd  except  some 
wooden  houses  newly  built. 

Tended  by  Peasants 
In   a   small   cemetery   nearby  lie   the     bodies     of 
some  British  officers  who  iell  a  year  ago.     Flowers 
are  growing  on  their  graves,  and  Flemish  peasants 
tend  them  every  day. 

"Sir,"  said  one  of  them,  "it  is  our  sacred  duty  to 
guard  the  graves  of  your  young  soldiers  as  though 
they  were  our  own  brothers." 

That  was  on  the  edge  of  the  old  battlefields,  and 
from  Dadizeel  I  went  into  the  wilderness  and  came 
again  after  many  miles  to  the  Menin  Gate,  between 
the  ramparts  of  Ypres,  and  saw  again  that  city  of 
ghosts.  The  water  in  the  canal  is  almost  <*ejied  up 
and  the  filth  of  those  years  clogs  it.  The  rags  and 
tatters  of  the  Cloth  Hall  and  the  cathedral  stand 
rather  higher  than  the  other  rubbish  heaps.  No 
labor  of  love  may  restore  the  city  of  Ypres."  It 
will  be  a  new  city  that  rises  again,  and  that  is  not 
yet  begun. 

Yet  there  are  many  people  in  Ypres,  and  at  the 
very  gate  through  which  the  British  troops  used  to 
go  on  their  way  to  HoogV  there  are  now  crowds  of 
women  and  children,  selling  picture  postcards  of 
their  own  ruins  to  tourists  in  motor  cars  and  pil- 
grims afoot,  outside  restaurants  and  cafes  and 
booths  like  those  at  a  country  fair.  There  is  some- 
thing that  shocks  one's  mind  in  this,  if  one  knew 
Ypres  in  the  time  of  war  and  blood  that  soaked 
this  ground,  until  reason  reasserts  itself  over  weak 
emotion  and  says:  "This  is  good.  This  is  life.  This 
is  revival  after  d6ath." 

There  is  one  big  hotel,  built  of  wood,  but  spa- 
cious and  even  elegant,  called  the  Splendid  Hotel, 
surrounded  by  many  little  "baraques,"  and  in  this 
1  had  a  luncheon  at  a  coat  of  seven  francs,  better. 


I  think,  than  one  could  get  in  Paria  for  .twfce-thet 
sum.  The  proprietor  talked  to  me  and  explained 
the  difficulties  of  life  in  Ypres  for  thosn  who*neter, 
tike  himself,  to  pilgrims.  There  is  no  water  among 
the  ruins  for  drinking  or  washing1*  Every  drop  of  it 
has  to  be  fetched  from  a  distance.  There  is  no 
light  except  that  of  oil  burning  lamps.  Food  or- 
dered in  Brussels  on  Monday  does  not  arrive  in 
Ypres  until  Saturday,  and  it  is  impossible  to  get  in 
France,  as  the  customs  delays  are  insuperable. 

Other  people  to  whom  I  talked  in  Ypres  were 
discouraged  by  the  utter  lack  of  help  from -the  Gov- 
ernment, from  which,  as  yet,  they  received  no  in- 
demnities* for  all  their  losses  and  no  advance  by 
which  they  might  build  up  a  little,  and  no  material 
with  which  to  build.  The  Government  seems 
powerless  to  aid  them  because  of  the  great  ruin  of 
Belgium  and  the  lack  of  reparation  from  Germany 
for  all  that  destruction. 


The  High   Place  of  Battle 

Yesterday  the  blue  waters  of  the  Lac  d*  Aonecy. 
Today,  under  grey  skies,  the  marshes  wh^ch  lie  be- 
tween Albert  and  Arras.  But  at  last  one  has 
found  English  people  in  France.  It  is  not  yet  to 
the  great  resorts  of  the  mountains  that  they  are 
going,  writes  a  London  Times  correspondent  from 
Albert. 

Not  yet,  for  still  this  land  which  stretches  from 
Boulogne  to  the  heights  of  Laon  is  potent  to  bind 
and  compel.  One  is  drawn  to  it  as  it  were  by 
hands  invisible.  In  shrinking  one  goes  up  by  the 
ways  of  sorrow.  But  to  turn  back  is  harder  than 
ever  was  the  coming.'  The  spirits  that  brood  in 
that  desolation  arc  rare  and  intimate. 

It  is  all  so  unexpected,  too.  with  the  unexpected- 
ness of  death.  You  may  not  foresee  because  the 
wind  that  moves  eternally  on  this  high  plateau,  the 
grass,  rough  and  yellow,  that  is  wrapped  about  the 
face  of  it,  the  wild  fowl  which  haunt  every  strip  of 
its  waters,  will  defeat  prevision.  In  its  vastness 
will  come  the  knowledge1,  swift  as  the  pass  of  a 
sword,  that  it  is  a  temple  everlasting,  inviolable, 
unobscured,  which  the  assaults  of  battle  might  in 
no  wise  profane.  Yonder  in  the  world  of  men  the 
thought  of*  towns  and  villages  brought  to  destruc- 
tion must  stir  emotion;  Up  here,  in  full  sight  of 
them,  the  ruins  are  without  dread.  They  are  al- 
most without  significance.  One  goes  forth  from 
them  quickly  to  the  lone  moorland  under  the  sky 
where  is  silence  of  the  eternal  years  and  desola- 
tion such  as  human  hands  may  not  achieve  nor 
destroy. 

The  Beckoning  Spirits 

And  in  great  silence  one  finds  here,  as  in  old 
sanctuaries,  the  sweetness  of  a  man's  life  and  its 
power.  For  the  air  is  quick,  if  you  will  believe  it, 
•with  the  spirits  of  those  who  died.  They  are  about 
you,  touching,  welcoming;  they  move  with  your 
steps  on  the  light  sward;  they  beckon  to  you  from 
the  slopes  of  the  upland  which  are  their  secure 
habitation.  Yonder  is  Thiepval;  High  Wood  is 
ov*er  there,  and  Mametz  .  .  .  away  beyond 
the  sky  line  Bethune,  and  the  south  Peronne  and 
the  Somme  River.  How  easily  they  are  going,  in 
these  familiar  ways  that  ate  so  empty,  save  where 
yellow  cornflowers  and  poppies  and  blue  forget- 
me-nots  are  growing  again  in  the  little  vales  that 
divide  the  plain! 

You  came  perhaps— it  was  the  writer's  experi- 
ence— to  seek  a  dear  name  on  one  of  the  Uttle 
crosses  that  are  set  here  and  there  where  a  brave 
man  fell.  But  the  seeking  grows  a  smaller  thing 
now,  for  somehow — it  is  not  to  be  explained — they 
will  find  you,  those  you  loved,  within  this  temple. 
It  will  not  matter,  then,  in  which  of  the  little 
graveyards  poor  bodies  have  been  laid;  do  you  not 
feel  the  burning  of  your  heart?  Lift  up  your  eyes. 
For  there  is  a  great  strength  and  great  comfort  in 
these  high  places. 

The  old  lines  of  the  trenches  stretch  away  from 
horizon  to. horizon,  white,  like  read  men's  bones. 
The  entrances  to  the  dug-outs  are  gaping  Still, 
some  of  them,  but  flowers  and  greenery  have  hid- 
den the  greater  number.  That  is  not  interesting 
except  in  a  remote  way,  because  with  the  terror 
the  life,  too,  is  gone  out  of  it  all.  Thought  will 
not  be  yoked  to  such  relics;  it  will  go  free  along 
the  horizon  of  tlje  years.  It  will  wrap  itself  in 
dim  fabrics  of  memory,  in  the  warp  and  woof  of 
which  are  childhood  days  and  old  games,  rare 
heart-openings  of  boyhood,  when,  indeed,  all 
tfiings  were  possible;  the  architecture  of  lives  that 
waited  still  upon  the  building,  and  at  this  last 
high  endeavor  when  a  man  might  turn  no  longer 
to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left. 

"What  do  you  think  of  it,  eh?  All  things  con- 
sidered, better  than  the  plans  wc  made."  And  with 
unbowed  head  you  answer  the  sweet  wind  that  h  is 
better.  And  in  the  red  sunset  you  are  near  again, 
as  though  the  years  were  unrolled.  'Cheerio!  It 
is  very  bright  there  in  the  West.  So  it  is  each 
night  when  the  sun  goes  down." 

Thus  it  is  well  that  the  English  people  have 
come  here  before  ever  they  went  afield  to  the 
sunny  lands.  It  is  well  that  with  bare  hands  they 
have  touched  these  their  altars  and  moved  awhile 
in  this  company  of  the  yoong  dead.  These  must 
not  go  forsaken  upon  their  plains,  nor  yet  in  lone- 
liness. It  is  not  enough  that  the  white  graves  lie 
side  by  side,  and  that  the  place  of  them  has  been 
sought  and  found.     , 


A  FAMOUS  FRENCH  TRENCH 


A  dramatic  incident  of  the  defence  of  Verdun 
was  recalled  when  Cardinal  Dubois,  the  Archbishop 
of  Rouen,  consecrated  the  temporary  graveyard  at 
what  used  to  be  Douaumont. 

"Near  by  is  the  famous  Tranchee  dea  Fusils.  At 
the  very  height  of  the  German  bombardment  a  relief 
section  of  the  137th  Regiment  was  making  its  way 
in  single  file  along  this  narrow  trench  when  a  salvo 
of  heavy  shells  scored  a  direct  hit,  and  blew  in  the 
trench.  Every  man  of  the  section  was  buried* as 
he  stood.  And  they  are  still  there,  standing,  and  not 
very  deep,  for  the  muzzles  of  their  rifles  are  sticking 
15  inches  or  so  out  of  the  ground  in  a  row."

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Science  in  Peace  and  War— Presidential  Address  Before 


The  presidential  address  before  the  meeting  of 
the  British  Association  mil  delivered  by  the  Hon. 
Sir  Charles  A.  Parsons,  K-C-B.,  D.&c..:  F.R.S.,  He 
said:  •< 

Three  years  of  anxiety  and  stress  have  'paused 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  British  Association. 
The  weight  of  the  struggle  which  pressed  heavily 
upon  us  at  the  time  of  the  Newcaatle  meeting  in 
1916  had  increased  so  much  in  intensity  by,    thc# 
Spring  of  1917  that  the  council,  after  consultation 
with  the  local  committee  at  Bournemouth,  finally 
decided  to  cancel  the   Summer  meeting     of     that 
year.    This  ;was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
association  that  an  annual  meeting  was  not  held. 
We  are  gathered  together  at  a  time  when,  after 
a  great  upheaval,  the  elemental  conditions  of  or- 
ganiaation  of  the  world  are  still  in  flux,  and     we 
have  to  consider  how  to  influence  and  mould  the 
recrystallization  of  these  elements  into  the     best 
form*  and  most  economic  arrangements   for     the 
benefit  of  civilization.      That   the   British   Associa- 
tion is  capable  of  exerting  a  great     influence     in 
guiding  the  nation  towards  advancement     in.  the 
sciences  and  arts  in  the  most  general  sense  there 
can  be  no  question,  and  of  this  we  may  be  assured 
by  a  study  of  its  proceedings  in  conjunction  with 
the   history  of   contemporary   progress.     Although 
the    British    Association    cannot    claim   any     para- 
mount prerogative  in  this  good  work,  yet  it     can 
certainly  claim  to  provide  a  free  arena  for  discus- 
sion where  in  the  past  new  theories  in  sciencet  new 
propositions  for   beneficial   change,     new_  sugges- 
tions .  for  casting  aside  fetters  to  the  advancement 
in  science,  art  and  economics  have  first  seen     the 
light  of  publication  and  discussion. 

For  more  than  half  a  century  it  has  pleaded 
strongly  for  the  advancement  of  science  and  its 
tpplieation  to.  the  arts,  and  it  has,  since  its  com- 
mencement, paid  out  of  its  own  funds  upwards  of 

Engineering  Before  the  War 
.  The  advances  in  engineering  during  the  .  last 
twenty  years  are  too  many  and  complex  to  allow 
if  their  description,  however  short,  in  one  ad- 
Iress,  and  I  ahall  refer  only  to  aome  of  the  most 
mportant  features  of  this  wide  subject.  This  year 
narks  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  death  of  James 
A'att,  and  reviewing  the  past,  it  appears  that  Eng- 
land has  gained  her  present  proud  position  by  her 
sarly  enterprise,  and  by  the  success  of  the  Watt 
steam  engine,  which  enabled  her  to  become  the 
first  country  to  develop  her  resources  in  coal,  and 
led  to  the  establishment  of  her  great  manufactures^ 
and  her  immense  mercantile  marine. 

Turbines 
Watt  had  considered  the  practicability-  of  the 
turbine.  The  turbine  of  today  carries  the  expan- 
sion of  steam  much  further  than  has  been  found 
possible  in  any  reciprocating  engine,  and  owing  to 
this  property  it  has  surpassed  it  in  the  economy  of 
coal,  and  it  realizes  to  the  fullest  extent  Watt's 
ideal  of  the  expansion  of  steam  from  the  boiler  to 


dinary  engineering  by  50  per  cent.  The  alloys  of 
steel  and  manganese  with  which  Sir  Robert  Had- 
tield's  name  is  associated  have  proved  of  utility  in 
immensely  increasing  the  durability  of  railway  and 
tramway  points  and  croasinga,  and  for  the  hard 
teeth  of  machinery  for  the  crushing  of  stone  and 
othtr  materials. 

Brief  reference  must  also  be  made  to  the  im- 
portant work  of  one  of  the  committees  of  the 
British  Association  appointed  in  1908,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  the  late  Sir  William  Preece,  for 
the  investigation  of  gaseous  explosions,  with 
special  reference  to  temperature.  One  investiga- 
tion in  particular  has  proved  to  be  a  guiding  star 
to  the  designers  and  manufacturers  of  internal 
combustion  engines  in  this  cbuntry.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  .committee  more  directly  associated 
with  this  were  Sir  Dngaid  Clerk,  Professor     Cal- 


endar and  the  late  Profeasor  Bertram  Hopkinson. 
It  showed  that  the  intensity  of  the  heat     radiated 
by  the  incandescent. gases  to  the     walla     Of     the 
cylinder  of  a  gas  engine  increases  with  the  size  of 
the  cylinder.    The  intensity  was  also  shown  to  in- 
crease rapidly  with  the  richness  of  the  gas.     It  suf- 
fices now  to  say  that  the  heat  in  a  large  cylinder 
with1  a  rich  explosive  mixture  is  so  intense  that  the 
metal  eventually  cracks.     The  investigation  shows 
why  this  occurs,  and  by  doing  so  has  saved  enor- 
mous sums  to  the  makers  of  gas  and  oil  engines  in 
this  country,  and  has  led  them  to  avoid  the  large 
cylinder,  so  common  in  Germany  before  the  war, 
in  favor  of  a  multiplicity  of  smaller  cylinders. 
Science  In  the  War 
Though  British  men  of  science  had  not  formerly 
been  adequately  recognized  in  relation  to  war  and 
the  safety  of  their  Country,  yet  at  the  call  of  the 
sailors  and  the  soldiers  they  whole-heartedly,  and 
-with  intense  zeal,  devoted  themselves  to  repair  the 
negligence  of  the  past,  and  to  apply  their  unrival- 
led  powers  and   skill  to   encounter  and  overcome 
the     long-standing     machinations  of     the     enemy. 
They  worked  in  close  collaboration  with  the  men 
of   science    of    the    Allied    nations,    and    eventually 
produced   better   war   material,   chemicals   and   ap- 
paratus of  all  kinds  for  vanquishing  the  enemy  and 
the  saving  of  our  own  men  than  had  been  devised 
by   the   enemy   during   many  years   of   preparation 
planned  on  the  basis  of  a  total  disregard  of  treat- 
ies and  the  conventions  of  war.      , 

Four  years  is  too  short  a  time  for  much  scien- 
tific invention  to  blossom  to  useful  maturity,  even 
under  she  forced,  exigencieT  of  war  and  Govern- 
ment control.  The  work  of  the  scientists  during 
the  war  has  perforce  been  directed.,  more  to  the 
application  of  known  principles,  trade  knowledge 
and  properties  erf  matter  to  the  waging  of  war, 
than -to  the  making  of  new  and  laborious  dis- 
coveries, though,  in  effecting  such  applications,  in- 
ventions of  a  high  order  have  been  achieved,  some 
of  which  promise  to  be  of  great  usefulness  in  time 
of  peace. 

Destructive  Energy 

The  destructive  energy  in  the  field  and  afloat  has 


the  lowest  vapor  pressure  obtainable  in  the  con-         multjp,ied  many  hundredfold  since  the  time  of  the 


denser. 

During  the  twenty  years  immediately  preceding 
the  war  turbo  generators  had  increased  in  size 
from  500  to  25,000  kilowatts,  and  the,  consumption 
of  steam  had  fallen  worn  17  to  10.31b.  per  kw.  hour. 
Turbines  nave  become'  the  recognized  :  means  of 
generating  electricity  from  steam  on  a  large  scale, 
ilthough  they  have  not  superseded  the  Watt-  en- 
gine for  pumping  mines  or  (he  drawing  of  coal, 
sxcept  in  so  far  as  it  is  a  means  for  generating 
ilectricity  for  these  purposes.  In  the  same  period 
the  engine  power  of  the  mercantile  marine  had 
risen  from  3.900  of  the  King  Edward  to  75.000 
of  the  Mauretania. 

Naval  Construction 
As  regard's  the  Royal  Navy,  the  engine  power  of 
battleships'  before  the  war  had  increased  from  12,- 
000  i.h.p.  to  30,000  s.h.p.,  while  the  speed  advanced 
from  17  knots  to  23  knots,  and  during  the  war,  in 
ships  of  the   Queen   Elizabeth     class,   the     power 
amounted  to  75,000  s.h.p.,  with  a  speed  of  25  knots. 
In  cruisers  similar  advances  were  made.    The  i.h.p. 
of  the  Powerful  was  25,000,  while  the  s.h.p.  of  the 
Queen    Mary    was    78,000,    with    a    speed    of    28 
knots.     During  the  war  the  power  obtained  with 
geared  turbines  in  the  Courageous  class  was  100.- 
000  s.h.p.,  with  a  speed  of  32  knots,  the  maximum 
power  transmitted  through  one  gear  wheel  being 
25,000  h.p.,  and   through  one   pinion     1 5,500  •   h.p., 
while  in  destroyers  speeds  up  to  39  knots  have  been 
obtained.    The  aggregate  horse-power  of  war  and 
mercantile  turbined  vessels  throughout   the  world 
is  now  about  35  millions.    With  these  advances  in 
power  and   speed   the  names  of  Lord   Fisher,   Sir 
William  White  and  Sir  Henry  Oram   will  always 
be  associated. 

With  the  great  work  of  the  Royal  Navy  fresh  in 
our  minds,  we  cannot  but  recall  the  .  prominent 
part  taken  by  the  late  Sir  William  White  in  its 
construction.  Largely  to  him  was  due  the  effi- 
ciency of  our  vessels  in  the  Great  War.  So  much 
discussion  has  taken  place  in  the  last  four  years  as 
to  the  best  construction  of  ship  to  resist  torpedo 
attacks  that  it  is  interesting  to  recall  that  White 
in  his  Cantor  lectures  to  the  •Royal  Society  of  Arts 
in  1006,  said: 

"Up  to  'date  the  balance  of  opinion  has  favored 
minute  watertight  subdivisions  and  comparatively 
thin  watertight  compartments,  rather  than  the  use 
of  internal  armor,  whose  use,  of  course,  involves 
large  expenditure  of  weigh*  and  cost."  The  pres- 
ent war  has  most  amply  confirmed  his  views  and 
conclusions,  then  so  lucidly  and  concisely  ex- 
pressed. ' 

While  on  the  subject  of  steamships,  it  may  per- 
haps be  opportune  to  say  one  word  as  to  their 
further  development.  The  siee  of  ships  had  been 
steadily  increasing  up  to  the  time  of  the  war,  re- 
sulting in  a  reduction  of  power  required  to  propel 
them  per  ton  of  displacement.  On  the  other  hand, 
thanks  to  their  greater  size  and  more  economical 
machinery,  speeds  have  been  increased  when  the 
traffic  has  justified  the  greater  cost.  The  limiting 
factor  to  .further  increase  in  size  is  the  depth  of 
Water  in  the  harbors.  With  this  restriction  re- 
removed,  there  is  no  obstacle  to  building  ships  up 
to  1,000  feet  In  length  or  more,  provided  the 
volume  and  character  of  the  traffic  are  such  as  to 
justify  the  capital  outlay. 

Steel  Alloy* 
Among  other  important  pre-war  developments, 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  .discovery  and  ex- 
tensive use  of  alloys 'of  steel.  The  wonderful  pro- 
perties conferred  upon  ateef  by  the  addition  of 
tungsten  were  discovered  by  Mushet  in  \fiti&,  and 
later  this  alloy  was  investigated  and  improved  by 
Maunsel.  White  and  Taylor,  of  Philadelphia. 
Tungsten  steel  has  revolutionized  the  design  of 
machine  tools,  and  has  increased  the  output  on 
heavy  munition  work  by  100  per  cent,  and  in  or> 


Napoleonic  wars;  both  before  and  during  the  war 
the  size  of  guns  and  the  efficiency  of  explosives 
and  shell  increased  immensely,  and  many,  new  im- 
plements of  destruction  were  added.  Modern 
science  and  engineering  enabled  armies  unpre- 
cedented in  size,  efficiency  and  equipment  to  be 
drawn  from  all  parts  of  the  world  and  to  be  con- 
centrated rapidly  in  the  fighting  line. 

To  *duild    up   the    stupendous    fighting   organiza- 
tion,  ships  have   been   taken   from     their     normal 
trade    routes,    locomotives   and    material    from    the 
home   railways,   the   normal    manufactures   of     the 
country  have  been  largely  diverted  to  munitions  of 
war;   the   home   railways,   tramways,   roads,     build- 
ings and  constructions,  and  materials  of  all  kinds 
have   been  allowed   to   depreciate.     The   amount   of 
depreciation  in  roads  and  raifways  alone  has  been 
estimated  at  400  millions  per  annum     at     present 
prices.    Upon  the  community  at  home  a  very  great 
and   abnormal   strain   has   been   thrown,     notwith- 
standing  the   increased    output   per   head     of     the 
workers  derived   from   modern   methods     and     im- 
proved machinery.     In  short,  we  have  seen  for  the 
first  time  in  history  nearly  the  whole  populations 
of  the  principal  contending  nations  enlisted  in  in- . 
tense   personal   and   collective   effort   in    the     con- 
test,  resulting  in   unprecedented   loss   of   life     and 
destruction  of  capital. 

A  few  figures  will  assist  us  to  realize  the  great 
difference  between  this  war  and  all  preceding  wars. 
At  Waterloo,  in  181 5,  9,044  artillery  rounds  were 
fired,  haying  a  total  weight  of  37.3  tons,  while  on 
one  day  during  the  last  offensive  in  France,  on  the 
British  front  alone,  943,837  artillery  rounds  were 
fired,  weighing  18,080  tone — over  100  times  the 
number  of  rounds,  and  nearly  540  times  the  weight 
of  projectiles.  Again,  in  the  whole  of  the  South 
African  War,  273,000  artillery  rounds  were  fired, 
weighing  approximately  2,800  tons,  while  during 
the  whole  war  in  France',  on  the  British  front 
alone,  over  170  million  artillery  rounds  were  fired, 
weighing  nearly  three  and  a  half  million  tons — 622 
times  the  number  of  founds,  and  about  1,250  times 
the  weight  of  projectiles. 

However  great  these  figures  in  connection  with 
modern  land  artillery  may  be,  they  become  almost 
insignificant  when  compared  with  those  in  respect 
of  a  modern  naval  battle  squadron.  The  Queen 
Elizabeth  when  firing  all  her  guns  discharges 
eighteen  tons  of  metal  and  develops  1.870,000  foot- 
tons  of  energy.  She  is  capable  of  repeating  this 
discharge  once  every  minute,  and  when  doing-  so 
develops  by  her  guns  an  average  of  127,000  effec- 
tive horse-power,  or  more  than  one  and  a  half 
times  the  power  of  her  propelling  machinery,  and 
this  energy  is  five  times  greater  than  the  maximum 
average  energy  developed  on  the  Western  front  by 
British  guns.  Furthermore,  they  would  for  the 
instant  be  developing  energy  at  the  rate  of  13,132,- 
000  horse-power.  From  these  figures  we  can  form 
some  conception  of  the  vast  destructive  energy 
'  developed  in  a  modern  naval  battle. 

Sound- Ranging  and  Listening  Devices 
Probably  the  most  interesting  development  dur- 
ing the  war  has  been  the  extensive  application  of 
sound-listening  devices  for  detecting  and  localizing 
the  enemy.  The  sound-ranging  apparatus  de- 
veloped by  Professor  Bragg  and  his  son,  by  which 
the  position  of  an  enemy  gun  can  be  determined 
from  electrically  recorded  times  at  which  the  sound 
wave  from  the  gun  patses  over  a  number  of  re- 
ceiving stations,  has  enabled  our  artillery  to  con- 
centrate their  lire  on  the  enemy's  guns,  and  often 
to  destroy  them.  During  1917  locations  by  sound- 
ranging  reached  about  30,000  for  the  whole  army, 
this  number  being  greater  than  that  given  by  any 
other  means  of  location.  A  single  good  set  of  ob- 
servations could  be  relied  upon  to  give  the  posi- 
tion of  an  enemy  gun  to  about  50  yards  at  7.000 


yards  range.     It  could  also  be  carried  on     during 
considerable  artillery  activity. 

The  apparatus  for  localizing  noifies  transmitted 
Through  the  ground  hue  been  much  used  for  the 
detection  of  enemy  mining  and-,  counter-mining 
operations.  Acoustic  tubes,  microphones  and  am- 
plifying valves  have  been  employed  to  increase  the 
volume  of  very  faint  noises. 

Locating  Submarines 
Of  all  the  physical  disturbances  emitted  or  pro- 
duced by  a  moving  submarine,  thdse  most  easily 
detected,  and  at  the  greatest  distance,  are"  the 
pressure  waves  set  up  in  the  water,  by  vibrations 
produced  by  the  vessel  and  her  machinery.  A 
great  variety  of  iastruments  have  been  devised 
during  the  war  for  detecting  these  noises,  depend- 
ing on  microphones  and  magnetophones  of  exceed- 
ingly high  sensitivity.  Among  them  may  be  parti- 
cularly mentioned  the  hydrophones  ^devised  by 
Captain  Ryan  and  Professor  Bragg,  being  adapta- 
tions of  the  telephone  transmitter  to  work  in 
water,  instead  of  air.  These  instruments,  when 
mounted  so  as  to  rotate,  are  directional,  being  in- 
sensitive to  sound  waves  whose  front  is  perpen- 
dicular to  the  plane  of  the  diaphragm  and  giving  ' 
the  loudest  sound  when  the  diaphragm 'is  parallel 
.to  the  wave  front. 

Another  preferable  method  for  determining  direc- 
tion is  to  use  two  hydrophones  coupled  to  two  re- 
ceivers, one  held  to  each  ear.     This  is  called  the 
biaural  method,  and  enables  the  listener  to  recog- 
nize the  direction  from  which  the  sound  emanates. 
When  the  vessel  is  in  motion  or  the  sea  is  rough 
the  water  noises  from  the  dragging  of  the  instru- 
ment through  the  water  and  from  the  waves  strik- 
ing the  ship  drown  the  noises  from  the  enemy  ves- 
sel and  under  such  conditions  the  instruments  are 
useless.*  The  assistance  of  eminent  biologists  was 
of   invaluable   help   at   this   juncture.      Experiments 
were  made  with  sea   lions   by   Sir   Richard  Paget 
who  found  that  they  have  directional  hearing  under 
water  up  to  speeds  of  six  knots.     Also  Professor 
Keith  explained  the  construction  of  the  hearing  or- 
gans of  the  whale,  the  ear  proper  being  a  capillary 
tube,   too   small   to   be   capable  of  pesforming  any 
useful  function   in   transmitting   sound   to  the     re- 
latively large  aural  organs,  jwhich   are  deep  set  in 
the  head.    The  whale,  therefore,  hears  by  means  of 
the    sound   waves   transmitted   through     the      sub- 
stance of  the  head.     It  was  further  seen  that  the 
organs  of  hearing  of   the   whale   to   some   degree 
resembled   the   hydrophone. 

The  course  now  became  clear.  Hollow  towing 
bodies  in  the  form  of  .fish  or  porpoises  mere  made 
of  celluloid,  varnished  canvas,  or  very  thin  metal, 
and  the  hydrophone  suitably  fixed  in  the  centre  of 
the  head.  The  body  is  filled  with  water,  and  the 
cable  towirfg  the  fish  contains  the  insulated  leads 
to  the  observer  on  board  the  vessel.  When  towed 
at  some  distance  behind  the  chasing  ship  disturb- 
ing noises  are  small,  and  enemy  noises  can  be 
heard  up  to  speeds  of  fourteen  knots  and  at  con- 
siderable distances.  Thermionic  amplifying  valves 
have  been  extensively  used  and  Have  added  much 
to  the  sensitiveness  of  the  hydrophone  invits  many 
forms> 

Echo  Method  of  Detection 
After  the  loss  of  the  Titanic  by  collision  with 
an  iceberg,  Lewis  Richardson  was  granted  two 
patents  in  191 2  for  the  detection  of  above-water 
objects  by  their  echo  in  the  air.  and  underwater 
objects  by  the  echo  transmitted  through  the  water. 
The  echo  method  of  detection  was  not,  however, 
practically  developed  until  French  and  English 
scientists,  with  whom  was  associated  Professor 
Langevin,  of  the  College  de  France,  realizing  its 
importance  for  submarine  detection,  brought  the 
apparatus  to  a  high  degree  of  perfection  and 
utility  shortly  before  the  armistice.  Now,  with 
beams,  of  high-frequency  sound  waves,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  sweep  the  seas  for  the  detection  of  any 
submerged  object,  .such  as  icebergs,  submarines, 
surface  vessels  and  rocks;  tfiey  may  also  be  used  to 
make  soundings.  It  enables  a  chasing  ship  to  pick 
up  and  close  in  on  a  submarine  situated  more  than 
a  mile  away.  ,  . 

The  successful  development  of  sound-ranging  ap- 
paratus on   land  led  to  the  .suggestion   by   Profes- 
sor Bragg  that  a  modified  form  could  be  used  to 
locate  under-water  explosions.     It  has  been   found 
that  the   shock  of  an   explosion   can     be     detected 
hundreds  of  miles  from  its  source  by  means  of  a' 
submerged   hydrophone,  and   that   the   time'  of   the 
arrival   of   the   sound   wave   can   be   recorded   with 
great  precision.     At  the  end  of  the  war  the  sound- 
ranging  stations  were  being  used  for  the  detection 
of   positions   at    sea,   required   for   strategical     pur- 
poses.    The  sarhe  stations  are  now  being  used  ex- 
tensively" for  the  determination  of  such  positions  at 
sea'  as  light-f  essels,  buoys  which  indicate  channels 
and   obstructions   such   as   sunken     ships.     By  this 
meaps   ships   steaming   in    fog,  can   be   given   their 
positions  with  accuracy  for  ranges  up  to  500  miles. 
Leader  gear,  first  used  by  the  Germans  to  direct 
their    ships    through    their    minefields,   and     subse- 
quently used  by  the  Allies,  consists  of  an  insulated 
cable  laid  on  the  bottom  of  the  sea.  earthed  at  the 
further  end,  and  through  which  an  alternating  cur- 
rent is  passed.     By  means  of  delicate   devices  in- 
stalled on  .a  ship,  she  is  able  to  follow  the  cable  at 
any  speed  with  as  much  precision  as  a  railless  elec- 
tric bus  can  follow  its  trolley  wire.     Cables  up  to 
fifty  miles  long  have   been  used,  and   this     device 
promises  to  be  invaluable  to  ships  navigating  nar- 
row and  tortuous  channels  and  entering  or  leaving 
harbors  in  a  fog. 

Aircraft 


observations  on  the  comparative  utility  of  aero- 
planes and  airships  for  commercial  purposes.  In 
the  case  of  the  aeroplane,  the  weight  per  horse- 
power increases  with  the  tiae,  ower  things  being 
equal.  This  increase,  however,  is  met  to  aome  ex- 
tent by  a  multiplicity  of  engines,  though  in  the 
fu&ilage  the  increase  remains. 

Qn  the  other  hand,  with  the  airship  the  advan-  , 
tage  increases  with  the  aiie,  as  in  all  ships.  The 
tractive  effort  per  ton  of  displacement  diminishes 
in  inverse  proportion  to  the  dimensions,  other, 
things,  including  the  speed,  being  the  same.  Thus, 
an  airship  of  750  fee*  length  and  aixty  tons  dis- 
placement may  require  a  tractive  force  of  5  per 
cent,  or  three  tons,  at  sixty  milea  per  hour,  and 
one  of  1,500  feet  in  length  and  8x60—480  tons  dis- 
placement would  only  require  2*4  per  centx48o— 12 
tons  at  the  aame  speed,  and  would,  carry  fuel  for 

double  the  distance. 

'  With  the  same  proportion  of  weight  of  hull  to 
displacement,  the  larger  airship  would  »tand  double 
the  wind  pressure,  and  would  weather  storms  of 
greater  violence  and  hailstones  of  greater  size.  It 
would  be  more  durable,  the  proportional  upkeep 
would  be  less,  and  the  proportional  loss  of  gas 
considerably  less.  In  other  words,  it  would  lose  a 
less  proportion  of  its  buoyancy  per  day. 

The  airship  appears  to  have  a  great  future  for 
special  commerce  where  time  is  a  dominant  factor 
and  the  demand  is  sufficient  to  justify  a  large  air- 
ship. It  has  alsd  a  great  field  in  the  opening  up 
of  new  countries  where  other  means  of  com- 
munication are  difficult.  The  only  limitation  to 
size  will  be  the  cost  of  the  airship  and  its  sheds, 
just  as  in  steam  vessels  it  is  the  cost  of  the  ves- 
sels and  the  cost  of  deepening  the  harbors  that 
limit  the  size  of  Atlantic  liners. 

Such   developments   generally   take   place   slowly, 
otherwise  failures  occur — as   in   the  Ca.se     of     the 
Great  Eastern— and  it  may  be  many  years  before  the 
airship  is  increased  from  the  present  maximum  of 
750  feet  to  1,500  feet  with  success,  but  it  will  as- 
suredly  come.     If,   however,  the   development     is 
subsidized  or  assisted   by   Government,     incidental 
failures   may   be   faced   with   equanimity  and   very 
rapid    development   accomplished.     In    peace  .  time 
the  seaplane,  aeroplane  and  airship  will  most  cer- 
tainly have  their  uses.    But,  except  for  special  ser- 
vices of  high   utility,  it   is  questionable     whether 
they  will  play  more  than  a  minor  part  as  compared 
with  the  steamship,  railway  and  motor  transport. 
Cheap  Electricity 
The  supply  and  use     of     electricity  ,  have     de- 
veloped rapidly  in  recent  years.     For  lighting  it  is 
the  rival  of  gas,  though  each  has  its  advantages. 
As  a  means  of  transmitting  power  over  long  dis- 
tances it  has  no  rival,  and  its  efficiency  is  so  high 
that  when  generated  on  a  large  scale     and     dis- 
tributed over  large  areas  it  is  a  cheap  and  reliable 
source  of  power  for  working  factories,  tramways,, 
suburban  railways  and  innumerable  other  purposes, 
including  metallurgical  and  chemical,  processes.     It 
is  rapidly    superseding    locally    generated    .steam- 
power,  and  is  a  rival  to  the  small  and  moderate- 
sized  gas  and  oil  engines.     It  has  made  practicable 
the  use  of  water-power  through  the  generation  of 
electricity  in  bulk  at  the  natural  falls,  front  which 
the  power  is  transmitted  to  the.  consumers,  sbhleA 
times  at  great  distances. 

The,  greatest  element  in  reducing  the  cost  of 
electricity  is  the  provision  of  a  good  load  factor;  in 
other  words,  the  utilisation  of  the  generating  plant 


In  August,  1014.  the  British  Air  Service  pos- 
sessed a  total  of  272  machines,  whereas  in  October, 
1918,  just  prior  to  the  armistice,  the  Royal  Air 
Force  possessed  over  22,000  effective  machines. 
During  the  first  twelve  months  of  the  war  the 
average  monthly  delivery  of  aeroplanes  to  our  Fly- 
ing Service  was  fifty,  while  during  the  last  twelve 
months  of  the  war  the  average  deliveries  were 
2,700  per  month.  So  far  as  aero-engines  are  con-, 
cerned*  our  position  in  1914  .was  by  no  means 
satisfactory.  We  depended  for  a  large  proportion 
of  our  supplies  on  other  countries.  In  the  Aerial 
Derby  of  1913,  of  the  eleven  machines  that 
started,  not  one  had  a  British  engine.  By  the  end 
of  the  war.  however,  British  aero-engines  had 
gained  the  foremost  place  in  design  and  manufac- 
ture, and  were  well  up  to  requirements  as  regards 
supply.  The  total' horse-power  produced  in  the 
last  twelve  months  of  the  war  approximated  to  eight 
millions  of  brake  horse-power,  a  figure  quite,  com- 
parable with  the  total  horse-power  of  the  marine 
engine  output  of  the  country. 

The  Commercial  Airship 

In  view  of  the  recent  transatlantic  flights.  I  feel 
that  it  may   be  opportune  to  make  the  following 


ind*  mains  to'  the  gieatest  extent  during  the 
twenty-four  hour*  of  each  day  throughout  the  year. 
This  is  a  far  more  important  consideration  than 
the  size  of  the  station,  and  it- is  secured  to  the  best 
advantage  in  most  cases  by  a  widespread  network 
of  mains,'  supplying  a  diversity  of  consumers  and 
uses,  each  requiring  current  at  different  times  df 
the  day.  The  total  load  of  each  station  being  thus 
an  average  of  the  individual  loads  of  a  number  of 
consumers  is,  in  general,  far  less  fluctuating  than 
in  the  case  of  small  generating  and  distributing 
systems,  which  supply  principally  one  class  of  con- 
sumer, a  state  of  affairs  that  exists  in  London,  for 
instance,  at  the  present  time. 

The  amount  of  available  water-power  in  the 
British  Isles  is  very  small  compared  with  the  total 
in  other  countries.  According  to  the  latest  es- 
timates, the  total  in  the  British  Isles  is  -under  one 
and  a  half  million  horse-power,  whereas  Canada 
alone  possesses  over  twenty  millions,  of  which  over 
two  millions  have  already  been  harnessed.  In  the 
rest  of  the  British  Empire  there  are  upwards  of 
thirty  millions,  and  in  the  remainder  of  the  world 
at  least  150  millions,  so  that  England  herself  pos- 
sesses less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  water-power  of 
the  world.  Further,  it  has  been  estimated  that  she 
only  possesses  2J4  per  cent  of  the  whole  coal  of 
the  world. 

British  Coal  Supplies 
I  have  said  thst  England  owes  her  modern  great- 
ness to  the  early  development  of  her  coal.  Upon 
it  she  must  continue  to  depend  almost  exclusively 
for  her  heat  and  source  bf  power,  including  that 
required  for  propelling  her  vast  mercantile  marine. 
Nevertheless,  she  is  nsing  up  her  resources  in  coal 
much  more  rapidly  than  most  other  countries  are 
consuming  theirs,  and  long  before  any  near  ap- 
proach to  exhaustion  is  reached  her  richer  seams 
will  have  become  impoverished,  and  the  cost  of 
mining  so  much  increased  that,  given  cheap  trans- 
port, it  might  pay  her  better  to  import  coal  from 
richer  fields  of  almost  limitless  extent  belonging  to 
foreign  countries  and  workable  at  a  much  lower 
cost  than  her  own. 

Let  us  endeavor  to  arrive  at  some  approximate 
estimate  of  the  economic  value  of  the  principal 
sources  of  power.  The  present  average  value  of 
the  royalties  on  coal  in  England  is  about  6d.  per 
ton,  but  to  this  must  be  added  the  profit  derived 
from'  mining  operations  after  paying  royalties  and 
providing  for  interest  on  the  capital  expended  and 
for  its  redemption  as  wasting  capital.  After .  con- 
sultation with  several  leading  experts  in  these  mat- 
ters, I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  about  is. 
per  ton  represents  the  pre-war  market  value  of 
coal  in  the  seams  In  England. 

It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that,  in  addi- 
tion, coal  has  a  considerable  value  as  a  national  as- 
set, for  on  it  depends  the  prosperity  of  the  great 
industrial  interests  of  the  country,  which  *  con- 
tribute a  large  portion  of  the  wealth  and  revenue. 
Frojp  this  point  of  view  the  present  value  of  un- 
mWied  coal  seems  not  to  have  been  sufficiently  ap- 
preciated in  the  past  and  that  in  the  future  it 
shonld_be  better  appraised  at  its  true  value  to  the 
v  nation. 

This  question  may  be  viewed  from  another  as- 
pect by  making  a  comparison  of  the  cost  of  pro- 


ducing a  given  amount,  of  electrical  power  from 
coal  and  from  water-power.  Assuming  that  one 
horse-power  of  electrical  energy  maintained  for  . 
one  year  had  a  pre-war  value  of  £$.  and  that  it  re- 
quires about  eight  tons  of  average  coal  to  pro- 
duce it.  we  arrive  at  the  price  of  6s,  3d;  per  ton— 
i.e..  crediting  the  cool  with  half  the  cast.  The 
cspital  required  to  mine  eight  tons  of  coal  a  year 
in  England  is  difficult  to  estimate,  but  it  may  be 
taken  approximately  to  be  £5,  and  the  capital  for 
plant  and  machinery  to-  nonvert  it  into  electricity 
at  $10,  making  a  torsi  of  £ig.  In  the  case  of 
water-power  tht  average  capital  cost  on  the  above 
basis  is  £40,  including  water  rights  (though  in  e\- 
ceptionally  favored  districts  much  lower  costs/ are 
recorded). 

Harnessing  Water-Power 

From  these  figures  it  appears  that  the  average 
capital  required  tojModjlce  electrical  power  from 
coal  is  less,  than  half  the  amount  that  is  required 
in  the  case  of  water-power.  The  running,  costs, 
however,  in  connection  with  water-power  are  much 
less  than  those  in  respect  of  coal.  Another  in- 
teresting consideration  is  that  the  cost  of  harness- 
ing all  the  water-power  in  the  world  would  be 
about  8,000  millions,  or  equal  to  the  cost  of  the 
war  to  England. 

Dowling  has  estimated  the  total  coal  of  the  world 
as  over  seven  million  million#tons,  and  whether  wc 
appraise  it  as  Is.  or  more  per  ton,  its  present  and 
prospective  value  is  prodigious.  For  instance,  at 
6s  3d.  per  ton  it  amounts  to  nearly  one  hundred 
times  the  cost  of  the  war  to  all  the  belligerents. 

in  "some  foreign  countries  the  capital  costs  of 
mining  are  far  beldw  the  figures  I  have  taken,  and. 
as  coal  is  transportable  long  distances,  and,  gen- 
erally speaking,  electricity  is  not  so  it  present, 
therefore  it  seems  probable  that  capital  will  in^the 
immediate  future  flow  in  increasing  quantity  to 
mining  operations  in  foreign  countries  rather 
than  to  the  development  of,  at  any  rate,  therraore 
difficult  and  costly  watrr-power  schemes.  When, 
however,  capital  becomes  more  plentiful  the  lower 
running  costs  of  water-power  will  prevail,  wlthf 
the  result  that  water-power  will  then  be  rapidly 
developed. 

Bore-Hole   Twelve  Milea  Deep 
As  to  the  possible  new  sources  of  power,  I  have 
already  mentioned  molecular  energy,  but  there  is 
another  alternative  which  appears  to  merit  atten- 
tion.    Io  my  address  to  Section  B  in  1904  I  dis- 
cussed the  question  of  sinking  a  shaft  to  a  depth 
of  twelve  miles,  which  is  about  ten  times  the  depth 
of  any  shaft  in  existence.    The  estimated  cost  was 
£5,000,000,  and  »he  time, required  about  eighty-five 
years.    The  method  of  cooling  the     air-locks    to 
limit  the  barometric  pressure  ou  the    minefa  and 
other  precautions   were  described,,  and  the  project 
appeared  feasible.    One  essential  factor  has.  how- 
ever, been  queried  by  some  persons:     Would    the 
rock  at  the  great  depth;  crUsh  iq  and  destroy  the 
shaft?     Professor   Frank   D.   Adams,     of     McGiU 
University.    Montreal,- has '  oarriett  out   exhaustive 
experiment*,  published  in  The;  Journal  of  Q*4?f  y 
for  February,   1912.  showing  that  in  limestone  j  a 
depth  4>f  fifteen,  miles  Is  probably  practicable,  mid 
that  in  granite  a, depth  of  thirty,  miles  might     be 
reached;  ., 

Little  ivatP.res.ehJ  known  of  tffc  eayrthVJhtJe/jo* . 
except  by  inference  from  a  study,  of  Its  surface, 
upturned  strata,  shallow  shafts,  the  velocity  of 
transmission  of  seismic  disturbances,  its  rigidity 
and  specific  gravity,  and  it  seems  reasonable  to 
suggest  that  some  attempt  should  be  made  to  sink 
a  shaft  as  deep  as.  may  be  found  practicable  and 
at  some  locality  selected  by  ^geologists  as  the  most 
likely  to  afford  useful  information. 

When  we  consider  that  the  estimated  coat  of 
sinking  a  shaft  to  a  depth  of  twelve  miles,  at  pres- 
ent-dsy  prices,  is  not  mnch  more  thsn  the  c/.st  of 
one  dsy  of  the  wsr  to  Greet  Britain  alone,  the  ex: 
pense  seems  trivial  as  compared  with  the  possible 
knowledge  that  might  be  gained  by  an  investigar 
tion  into  this  unexplored  region  of  the  earth.  I| 
might,  indeed,  prove  of  inestimable  value  to 
science,  and  also  throw  additional  light  on  the  in* 
ternal  constitution  of  the  earth  in  relation  to  min« 
erals  of  high  specific  gravity. 

In  Italy,  at  Lardarelio,  bore-holes  have  bees 
sunk  which  discharge  volumes  of  high-pressure 
steam,  which  is  being  utilized  to  generate  about 
10,000  horse-power  by  turbines.  At  Solfstsrs,  near 
Naples,  a  similar  project  ie  on  foot  to  supply 
power  to  the  great  works  in  the  district.  It  seems, 
indeed,  probable  that  in  volcanic  regions  a  very 
large  amount  of  power  may  be,  in  the  future,  ob* 
i  tained  directly  or  indirectly  by  boring  into  the 
earth,  and  that  the  whole  subject  merits  the  most 
careful  consideration. 

Research 
The  whole,  question  of  the  future  resources  of 
the  Empire  demands  the  serious  attention  of  aft 
scientists.  In  such  a  task,  some  people  might 
suggest,  we  need  enrcouragement  and  assistance 
from  the  Government  of  the  country.  Surely  we 
r  have  it.  A  great  experimental  step  towards  the 
practical  realization  of  Solomon's  House,  as  pre- 
figured by  Lord  Bacon  ip  the  "New  Atlantis,"  is 
being  made  by  the  Government  at  the  present 
time.  The  inception,  constitution  and  methods  of 
procedure  of  the  department,  which  was  con- 
stituted in  1915,  .were  fully  described  byflfr  Frank 
Heath  in  his  paper  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts 
last  February.  An  important  part  of  the  work  of 
the  department  has  been  to  foster  and  to  aid  finan- 
cially associations  of  the  trades  for  the  purpose  of 
research.  There  are  also  signs  of  great  Increase  of 
research  by  individual  factories.  Whether  this  is 
due  to  the  indirect  influence  of  the  Research  De- 
partment or  to  a  change  in  public  opinion  and  a 
more  general  recognition  of  the  importance  of 
scientific  industrial  research  it  is  difficult  to  ssy. 

The  possibility  of  the  uncontrolled  use  on  the 
part  of  a  nation  of  the  power  which  science  hss 
placed  within  its  reach  is  so  greet  s  menace  to 
civilization  that  the  ardent  wish  of  all  reasonable 
people  is  to  possess  some  radical  meant  of  pre* 
vention  through  the  establishment  of  some  form 
of  wide  and  powerful  control.  Has  not  science 
forged  the  remedy,  by  making  the  world  a  smaty 
arena  for  the  activities  of  civilization,  by  reducing 
distance  in  fcrms  of  time?  Alliances  and  unions, 
which  have  successfully  controlled  and  stimulated 
republics  of  heterogeneous  races  during  the  last 
century,  will  therefore,  *>»**  become  possible  on  k 
wider  and  grander  scale,  thus  uniting  all  civilized 
nations  in  a  great  League  to  maintain  order,  secur* 
ity  and  freedom  for  every  individual,  and  for  every 
state  end  nation  tibesty  to  devote  their  energies  to 
the  controlling  of  the  great  forces  of  Nature  for 
the  nse  and  convenience  of  man,  instead  of  apply- 
ing them  b>  the  lulling  of  such  other.  «*

Europe.  The  name  "Jugo-Slav"  still' 
suggests  too  often  a  troublesome 
myth  or  a  particular  tribe.  And  In 
a  strictness  there  there  is  no  such 
thJ.ig  as  a  Jugo-Slav.  There  are 
Serbs.  Croats  and  Slovenes,  and  a 
member  of  any  of  these  races,  all  of 
whom  speak  the  same  language,  with 
variations,  and  are  now  of  the  same 
nationality,  would  be  just  as  pleased 
to  be  called  a  Jugo-Slav  as  a  Scots- 
man or  an  Irishman  would  be  if  a 
man  of  the  Continent  described  him 
conveniently  as  English.  The  parallel 
between  the  peoples  of  Greater 
Serbia — among  whom  the  Serbs  are 
the  major  group — and  those  of  Great 
Britain  may  be  carried  farther.

Our  Cousin**  and  Kniplre  Ties 

Although  doubtless  there  are  very 
many  good  Australians  who  view  with 
disfavor  any  closer  organic  union 
with  the  Motherland  than  already 
exists,  the  treat  bulk  of  informed 
opinion  views  some  sort  of  represen- 
tation in  Imperial  councils  as  essen- 
tial to  the  preservation  Of  Empire 
unity  and  Empire  safety.  We  can- 
hot  be  in  and  of  the  Empire  and  out 
of  it  at  the  same  time.  Sooner  or 
later  the  choice  of  which  it  is  to  be 
will  have  to  be  made.  A  neutral  po- 
sition without  complete  independence 
is  out  of  the  question.  And  if  we 
are  to  be  in  and  of  the  Empire  and 
maintain  our  national  dignity  and 
self-respect  we  must  participate  in 
Us  councils.  The  world  is  not  yet  so 
■absolutely  safe  for  democracy  that 
we  can  afford,  especially  cherishing 
the  political  IdeaB  that  we  do  in  re- 
spect of  racial  purity,  to  run  alone. 
Expediency,  therefore  if  nothing  else, 
would  seem  to  Indicate  the  wisdom 
of  our  assuming  a  larger  share  of 
responsibility  in  shaping  the  policy 
of  the  Empire  than  we  have  done  in 
the  past.  For  cognate  reasons  it  is 
necessary  to  continue  what  we  had 
hoped  and  believed  had  become  the 
settled  policy  of  the  Commonwealth 
In  the  matter  of  compulsory  military 
training  jfor  home  defence — Western 
Mail    (Australia).    • 


That  Scrapheap 

Lord  Fisher  was  a  great  seaman, 
,  and  is  still,  despite  his  age,  a  vigorous 
personality.  Nevertheless,  behind  his 
trumpet  call  to  "sack  the  lot  and  scrap 
half  the  fleet"  we  seem  to  hear  echoes 
of  a  similar  whirlwind  campaign  in 
1905,  when  155  British  men-of-war 
were  put  on  the  scrapheap,  and  most 
of.  them  had  to  be  rescued  therefrom 
almost  Immediately  because  there 
were  not  enough  ships  to  do  the  work 
of  the  navy.  At  that  time  Lord  Fisher 
was  First  Sea  Lord.  He  concentrated 
the  fleet  In  the  North  Sea  to  meet  the 
coming,  storm,  but  he  concentrated  so 
much  expenditure  on  big  ships  that 
the  fleet  was  perilously  short  of  de- 
stroyers and  cruisers  when  the  storm 
broke.  We  are  no  advocates  of  a  big 
building  programme  now.  War-time 
construction  nan  given  us  a  fleet  ample 
in  numbers  and  In  quality  for  all  im- 
mediate purposes.  That  fleet,  how- 
ever, has  a  multitude  of  duties  to 
carry  out,  among  them  showing  the 
flag  In  the  distant  seas. — London 
Dally  Express. 


Behind  the  Symbols 

Symbols,  It  is  true,  have  their  value. 
It  would  be  the  profoundest  mistake 
to  write  off  as  mere  transient  senti- 
ment the  outbursts  of  enthusiasm  that 
have  greeted  the  Prince  of  Wales 
throughout  Canada.  The  very  fact 
that  the  union  of  <  the  Empire  ex- 
presses Itself  through  one  symbol  im- 
pels all  who  care  for  the  unity  to  rate 
the  symbol  proportionately  high.  And 
It  Is  due  here  to  recognise  the  good 
feeling,  freedom  and  candor  with 
which  the  Prince  of  Wales  Is  dis- 
charging his  embassy.  He  has  ap- 
preciated the  limitations  as  well  as  Che 
responsibilities  and  privileges  of  his 
office,  and  In  a  field  where  deviation 
to  the  right  or  left  would  be  easy  he 
has  kept  with  sure  and  unfaltering 
instinct  to  the  middle  course.  But  at 
Its  best  the  symbol  of  royalty  is,  after 
all,  only  incidental  to  the  relationships 
of  the  Empire.  If  monarchy  should 
disappear  in  this  country  the  last  link 
between  the  constituent  nations  of  the 
Empire  would  not  have  gone.  -There 
is  a  spirit  that  underlies  symbols,  and 
that  .spirit  would  remain.

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MINISTER  OF  MINES 
SPEAKS  AT  NELSON 


Discusses  With  Board  of  Trade 
Future  of  French  Reduction 
Plant—Dominion  Will  Inaug- 
urate Ore-Testing  Works, 


Tile  future  of  the  French  Complex 
Ore  Redaction  Company'*  experi- 
mental plant  at  Neleon.  la  which  the 
rrorlnce  la  financially  Interested,  wee 
outlined  by  Hon.  William  Sloan,  Min- 
ister of  Mines,  at  a  recent  meeting;  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  a*  that  point.  The 
Minister  Is  now  on  a  trip  of  inspec- 
tion to  Interior  minln*  centres,  and 
when  at  Nelson  last  Monday  event** 
he  discussed  the  present  and  future 
position  of  the  plant,  with  special 
reference  to  the  situation  In  view  of 
the  Intention  of  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment to  establish  an'  ore  testing 
plant  in  this  Province. 

In  regard  to  the  French  Reduction 
Company,  it  waa  stated  by  Mr.  Sloan 
that  the  process  of  treating  the  com- 
plex silvsr-lead-xlnc  ores  of  the 
Kootenaya  by  the  elect rolytlcal  pro- 
cess having  been  successfully  demon* 
strated,  the  Government's  object  in 
tendering  the  company  financial  sup- 
port waa  accomplished.  •  The  plant,  he 
explained,  now  is  idle  and  the  Gov- 
ernment, by  virtue  of  having  guar- 
anteed interest  on  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $65,000,  holds  a  mortgage  covering 
all  the  company's  assets.  As  to  the 
future  of  the  property,  the  Minister 
said  that  the  Government  would  have 
liked  to  see  the  plant  utilised  and 
'  made  the  basis  of  a  big  commercial 
enterprise.  He  thought  it  ought  to  be 
possible  to  find  some  use  for  .It.  and 
observed  that,  in  this  matter,  the'  Gov- 
ernment would  be  guided  by  the  opin- 
ion* of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  tlfe 
mining  men  of  the  district.  He 
added   that   the  shareholders   in   the

company,  who  had  Invested  their 
money,  had  his  sincere  sympathy,  and 
it  was  agreed  that  they  should  have 
a  clear  month  in  which  to  make,  a 
start  at  reorganisation. 

The  Minister  thought  it  might  not 
let  necessary  to  go  through  a  fore- 
closure, or  if  such  a  thing  were  deem- 
ed desirable,  that  It  might  be  a 
friendly  one,  the  company  assigning 
its  assets  to  the  Government. 

J.  O.  Patenaode,  speaking  for  the 
shareholders  of  Nelson,  said  that  vari- 
ous mining  men  bad  made  enquiries 
aa  to  whether  the  plant  would  be 
available  for  treating  their  ores,  and 
it  waa  possible  that  the  company 
might  be  able,  by  putting  an  engineer 
In  charge  with  the  necessary  training. 
to  estabHah'a  commercial  enterprise 
and  at  least  recoup  what  bad  been 
lost.  1 

With  reference  to  the  Dominion 
Government's  ore  testing  plant,  Hon. 
Mr.  Sloan  stated  that  Hon.  Martin 
Burrell,  Minister  of  Mines  for  the 
Dominion,  had  told  him  that  the  plant 
would .  not  go  to  the.  University  of 
British  Columbia  at  Vancouver.  This 
being  so.  It  would  not  surprise  htm. 
he  asserted,  if  It  were,  to  be  wop  by 
the  Interior.  Answering  Mr.  F.  A. 
Starkey.  commissioner  for  the  Eastern 
B.C.  Boards  of  Trade,  he  said  that  the 
Provincial  Government  would  be  glad 
to  permit  the  use  of  the  present 
French  Company  plant  by  the  Domin- 
ion Government  for  an  ore  testing  In- 
stallation in  the  event  of  the  company 
being  unable  to  organise. 

Another  subject  discussed  was  that 
of  having  cabinets  of  minerals,  par- 
ticularly including 'specimens  of  those 
not  familiar  to  mining  men  and  pros- 
pectors of  the  district,  displayed  at 
different  points  tor  the  instruction  of 
all  Interested.  Hon.  Mr.  Sloan  thought 
It  a  good  Idea,  and  said  that  already 
It  had  been  adopted  In  a  small  way, 
all  the  mining  engineers  having  such 
cabinet*  at  their  headquarters.  He 
hoped  to  extend  this  to  the  offices  of 
gold  commissioners  and  mining  re- 
corders. 

The  Minister  also  stated  that  the 
matter  of  supplying  prospectors  with 
powder  at  coat,  by  means  of  the  same 
arrangement  as  that  under  which  the 
farmers  gat  explosives  for  clearing  the 
land,  was  under  consideration.

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England  some  rears  ago  to  enter  the 
financial  world.  He  Is  now  one  of  the 
leading  experts  In  the  city. 

Mr.  Edgar  expressed  his  views  as 
follows: 

"Don't  think  that  I  am  'crabbing' 
America.  That  would  be  absurd  In 
view  of  her  else,  wealth,  resources, 
and  the  Industrial  character  and  apti- 
tudes of  her- people.  Her  position  is 
a  very  strong  one.  But  so  also  is  ours. 
The  point  Is  that  we  see  and  know 
out  own  weaknesses  and  difficulties. 
and  we  do  not  see  hers.  But  America 
has  some  pretty  considerable  trouble's 
ahead  of  her  and  some  very  heavy 
handicaps  to  overcome.  In  my  opin- 
ion we  stand  a  better  chance  of  get- 
ting through  the  rough  waters  than 
she  does. 

Effect  of  Exchange  Rate 

"Take,  for  Instance,  this  question  of 
the  American  exchange.  It  looks  a 
very  bad  thing  for  us  when  the  pound 
Is  only  worth  about  seventeen  shillings 
in  .New  York,  and  so  in  a  way  it  is. 
But  it  Is  very  much  worse  for  the  Am- 
ericans. It  means  that  we  cannot 
afford  to-  purchase  in  *  "the  United 
States,  that  we  will  buy  anywhere  ex- 
cept there,  and  that  we  will  only  take 
such  American  goods  and  products  as 
we  are  physically  unable  to  get  from 
some  other  country  where  the  ex- 
change is  less  adverse.  The  fall  In 
the  value  of  the  pound  as  measured 
In  dollars  is  the  biggest  obstacle  to 
American  exports  that  anyone  could 
desire. 

"And  America  Just  now  wants  to  ex- 
port all  she  can.  '  She  is  loaded  up 
with  goods  and  products,  the  output 
of  which  has  been  enormously  stimu- 
lated by  the  war.  She  has  paid  ex- 
travagant and  utterly  uneconomic 
wages  tp  produce  them,  and  she  has 
done  so  on  the  expectation  that 
Europe  would  have  tq  purchase  them 
at  any  figure.  But  the  European 
demand  is  falling  off,  largely  because' 
of  the  chaotic  state  of  the  exchanges. 
America,  therefore,  finds  herself  con- 
gested with  merchandise  that  she  can- 
not market.  What  is  she  to  do?  She 
must  either  sell  at  a  loss  or  cut  down 
production.  In  either  case  there  Is 
bound  to  be  a  drop  In  wages.  And 
when  wages  begin  to  drop,  then  look 
out  for  squalls.  '    « 

"Our  dlfilculUes  so  far  as  labor  and 
the  cost  of  living  are  concerned  are 
nothing  to  America's.  Everything 
there — production,  prices  and  -wages 
— has  reached  such  a  sky-high  level 
that  the  drop  when  it  comes — and  it 
will  come— will  be  nothing  less  than 
a  crash. 

Americans  -Unexperienced 

"I  often  heard  it  debated  across  the 
Atlantic  whether  New  York*  is  going 
to  become  the  financial  centre  of  the 
world.  I  am  confident  that  it  will  be 
a  very  long  while  before  the  suprem- 
acy of  London  Is  shaken.  America 
has  the  money  but  she  has  little  else. 
8he  has  not  the  experience  or  the 
facilities  qr  the  geographical  ad- 
vantages that  we  have  for  conducting 
the  business  of  International  finance. 
For  generations  the  commerce  of  the 
world  has  got  Itself  transacted 
through  London;  the  channels  have 
been  cut  very  deep  and  they  will  not 
be  easily  changed.  London  today  Is 
as  predominantly  the  centre  and 
clearing  house  of  international  trade 
and  finance  as  she  ever  was.  More- 
over, you  can  get  a  safe  8  per  cent 
almost  anywhere  you  like  in  America 
Why  should  an  American  Investor  for- 
sake the,  say  8  per  cent,  backed  by 
securities  with  which  he  is  familiar 
and  put  his  money  into  some  foreign 
enterprise  at  a  greater  risk  and  with 
a  lower  return? 

"Or,  take,  again,  shipping.  I  have 
large  shipbuilding  interests  in  Great 
Britain  and  I  say  quite  simply  that  I 
do  not  fear  American  competition. 
Why  not?  Well,  in  the  first  place,  be- 
cause their  yards  cannot  turn  out,  and 
will  not  be  able  to  for  a  long  while 
to  come,  the  special  ships  for  the  pur* 
poses  of  special  trades  which  are  the 
backbone  of  the  British  mercantile 
marine.  Secondly,  because  their 
costs  of  construction  are  very  far 
ahead  of  ours.  Thirdly,  because  their 
expenses  of  operating  a  ship  are  also 
owing  to  legislation,  at  least  80  per 
cent  heavier  than  otfra  Fourthly,  be- 
cause they  have  not  even  the  begin- 
ning of  that  wonderful  network  and 
organisation  of  shipping  agencies 
which  our  own-  people  have  built  up 
round  the  world.  Fifthly,  because  a 
mercantile  marine,  which  is  a  ne- 
cessity to  us.  is  a  luxury  to  them. 
Sixthly,  because  the  Instinct  of  the 
sea  has  been  very,  greatly  impaired 
because   the   ordinary  Americas 


can  always  get  a  better  paid  and  more 
congenial  job  on  land.  Ten  years 
from  now  we  shall  have  won  back  all 
that  the  war  has  forced  us  to  yield, 
and  American  ship-owners  will  be 
very  gladly  transferring  their  ships 
to  British  register."

a  roar  down  a  great  fall  Into  a  giant 
chasm,  from  which  they  send  up  their 
clouds  of  spray  for  two  hundred  feet 
and  more;  there  is  the  lovely  little 
river  at  Courtonay.  winding  lte  vagrant 
way  through  gentry  eloping  meadow- 
lands,  and   fields  golden  with  corn; 
there   are    the    charming    land-locked 
bays  of  the  Cowtchan  district,  and  the 
green  pastures,  under  the  ehade  trees 
of   which   the   lasy   cattle   feed;    and 
there  are  always     and     forever  the 
lovely  seascapes  which  one  glimpses 
through  every  break  in  the  trees,  and 
from  every  hill-top.  seasoapee  sot  In 
their  frame  of  Jewelled  mountains. 
Oak-Treed  Golf  Links 
Leaving      Victoria       one       travele 
through  the  suburban  districts  of  the 
city  along  the  pretty  watere  of  Vic- 
toria Arm,  with  it*  reversible  falla  at 
the  Gorge,   through  pastoral  scenes, 
and  by  the  oak-treed  golf  links  at  Col- 
wood,   until   Is  begun  at  Coldstream 
the  ascent  of  the  great  Melahat  Moun- 
tain.   This  portion  of  the  Island  High- 
way drive   is  better  known   perhaps 
than  any  other,  for  the  many  visitors 
who  come  here,  and  who  ore  unable 
to  make  a  stay  of  more  then  a  day, 
can  easily  embody  It  in  their  Itinerary. 
The   view   which   one   has   from   the 
summit  of  this  mountain  is  one  of  In- 
comparable and  varied  beauty.     Far 
below  the  green  slopes)  Of  the  moun- 
tain stretch  ths  blue  waters  of  Baanlrh 
Arm,  winding  In  from  the  distant  sea, 
little  emerald  Isles  dob  the  waterway 
here  and  there,  and  there  are  glimpses 
of  silver  beaches,  and  softly  wooded 
glade*.     The   roadway   lead*   one   on 
through     feet  gaoling     diversities     of 
mountain   scenery     until     ghnwnlgan 
Lake  M  reached.     At  this  praeoa  of 


the  year  the  crack  of  the  rifle  sounds 
from  the  woods,  and  one  meets  with 
little  companies  of  hunters  on  foot  or 
In  motor  care,  soms-  of  them  bearing 
evidence  of  their  prowess  in  their 
bags,  or  on  the  mudguards  of  their 
cars,  ths  totter  carrying  deer,  which 
are  very  plentiful  thin  Autumn,  though 
the  doge  find  the  hunting  difficult  on 
account  of  the  dryness  of  the  weather. 
Shawnlgan  Lake  to  a  beautiful  sheet 
of  water  In  a  setting  of  softly  treed 
i  "hills,  among  which  one  may  see  the 
pretty  Summer  camps  of  happy  vaca- 
tioners. 

Cool,  green  vistas,  among  which 
gleam  the  silver  sheen  of  lake  and 
river,  welcome  one  to  the  Cowlchan 
District,  through  which  ths  Highway 
now  carries  one.  But  the  Island  High- 
way is  only  the  main  road,  there  are 
dozens  of  others,  and  each  one  of 
them  taken  one  to  a  different  little 
world  of  scenic  charm.  There  to  one 
which  travels  a  pretty  Journey  all 
along  Cowlchan  flats  through  the  In- 
dian reservation,  whore  are  to  be 
found  mementoes  of  old  historical  In- 
terest, the  rums  of  an  ancient  Hudson's 
Bay  Fort,  and  the  wtndowless  stone 
chapel  built  by  Father  Rondeau,  the 
first  missionary  to  the  Cowlchan  In- 
dians. It  was  In  making  the  excava- 
tions for  this  church  that  some  old 
manuscript  charts  were  found,  which 
seem  to  prove  the  Spanish  exploration 
of  this  part  of  the  country.  Here  are 
fine  farms,  the  meadows  rich  with 
their  second  crop  of  clover,  the 
orchards  colorful  with  ripening  fruit 


One  motors  past  fine  stock  farms, 
where  pure-bred  Jerseys  and  Hol- 
stelns  graze  quietly  or  rest  in  blissful 
content  in  the  ehade  of  the  protect- 
ing trees.  One'e  eye  is  caught  by  the 
fluttering  of  little  clouds  of  white  on 
a  distant  hillside,  and  one  is  told  that 
there,  and  there,  and  there  are  the 
poultry  farms  which  have  done  so 
much  to  bring  renown  to  this  district. 
A  rapid  descent  which  seeme  as  if  It 
would  carry  one,  motor  and  all,  out 
Into  the  stretch  of  water  below  but 
instead  leads  one  round  a  pretty  knoll 
to  the  road's  end.  reveals  the  beauti- 
ful expanse  of  water  known  as  Maple 
Bay,  the  Summer  resort  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Duncan.  Ons  wonders  where 
the  outlet  to  the  sea  can  be,  for  this 
bay  more  closely  resembles  a  toko  than 
an  arm  of  the  eoean.  Mount  Tsou- 
halem,  tall  and  grim,  stands  guard 
over  it,  and  all  around  It  are  built 
scores  of  pretty  Summer  homes. 
Tzouhelera  Mountain  to  named  for  a 
groat  chief  of  the  Cowlchan  tribe, 
famous  ae  a  hunter  and  a  warrior. 
He  wae  eo  strong  and  skilful,  that  no 
other  chief  on /Vancouver  Island  could 
stand  against  him.  He  was  very  bold 
and  sought  battle  oeosjwheio,  sending 
out  his  challenge  to  all  and  sundry. 
Finally  hto  very  name  wae  sufficient 
to  cause  terror  and  consternation.  For 
years  be  lorded  the  country  over,  and 
no  one  dared  to  dispute  him,  but  hto 
end  was  an  ignomtnons  one.  A  wo- 
man of  the  Songhees  tribe  from  the 
south  end  of  the  letond  ec Espied  hto 
challenge  one  day.  end  ho  fought 


her  and  wae  overcome.  Details  of  the 
battle  are  lacking,  but  popular  sym- 
pathy was  all  with  the  Cowlchan  chief, 
and  his  people  named  thou*  guardian 
mountain  after  him. 

Bench  at  Maple  Bay 
The  beach  at  Maple  Bay  is  white 
and  clean,  and  dosens  of  little  pleasure 
boats  are  drawn  up  on  the  banks  or 
ride  gaily  over  the  water.  The  drive 
to  Crof ton  takes  one  to  a  lovely  stretch 
of  water  with  a  rim  of  hills  all  round 
it.  and  Mount  Sicker  stately  and 
beautiful  in  the  distance.  Here  to  the 
old  smelter  which  once  made  this  dis- 
trict famous,  and  which  rumor  says 
will  be  working  again  ere  long.  Here 
too  are  a  half  a  hundred  Japanese 
fishing  boats,  whose  nets  are  piled  up 
oa  the  wharf,  aad  whoso  onuses  seen* 
to  be  having  a  general  clean-up  of 
their  craft.  It  being  a  Sunday  and  the 
tide  not  Just  right  for  fishing.  Like 
all  abandoned  village*.  Crofton  to 
pathetic.  There  are  eo  many  signs 
of  former  prosperity,  thst  the  cessa- 
tion of  activity  today  to  the  more 
noticeably  aad.  But  there  to  good  laud 
round  about,  and  some  excellent 
farms.  Then  there  to  the  fine  drive 
ts)  Chemainus,  and  Choirislnns  to  a 
direct  contrast  to  the  sltsplng  little 
smelter  town.  For  isw 
everything  Is  vitally  aaW^BgJ 
duettve.  The  mills  hero  are 
largest  on  the  Island,  and  the  second 
largest  In  B.  C.  and  the  vtltoge  Itself 
hi  a  thriving  hive  of  actfrltp.  The  tog* 
far  the  n>«  ore  teunspht 
t  ttosber  groves  of 


Lake,  the  largest  lake  on  the  Island, 
being  22  miles  In  length.  The  Gov- 
ernment hatcheries  are  at  Cowichgn 
Lake  also.  On*  of  the  roads  through 
the  Cowlchan  district  carries  one  to  a 
sweet  pea  need  farm  whose  glories 
were  waning  a  little.  It  being  late 
September,  but  which  is  still  lovely 
with  color  and  fragrant  with  perfume 
of  this  sweetest  of  flowers.  Seed- 
growing  to  one  of  the  coming  indus- 
tries of  this  district,  watch  to  the 
largest  settled  farming  district  on  the

pose. Aug  Departure  Bay  is  an  ideal 
place  to  put  In  the  Summer.  Here  to 
a  wide  curving  beach,  the  sand  of 
which  to  gleaming  white,  and  free 
from  stones;  and  back  of  the  beach, 
the  land  lie*  In  a  series  of  broad,  green 
terraces,  beautifully  treed,  and  water- 
ed by  many  little  springs.  Around 
Departure  Bay  to  to  be  found  excellent 
fruit  land.  One  notice*  in  particular 
fields  of  tomatoes,  the  plants  from 
three  to  four  feet  high,  and  loaded 
with  large  fruit,  ripening  perfectly  In 
tap  sun.

oaos  Into  another  world  from  the  ordi- 
nary prosaic  ons  of  svery  day  life.  To 
•what  eid  oaa  compare  tte  golden 
twilight,  tte  fragrant  stillness,  the 
thousands  of  giant  pillars  T  It  to  Ilka 
a  great  temple  ef  prehistoric  times,' 
when  men  walked  the  earth  as  sods. 
It  to  so  vast,  so  sublimely  beautiful. 
that  tha  majesty  of  It  makes  one  feel 
a  deep  humility.  And  ona  wonders, 
wonders— the  trass  are  ao  old.  they 
have  seen  the  passing  of  so  many  cen- 
turies, so  many  generations,  they  have 
withstood  a  thousand  storms!  snd 
human  nature  to  so  weak  and  frail- 
one  wonders  about  man's  place  to 
nature.  Presently  wo  coma  to  a  little 
singing  river,  running  along  to  the  left 
of  us,*  through  whose  limpid  depths 
we  ©ah  -see  the  clean  white  pebbly 
bottom  and  along  whose-  banks  ths 
maidenhair  ferns  grow  to  rich  profu- 
sion. The  little  river  to  our  cheerful 
companion  for. many  a  myjs. 

Nature  tea  fitted  Port  Alberni  with 
all  tha  facilities  of  a  great  port  She 
is  ths  terminus  of  one  railway,  and  by 
nest  year  will  probably  have  ths  Can- 
adian National  as  well  Like  all  of 
the, cities  an-  ths  Island,  her  scenic 
environment  to  such  ss  to  charm  the 
glance  on.  svsrjr  side.  .  Mount  Arrow- 
smith  stands  out  from  among  his  com- 
panion hills  In  splendid  dignity,  wear- 
ing a  crown  of  perpetual  snow.     The 


at  tte  mast  beautiful  waterways  of  tha 
Island,  with  Its  towering  banks,  dawa 
which  oasoados  fall,  aad  tte  soft  pur- 
ple reaches  of  tte  higher  hills  behind 
are  colored  so  softly  that  they  seem  to 
tote  tte  vary  atmosphere  H- 
rafles  beyond  Port  Al- 
berni to  tte  beautiful  sheet  of  water 
known  as  Great  Caatsal  Lake,  which 
Has  to  the  vary  heart  of  tte  Island. 
Tha  road  win  carry  oaa  atoo  to  the 
ravinhlngly  lovely  Sproat  Lake  with  Ita 
waterfall,  aad  past  Stamp  River,  one 
of  tte  most  delightful  little  streams 
that  oaa  be  imagined,  with  a  fairy- 
like cascade  of  water.  And  white  wa 
are  speaking  of  thto  district  It  would 
bo  won  to  mention  an  extension  of  ths 
Island  Highway,  which  It  to  hoped  will 
bo  made  to  tte  near  future.  "A  little 
north  of  Berkley  Bound,  which  Is  the 
mouth  of  Alberni  Canal,  is  Long  Bay. 
more  commonly  spoken  of  aa  Long 
Beach. '  Between  It  ted  Amphltrlte 
Point,  which  is.  at  tte  northern  side  of 
the  entrance  to  Berkley  Sound,  to 
Wrack  Ray.  practically  a  prolongation 
of  it,  but  somewhat  shorter.  Ths  two 
bays  together  form,  one  of  tola  moet 
remarkable  sea  beaches  to  tha  world, 
and  are  without  rival  -on  tte  whole 
Pacific  Coast.  Ths  sana  •  has  been 
hammered  by  the  ocean  waves  through 
countless  centuries,  until'  it  to  almost 
like  a  pavement.  One  oaa  travel  by 
motor  along  this,  beach  tor  a  distance 
of  18  miles.  Hers  is  certain  to  be  one 
of  ths  greatest  Summer  resorts.  The 
people  from  the  Inland  parts  of  Can- 
ada and  tha  United  states  will  coma  to 
thto  matchless  spot  In  great  numbers 
when  ones  hotel  accommodation  and 
suitable  means  of  travel  have  been 
provided.  Tate  beach  can  be  reached 
from  Alberni  by  way  of  Sproat  and 
Kennedy  Lakes."  Thto  extract  to  from 
a  book  by  tha  lata  Charles  H.  Lugrln. 
written  soma  nine  years  ago.  The  road 
opening  op  thto  wonderful  part  of  the 
West  Coast  has  not  yat  bean  built,  but 
tha  people  of  Alberni  and  Campbell 
River  ate  most  enthusiastic  about  It, 
and  are  trusting  thst  the  Government 
witt  gat  to  work  upon  it  at  once.  From 
Forbes  Landing  at  Campbell  River 
there  to  a  road  and  a  trail  to  Buttle's 
Lake.  There  to  also  a  trail  from  Great 
Central  Late  to  Buttle's  Lake.  It 
will  be  seen  that  an  extension  of  the 
Island  HighO/Sy  therefore,  along  the 
lines  laid  down,  would  not  be  a  very 
difficult  matter. 


Ths  road  from  Parksville  to  Camp- 
bell River  leads  one  along  a  splendid 
stretch  of  beach,  known  aa  Qualicum 
Roach,  which  is  a  favorite  Summer  re- 
sort; Union  Bay,  a  thriving  settle- 
ment around  a  fine  body  Of  water, 
brokea  by  tte  wooded  hills  and  green 
valleys  of  Denman's  Island,  the  line., 
almost  land-locked  harbor  of  Comox, 
and  oa  to  the  interesting  little  town 
of  Courtenay. 

The  Soldiers'  Settlement  at  Mer- 
vilie,  IS  miles  from  Courtenay,  has 
given  the  little  town  a  great  impetus. 
It  Is  growing  rapidly  and  to  an  attrac- 
tive place,  the  centre  of  one  of  the 
most  splendid  agricultural  districts  on 
Vancouver  Island.  It  Is  watered  by 
the  Tsolum  and  the  Puntledge  Rivers. 
which  flow  into  the  Courtenay  River, 
the  latter  winding  through  the  town 
Itself,  which  to  built  on  two  sides  of 
tha  pretty  little  waterway.  Courtenay's 
industries  include  a  condesary,  a 
creamery,  a  cannery  to  be  installed 
next  year,  a  box- making  factory,  be- 
side the  lumber  Industry.  But  it  Is 
sS  an  agricultural  district  that  Comox 
will  become  famous.  There  Is  prob- 
ably no  land  In  North  America  super- 
ior to  that  of  the  Comox  and  Cour- 
tenay  Valley  -for   farming    purposes.

off.  Tte  area,  generally  seisktog,  to 
about  half  a  million  acres.  At  preaent 
there  are  same  vary  One  farms  to  tte 
district,  stock-raising  to  aarrtod  aa 
largely,  aad  the  crops  inclade  a  great 
deal  at  ensilage  corn,  which,  seems  ta 
thrive  hare  better  than  anywhere  else 
on  ths  Island.  Fishermen  ravel  to 
trout-tehtog  in  all  of  ths  streams,  aad 
at  thto  eeasaa  of  the  year,  tte  dog 
salmon  coming  up  to  spawn,  are  so 
thick  ta  tte  Courteaay  River  aa  to 
reach  to  a*  apparently  solid  mass 
from  teak  to  teak. 

Laavtag  Courtenay  behind,  ana 
travels  through  some  excellent  farm- 
ing land  for  sight  or  ton  miles.  There 
to  nothing  mora  beautifully  pastoral 
than  tte  long  stretches  ef  the  Comox 
Valley,  watered  by  their  lovely  streams 
and  dotted  hare  and  there  by  groves 
of  gracious  shade  trees.  Of  course 
everywhere  along  the  hortoon  are  the 
mountains,  among  white  a  great 
glacier  lifts  his  hoary  head.  Bat  the 
hills  are  very  remote,  like  soft  arms 
around  the  top  of  tte  wide  valley. 
Passing  through  the  Soldiers'  Battle- 
ment one  to  struck  tirst  of  all  by  ths 
boyish  confidence  on  the  face  of  ovary 
man  one  meets.  Hare  to  optimism 
aplenty,  optimism  that  rises  above 
the  smoke  of  ths  clearing  dree,  and 
visions  within  the  murky  clouds  tha 
homes  thst  are  to  bo,  Some  of  the 
homes  have  bean  built  already,  neat 
little  houses,  with  plenty  of  windows 
and  verandahs,  but  meat  of  tha 
dwelling-places  are  only  temporary 
shacks,  finished  with  black  sealing 
pgper.  These  will  be  replaced  by  per- 
manent abodes  before  Winter  sets  In. 
The  question  always  suggests  Itself  In 
regard  to  community  settlements  of 
thlt  klhd,  how  large  a  proportion  of 
the  men  will  remain  to  carry  the 
scheme  through  to  Its  fruition.  Of 
course  a  percentage  of  them  will  lose 
patience  before  their  tend  has  reached 
ths  productive  stage.  For  Instance, 
there  was  the  young  soldier  who  point- 
ed to  his  burning  stumps  aad  cried 
With  vast  enthusiasm.  "Aad  next  year 
you  will  see  all  this  in  asparagus. 
And  with  asparagus  St  25  cents  a 
pound,  thst  means  a  thousand  dollars 
sn  sere,  straight  off  the  reel."  That 
young  soldier  will  probably  be  more 
or  lass  disappointed.  Time  will  tell, 
but  even  In  cases  where  ths  hopes 
hsve  been  too  high,  ths  fact  that  one 
has  a  neighbor  beside  one  laboring 
under  exactly  tha  same  conditions  aa 
oneself  to  sn  encouragement.  There 
are  bound  to  be  many  successes  and 
thess  will  stimulate  tha  easily  dis- 
couraged. 

Passing  Courtenay  the  road  skirts 
the  beach  for  miles  until  It  begins  to 
wind  Ita  way  among  the  forest  trees. 
Here,  we  find  a  different  sort  of  timber 
than  that  which  we  met  with  on  the 
Alberni  highway.  <  Cedar  seems,  to  pre- 
dominate and' gives  the  scene  a  ruddy 
tinge,  and,  a  unique  psychological 
aspect.  For  the  cedar  seems  sym- 
bolic of  ths  mystery  In  nature,  to  the 
secretive  way  It  draws  ths  drapery  of 
Its  foliage  about  It,  and  closely  folds 
Its*  lengths  of  barky  covering,  as  if 
jealous  of  any  Intrusion  on  ita  privacy.

Or  one  may  go  by  motor  s  half 
hour  Journey  to  the  very  end  of  the 
Highway.  Hera  a  trail  will  lead  the 
traveller  to  beautiful  Buttle'a  Lake  in 
the  heart  of  Strathoona  National  Park.

particular  conditions  whore  they 
were  groVrn  than  Imported  seeds.  The 
Dominion  Government  haa  bsoa  urg- 
ing this  economy  upon  growers  tor 
several  yaara.  and  a  circular  on  the 
subject  states  that  ••one  row  of  aeed- 
plants  across  ose  end  of  a  twemty- 
See  foot  plot  will  take  up  Utile  room 
and  will  bo  sufficient  to  grow  mora 
than  enough  seed  than  would  bo  re- 
quired of  St  least  seven  kinds  of 
vegetables."  Set  aside  now  two  or 
three  of  your  nnesa  specimens  of 
carrots,  parsnips,  beets,  onions  and 
other  biennials  Snd  keep  In  a  cool. 
dry  place  till  Spring.  They  are  then 
planted  deep  enough  tn  the  ground 
so  that  the  toparwlll  be  a  little  be- 
low the  surface,  and  It  will  not  be 
Ions  befoV  the  seed-stalks  are 
thrown  up- 

The  seeds  should  be  saved  also 
from  all  annuals  like  cress,  radish, 
etc..  as  well  as  from  such  flowers  aa 
nasturtium,  clarkla.  godetta  and 
other  annuals.  If  these  are  sown  at 
once  they  will  bloom  much  earlier 
next  year,  but  enough  should  be 
saved  to  plant  in  the  Spring  aa  well 
as   to  give   a   continuance   of  bloom. 

This  Is  a  busy  month  also  for  re- 
arranging the  flower  garden,  divid- 
ing and  setting  out  perennials, 
planting  rockeries  and  making  gen- 
eral  preparations  for  next  year. 

To  have  flowers  blooming  in  the 
darkest  part  of  the  year  from 
Christmas  onward  there  must  be  no 
delay  in  potting  up  a  number  of 
bulba  Five  or  elx  tulips  will  go  Into 
a  alx-inch  pot.  three  hyacinths  In 
the  same  sise  pot  or  half  a  doxen 
crocuses.  A  pretty  effect  can  be 
made  by  putting  a  number  of  cro- 
cuses or  small  tulips — Due  van  Thol 
— Into  a  low.  open  bowl,  keeping 
them  firmly  In  place  with  small 
pebbles.  Put  in  only  enough  water 
to  come  to  the  base  of  the  bulbs 
and  set .  in  a  dark  place  until  plenty 
of  roots  have  formed,  when  the  bowl 
can  be  brought  gradually  to  the  full 
light.  A  cover  of  moss  then  tucked 
In  between  and  around  the  leaves 
will  hide  the  pebbles  and  make  a 
good  setting  for  tho  flowers.  Any 
flower  catalogue  will  give  directions 
for  potting,  but.  Judging  from  the 
number  of  failures,  it  cannot  be  too 
often  repeated  that  after  planting  the 
pots  must  be  put  Into  a  dark,  cool 
place  and  kept  moist  or  four  or  five 
weeks.  This  Is  to  insure  a  good 
system  of  roots,  without  which  it  Is 
useless  to   expect  fine   flowers.

tlced  back  of  the  Hun  lines,  which 
-spread  out  like  a  huge  mushroom.  It 
reached  to  an  enormous  height,  but 
apparently  the  Idea,  like  lots  of  tier- 
man  Ideas,  refused  to  work  to  their 
satisfaction.  It  was  afterwards  as- 
certained that  they  attempted  "air 
poisoning"  in  an  effort  to  prevent  our 
pilots  from  crossing  their  lines.

Change*  in  Machined 

Many  people  familiar  with  aircraft 
before  the  outbreak  of  war  have  of- 
ten been  heard  to  remark  that  they 
see  very  .  few  change  in  the  general 
design  of  aircraft  since  1914.  These 
people,  no  doubt,  only  see  aircraft 
during  flight,  and  admittedly  from 
their  point  of  view,  because  they  only 
see  the  general  outlines,  which  have 
not  changed  a  great  deal  since  the 
'outbreak  of  war.  The  general  char- 
acteristics remain  the  same,  as  do 
automobiles  of  Ave  or  .six  years,  ago. 

It  would  be  necessary  to  have  given 
some  time  to  the  study  of  aeronautics 
in  order  to  draw  comparisons  between 
the  various  designs  of  airplanes  past 
and  present.  It  is  at  points  that 
escape  notice  from  the  casual  ob- 
server* that  the  Improvements  are 
centred.  If  an  airplane  of  1114  vintage 
was  placed  alongside  a  modern  plane 
of  today  and  someone  familiar  with 
aircraft  could  point  out  the  results  of 
the  experiments  carried  on  during  the 
war,  it  would  at  once  become  apparent 
that  no  other  development  in  the 
history  of  the  world  has  made  such 
remarkable  strides.  In  such  a  short 
period  as  four  years. 

In  the  matter  of  speed,  this  has 
more  than  doubled.  Speeds  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty  to  one  hundred 
and  forty  miles  per  hour  are  of  com- 
mon Occurrence  in  combat  planes  of 
today.  The  present  rate  of  climb,  to 
reach  a  given  height,  sounds  more  like 
a  dream  than  a  reality. 

At  the  outbreak  of  war  three 
thousand  Ave  hundred  feet  was  con- 
sidered of  sufficient  height  for  safe 
war  flying,  for  anti-aircraft  gunfire 
was  almost  unknown.  To  reach  this 
height  would  require  nearly  half  an 
hour  of  steady  climbing.  Today,  in 
our  fast  pursuit  planes  an  altitude  of 
three  thousand  five  hundred  feet 
could  be  reached  In  much  less  than 
two  minutes. 

The  Wright  Bros,  biplane  of  ten 
years  ago  could  carry  one  passenger, 
providing  the  passenger  was  of  aver- 
age weight.  A  short  time  ago  fifty 
passengers  had  the  pleasure  of  each 
other's  company  during  a  flight  In  one 
of  our  modern  bombing  planes.  This 
same  type  of  airplane  loaded  with 
several  tons  of  bombs  was  previously 
making  nightly  raids  on  important 
enemy  munition  factories  and  striking 
terror  in  the  Hun  all  along  the  front. 
Struggle  for  Supremacy 

The  great  strides  that  have  been 
made  in  the  science  of  aeronautics 
during  the  past  four  years  can  be 
directly  attributed  to  the  absolute 
necessity  of  having  machines  as  good, 
and  if  possible,  better  than  the  enemy. 
No  matter  how  good  a  pilot  may  be, 
regardless  of  the  courage  and  deter- 
mination to  beat  the  enemy,  if  the 
machine  he  Is  flying  is  Inferior  to  his 
opponent's  in  speed  and  rate  of 
climb,  Ihe  advantage  gained  by  having 


Trans-Pacific  Airship  Prize

81  nee  the  crossing  of  the  Atlantic 
by  heavier  and  llghter-than-alr  craft. 
the  eyes  of  the  world  have  been  turned 
In  the  direction  of  the  Pacific.  One 
prise  of  $50,000  has  already  been  put 
up  for  the  aeroplane  or  seaplane  to 
make  the  crossing,  presumably  by 
following  the  land  as  tar  as  possible. 
The  offer  of  Mr.  Norman  A.  Yarrow 
and  hie  associates,  however,  opens  up 
a  new  field,  and  one  which  Is  sure  to 
appeal  to  all  who  have  considered 
the  immense  danger  of  the  undertak- 
ing for  heavier  than  air  machines. 

"Fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  first 
Canadian  built  airship,  manned  by 
Canadians,  to  oross  the  Pacific  In  a 
non-stop  flight  from  Vancouver  Island 
to  Japan."  Thus  runs  Mr.  Yarrow's 
offer,  and  It  has  been  published  In 
every  country  In  the  world  from  East 
to  West.  In  considering  the  arrange- 
ments necessary  to  such  an  under- 
taking, perhaps,  the  first  consideration 
is  the  type  of  airship  necessary  for 
the  work,  with  Its  carrying  capacity, 
flying  speed  and  fuel  time. 

The  R-3*  dirigible  was  645  feet  in 
length,  78  feet  diameter  at  its  greatest 
width,  with  a  hydrogen  gas  capacity 
of  2.000.000  cubic  feet.  The  gas  was 
contained  In  eighteen  bags,  having  a 
gross  lift  of  some  60  tons,  with  a  cargo 
load  of  30  tons.  This  dirigible 
crossed  and  recrossed  the  Atlantic 
without  any  especial  effort,  and  it  was 
stated  by  her  commander  that  the 
return  trip  could  have  been  performed 
without  landing  In  Ameica.  The 
total  distance  of  the  return  trip  of  the 
R-34  was  about  4,000  miles,  and  the 
approximate  distance  across  the 
Pacific  at  the  shortest  point  is  about 
4,000  miles. 

Cost  Important  Item 

Cost,  however,  plays  an  important 
point  In  the  consideration,  the  huge 
dirigible  R-34  cost  in  Canadian  cur- 
rency some  $6,000,000,  and  took 
nearly  nine  months  to  build  at  the 
factory  of  the  Beardmore  Company, 
England.  Landing  grounds  occupied 
the  extent  of  some  360  acres,  and  a 
ground  crew  of  600  was  required  to 
berth  the  dirigible  in  its  shed.  The 
cost  of  such  a  ship  makes  the  attempt 
rather  prohibitive,  but  it  is  main- 
tained in  many  aeronautical  circles, 
that  a  very  much  smaller  dirigible 
could  perform  the  flight.  In  using  a 
smaller  airship  the  risk  is  Increased 
slightly,  but  not,  it  is  thought,  unduly 
or  sufficiently  to  make  the  project 
risky  in  contemplation. 

Taking  the  distance  from  Canada 
to  Japan  as  slightly  over  4,000  miles, 
and  reckoning  the  average  head  wind 
resistance  at  fifteen  miles  an  hour,  an 
airship  could  make  the  flight  In  some 
110  hours  at  a  air  speed  of  from  50 
to  65  miles  per  hour.  The  journey 
would  nearly  all  be  over  water  so  con- 
tinuous flying  must  be  accounted  for 
In  the  calculations.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  the  American  dirigible  en- 
tered for  the  Atlantic  flight  was  the 
larger  type  of  "BHmp"or  non-rigid 
machine. 

The  dimensions  of  the  American 
dirigible  were,  length  218  feet,  with 
a  hydrogen  capacity  of  some  210,000 
cubic  feet.  Two  engines  totalling  370 
horsepower  gave  a  disposal  lift  of 
only  1.8  tops,  with  a  crew  of  five. 
These  figures  would  hardly  give  suffi- 
cient margin  for  safety  on  the  Pacific 
flight.  The  type  of  non-rigid  airship 
that  might  be  used  Is  the  old  N.S.  type 
which  did  such  splendid  work  for  the 
British  Navy  during  the  late  war. 
Slightly  larger  than  the  American 
entry,  these  ships  have  a  greater  range 
of  activity,  with  consequently  greater 
endurance. 


N.S.  Airship*  Suitable 

The  North  Sea  type  of  non-rigid 
airship  used  during  the  war  has  a  gas 
capacity  of  860,006  cubic  feet;  length 
overall  868  feet,  width  66  feet,  height 
SS  feet,  gross  lift  of  10.86  tone,  and 
a  disposal  lift  of  S.S  tons.  Engined 
with  two  260  horsepower  Flat  motors 
she  develops  a  speed  of  50  knots  an 
hour,  with  a  cruising  speed  (half- 
power)  of  37  knots.  A  crew  of  ten 
men  was  usually  carried,  comprising 
two  watches  of  five  men  each. 

The  crew  consisted  of  a  commander, 
wireless  operator,  engine  mechanic 
and  second  officer  per  watoh.  The 
housing  accommodation  of  tho  air- 
ship was  very  complete,  carrying 
closed  In  cars,  with  sleeping  bunks 
and  cooking  facilities..  Gasoline  was 
contained  in  tanks  in  the  envelope.  A 
gun- pit  or  observation  platform  was 
attached  to  the  top  of  the  envelope, 
accessable  from  the  navigation  cabin. 

During  the  submarine  spotting 
carried  out  by  this  class  of.  airship  in 
the  late  war.  many  long  flights  were 
made,  and  the  cruises  were  under- 
taken as  a  matter  of  routine  and  dally 
event,  no  special  precautions  being 
provided.  The  longest  flight  on  record 
for  this  class  of  non-dirigible  is  101 
hours  and  50  minutes,  with  the  or- 
dinary equipment,  and  no  extra  tanks. 
With  the  elimination  of  bombs  and 
bomb  racks,  and  all  the  unnecessary 
war  material,  longer  dlratlon  can  be 
obtained  with  the  same  ships,  as  the 
lift  will  be  Increased  and  therefor 
greater  fuel  supply  carried.  It  is 
estimated  that  fully  another  ten  hours 
gasoline  and  oil  can  be  carried  with- 
out the  addition  of  any  facilities 
beyond  the  regulation  type  of  N.S. 
airship. 

The  cost  of  the  N.S.  airship  during 
the  war  was  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$60,000,  but  that  was  for  construction 
under  war  conditions  and  for  the  gov- 
ernment. Engines  are  the  chief  cost 
of  airship  production.  Aero  engines 
like  the  Fiats  cost  approximately  $12,- 
000  apiece,  but  the  same  horse- 
power and  reliability  can  now  be 
secured  in  the  neighborhood  of  some 
$3,000  each,  in  Canada. 

Manufactured  for  S30,000 

An  airship  of  the  North  Sea  type 
would  cost  the  manufacturer  some- 
where in  the  region  of  $30,000  to  $40,- 
000  if  constructed  in  this  country. 
Consideration  of  the  detailed  con- 
struction of  airships  will  show  that 
the  l)ii  lk  of  the  material  necessary  can 
be  obtained  in  Canada  at  a  greatly 
reduced  cost.  The  proximity  to  rub- 
ber manufacturers  and  like  products 
will  tend  to  keep  the  value  of  these 
articles  lower. 

Given  an  airship  of  the  type  de- 
scribed and  a  capable  crew,  and 
supplied  with  the  necessary  meteoro- 
logical data,  it  is  only  a  matter  of 
routine  flying  to  cross  the  Pacific.  In 
fair  weather  an  airship  should  be 
able  to  leave  Victoria  at  noon  Mon- 
day and  arrive  in  Japan  on  Thursday 
night  or  eight  days  ahead  of  the 
steamer  leaving  at  the  same  time. 

The  Prince  of  Wales'  prize  offer  by 
Mr.  Norman  Yarrow  and  his  asso- 
ciates is  primarily  to  encourage  the 
construction  of  llghter-than-alr  craft 
in  the  Dominion,  and  should  readily 
be  sought  after.  From  the  aeronau- 
tical point  of  view,  the  Pacific  is  the 
next  step  in  the  path  of  the  airship, 
and  4ts  heavier  than  air  companions. 

Flights  have  been  made  across  the 
Atlantic,  to  India,  to  Egypt  and  across 
the  dreary  wastes  of  the  desert.  En- 
durance tests  have  been  made  around 
the  coasts  of  Great  Britain  that  would 
go  a  long  way  to  covering  the  distance 
across  the  Pacific.

the   option    of   breaking   off   the   fight 
whenever  he  chooses. 

It  was  on  this  point  that  the  de- 
signers and  engineers  of  the  Allies 
vied  with  the  designers  and  engineers 
of  the  enemy,  in  the  production  of  the 
fastest  and  best  airplanes.  A  great 
load  of  responsibility  rested  on  the 
shoulders  of  these  few  men,  who  be- 
fore the  outbreak  of  war  were  de- 
signing machines  to  compete  in 
friendly  rivalry  over  the  airdromes  of 
London,  Paris  and  Berlin. 

No  sooner  Would  a  superior  enemy 
machine  make  its  appearance  upon 
any  of  the  fronts;  no  sooner  would 
the  superiority  of  these  super  scouts 
assert  themselves  for  the  mastery  of 
the  air,  than  our  own  designers  would 
spring  a  surprise  on  the  enemy.  So 
it  surged  back  and  forth,  each  side 
striving  to  produce  something  .better 
than  their  opponents,  rushing  experts 
with  all  speed  to  view  the  shattered 
remains  of  some  enemy  machine  in 
the  hopes  that  some  definite  explana- 
tion could  be  found  as  to  Just  what 
Improvement  either  in  the  general 
design  of  the  Vnachlne,  or  probably 
the  motor,  gave  the  enemy  a  slight 
advantage  over  our  own  airmen,  or 
vice-versa. 

From  the  outbreak  of  war  the  Ger- 
mans had  a  distinct  advantage  over 
the  Allies  in  regard  to  the  motors  used 
in  their  planes.  For  the  horse  power 
developed,  they  were  considerably 
heavier  than  the  French  and  British 
motors.  In  workmanship  and  appear- 
ance they  did  not  compare  favorably 
with  our  own  motors;  but  for  re- 
liability they  ranked  second  to  none. 
It  is  an  admitted  fact  that  they 
seldom  gave  trouble. 

Standardization  by  Bosch 

The  Germans  experimented  before 
the  outbreak  of  war  with  one  type  of 
motor,  and  brought  it  to  a  very  high 
state  of  perfection.  The  Allies  on  the 
other. -hand  had  a  large  number  of 
motors  that  were  In  the  experimental 
stage  and  did  not  reach  perfection 
until  later.  In  the  matter  of  design 
of  the  machines  themselves,  both 
French  and  British  •  machines  were 
superior  to  the  German  and  the 
Austrian  airplanes. 

The  much  lauded  "Fokker"  mono- 
plane was  the  design  of  a  Hollander 
of  that  name  and  equipped  with  a 
rotary  motor,  an  exact  copy  of  the 
French  Gnome — the  only  motor  they 
could  use  in  a  machine  of  this  type. 
The  "Fokker."  like  dosens  of  other, 
machines,  had  their  "day."  and  were 
scrapped  as  soon  as  something  better 
forced  Into  obsoletlon. 

The  airplane  manufacturers  of  pre- 
war days  have  been  the  salvation  of 
the  Allies.  The  early  experiments 
with  airplanes,  like  numerous  other 
Inventions,  had  to  pass  through  tho 
"dark  days."  when  costly  experiments 
were  being  carried  out  with  prac- 
tically no  support  from  the  Govern- 
ment, and  only  amused  Interest  from 
the  public  In  general. 

IB  easts  ef  all  lata,  these  pioneer* 
struggled  oa,  and  It  Is  to  their  credit 
♦hat  at  She  outbreak  of  war  when  the 
demand  for  airplane*  became  st  ones 
urgent^  these  same  manufacturer* 
took  eat  Ursar  coats  aad  west  to  work. 


AERIAL  JOTTINGS 
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Wireless  in  the  Air — Since  the  out- 
break of  war  in  1914  the  nations  in- 
volved have  spent  much  time  on 
the  development  of  efficient  wlrelesj 
gear  for  aircraft.  In  this  connection 
it  might  be  intere3tlr.g  to  note  the 
wireless  equipment  carried  on  tne 
R34  on  her  trip  across  the  Atlantic. 

In  an  Interview  with  Lt.  R.  F.  Dur- 
ant,  win-less  officer  on  board,  pub- 
lished in  the  Popular  Science  month- 
ly, an  interesting  description  is  given 
of  the  sets  used.  Three  main  trans- 
mitting sets  were  carried,  two  being 
C.W.  (continuous  wave)  and  one 
"spark."  -~ 

The  high-powered  C.W.  set  used 
two  British  Thomson  Houston 
vacuum  valves  with  ah  Input  of  260 
watts  each.  This  set  had  a  guaranteed 
sending  range  of  1,200  miles,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  working  1,500  miles  on  sev- 
eral occasions.  The  second  C.W.  set 
had  two  50-watt  B.T.H.  valves,  with 
a  normal  range  of  500  miles.  This 
second  equipment  was  used  for  tele- 
phony purposes,  being  capable  of 
transmitting  audible  speech  for  some 
80  miles.  All  tha  landing  details 
necessary  for  berthing  tho  machine 
were  obtained  over  this  set.  The  last 
transmitting  set  was  of  the  conven- 
tional spark  type,  working  on  a 
"ship's"  wave-length  of  600  metres 
and  capable  of  some  120  miles, 
though  even  this  set  reached  300 
miles  on  one  occasion. 

One  receiving  set  (200  to  10,000 
metres)  was  used  throughout,  fitted 
with  three  B.T.H.  valves  and  a  spe- 
cial "hook-up"  made  by  the  govern- 
mental experimental  service.  One  of 
the  features  of  tho  R-34's  wireless 
was  the  direction  finder  or  "wireless 
compass."  By  means  of  this  equip- 
ment the  operator  was  enabled  to 
pick  up  the  "ship's"  bearing  from  any 
distant  wireless  signal  received.  The 
wireless  cabin  on  the  R-34  was  lined 
with  layers  of  hair  felt,  and  was  vir- 
tually sound-proof,  even  with  an  en- 
gine running  at  full  speed  a  few  feet 
In  rear  of  the  cabin.  Complete  com- 
munication was  kept  up  all  through 
the  voyage  out  and  return,  the  air- 
ship never  once  being  out  of  toucti 
with  land.
